No fault 

After reading the "In the Wind" (Issue 
#39, October 7) item regarding Brett 
Metzger's recovery from the injuries he 
sustained at the AMA Loudon road race 
earlier this year, I saw some quotes from 
Brett that suggested I might have been 
at fault for his horrific accident. I feel 
compelled to add any information I 
have to help clear up any confusion. 

I would first like to say that I am glad 
that Brett is recovering quickly and is 
well enough now to even compete on 
the race track once again. But for the 
record, I have a clear recollection of my 
part in the incident which resulted in 
Brett hitting the wall, and I maintain that 
I did not run into him exiting the turn - 
and I did not force him into the wall for 
any reason. This crash occurred during 
an untimed practice session, with myself 
passing him on a shallow line exiting the 
final corner out onto the front straight. I 
had no reason to assert a dangerous or 
aggressive pass out of a corner which 
has a cement wall standing a mere five 
feet off the normal racing line - especial- 
ly during a practice session. 

Immediately after the session was 
red-flagged, I stopped in the hot pit area 
and spoke with nearly every person who 
was standing exactly adjacent to where 
Brett hit the wall, because I was baffled 
as to why he had fallen. Every individual 
I spoke to (over a dozen) who saw the 
crash, including several team members 
from my competitors at Erion Racing 
(with a couple from Honda's factory race 
team) as well as Team Valvoline Suzuki, 
all said I exited the corner well inside 
Brett's line and allowed ample room for 
his bike between myself and the wall. 

I recall there being at least 12 feet to 
my right, from me to the wall, at the 
point that I had gone by Brett's bike on 
the straight. Each witness said something 
to the effect of Brett making some sort of 
lurch up towards the wall, then correct- 
ing abruptly and colliding his front 
wheel with my right exhaust canister. 

I know Brett is a good rider, and I 
simply don't know what happened 
behind me. I also know how frustrating 
it can be for a rider to now remember a 
terrible fall. This confusion can get even 
more complicated when everyone you 
know each relates different versions of 
what happened. I’ve been in that situa- 
tion, and it sucks. But in light of what 
was quoted last week regarding this 
incident and what part I played in it, I 
felt I should comment with what I 
know.

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A succinct (if inevitably abbreviated) 
summary of the TPG takeover of Ducati 
has been included in the updated sec- 
ond edition of Australian author lan Fal- 
loon’s scholarly history of the Italian 
marque, “The Ducati Story,” subtitled 
“Racing and production models from 
1945 to the present day,” and recently 
published by Haynes (ISBN 1 85960 442 
0). Though coverage of the company’s 
early days is rather sparse - the first 25 
of Ducati’s 50 years of existence com- 
prise less than a quarter of the book - 
Falloon is an authoritative source of the 
comparative specifications of the differ- 
ent V-twin models produced from 1972 
up to the present day, which is the 
book's main value as a reference work. 
Falloon's schoolmasterly style not only 
betrays his day job but also lacks the 
spark of personality necessary to cap- 
ture the essentially human element in 
Italian bike manufacture: Reading about 
Cagiva's 1985 rescue of Ducati from the 
scrap heap of state-owned enterprises 
would make you think the Castiglioni 
brothers did it for business reasons, 
rather than because they were bike-mad 
tifosi who saw the chance to steal the 
key to the candy store! 

But the TPG rescue a decade later of 
what by then was essentially a withered 
branch of the bankrupt Cagiva empire's 
tree is dealt with concisely, providing a 
window on Ducati's new world, which 
is still unfolding. The wealth of technical 
information makes this a must-have vol- 
ume for any ducatista's bookshelf, while 
Falloon's other new book, ^Ducati Twins 
Restoration Guide - Bevel Twins 1971- 
85," published by Motorbooks Interna- 
tional and also available through Haynes 
(ISBN 0 7603 0490 4), reflects the author's 
painstakingly technical accuracy and 
attention to detail more appropriately. 


Assen Historics video

Ducati stock for sale? 

The July 31 announcement that TPG and its investment-banking 
partners Deutsche Morgan Grenfell bought the Castiglioni fami- 
ly's remaining 49-percent holding in Ducati (for an undisclosed 
sum) has not only made the Italian sportbike manufacturer a 
100-percent American-owned company, it has also cleared the 
decks for the stock-market flotation of Ducati Motor SpA that 
TPG has been planning since it acquired 51 percent of the com- 
pany from Cagiva in September 1996. 

Since the original purchase, Ducati's production has more 
than doubled, from its low of 12,509 bikes in that year to a pro- 
jected 27,500 units in 1998, with a corresponding 86-percent 
increase in turnover to 386 billion lire ($215 million) for the cal- 
endar year of 1997, compared to 1996. 

At the same time, TPG launched general syndication among 
I5 different banks of the 325 billion lire ($180 million) credit- 
facilities package required by Ducati Motor SpA, spread over a 
7.25-year term and earmarked for "general corporate purposes." 

This substantial - and quite normal - syndicated loan is 
reported to have had a strong response from the various banks 
that were approached, and will likely have been taken up by the 
time these words appear in print. This will leave Ducati Motor 
with a substantial line of credit to underwrite the development 
of a range of new models over the next seven years, including 
the successor to the 916 already revealed in this column. 

Development of this is in full flow in the Bologna factory's 
R&D department, and in keeping with Ducati's heritage of inno- 
vative yet individual design, it will almost certainly feature a 
major avant-garde engineering feature - as distinctive in its own 
way as desmodromic valve operation - for which Ducati has 
acquired the preliminary rights from an outside source, and 
which it is currently evaluating for adoption on its next-genera- 
tion engines. There is no such radical technology on the chassis 
front, though, in spite of the purported hub-center desmo super- 
bike allegedly "revealed" recently by a British tabloid bike 
paper. 

“This is complete fiction," says Ducati's chief of design, Pierre 
Terblanche. "Apart from the fact that nobody here in Bologna 
thinks that hub-center steering works properly, the next-genera- 
tion Ducati superbike must retain the traditional appearance of a 
conventional motorcycle for commercial as much as technical 
reasons, while improving its dynamic and handling qualities 
over the already high standard of the 916. This will be achieved 
by refining the existing package, reducing weight and improving 
aerodynamics - not by fitting a funny front end just to look dif- 
ferent!"

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However, while TPG’s stated intention from the beginning 
was to go public on the New York Stock Exchange with Ducati 
(thus realizing a profit from its investment), only with the elimi- 
nation of the Cagiva element in the company’s ownership has a 
clear path to this flotation finally been set up. TPG executives 
declined to respond to speculation as to when this would occur, 
but an indirect lead pointing to a March 1999 date has now come 
from another source. As revealed in this column last month, 
Austrian motorcycle manufacturer KTM has now confirmed that 
it is discussing cooperation with Harley-Davidson, though it dis- 
counts reports that the American company is poised to take over 
the off-road specialists, 

“That is certainly not true, though we are having really con- 
structive talks about what we could do together in the market,” 
said KTM board member Rudolf Knuenz. 

Knuenz did, however, say that it could not be ruled out that 
Harley could acquire a financial stake in KTM sometime soon, in 
the ambitious interests of allowing KTM to offer customers a 
broader spread of products in competition with those of Japan- 
ese manufacturers. 

Knuenz went on to reveal that KTM had also begun talks 
with TPG about Ducati buying a stake in the Austrian company, 
but that such talks had cooled because, as Knuenz is reported to 
have told Reuters, “Ducati is for the time being preoccupied with 
an impending Wall Street public listing in March or April next 
year. Only then will the door be open there again” - and then 
only if Harley and KTM haven't gotten together first. This gives 
a clear signal not only as to the truth of the rumors of a possible 
KTM/ Harley link, but also as to the timing of Ducati's stock- 
market flotation. It's a good bet that, by this time next year, 
Ducati will be a publicly quoted company for the first time in its 
50-year history.

And the Bimota that could have been 


Though no longer involved with the company, Bimota 
co-founder Giuseppi Morri was present as one of the 
guests of honor at the company's 25th birthday celebra- 
tions, and, in conversation with Adriano Aureli and 
Francesco Tognon, he revealed some fascinating nuggets 
from Bimota's past history. 

Not only did he reject the Britten option on grounds 
of cost - a decision he says he still feels was the right one, 
given that the engine would have had to be completely 
redesigned for street use - but Morri says he initially 
conceived the Vdue project as a reduced-cost carbureted 
V-twin with conventional chassis, selling for less than 
$16,500 and thus opening up Bimota ownership to a 
wider public. But this was back in 1988, when Federico 
Martini was still chief engineer, and Bimota was king of 
the superbike world with its fuel-injected, Yamaha- 
engined YB4EIR. 

Flushed with this success, says Morri, Martini con- 
vinced him to use EFI rather than carbs on the Vdue, in 
spite of the difficulties of fuel-injecting a two-stroke, 
which he felt he would be able to resolve - but then he 
left to head up R&D at Gilera and was replaced by Mar- 
coni, who wanted to fit the motor into a Tesi chassis! 

The original idea, says Morri, was to get Suzuki to 
build the Vdue engines in Japan alongside the RGV250 
engines they were selling to Aprilia - also a 90-degree V- 
twin crankcase reed-valve design, like the Bimota motor! 
- which would have assured Japanese levels of manufac- 


turing quality, and so would surely have prevented the 
troubles which ensued from ever arising. 

But Suzuki was concerned that Bimota planned to sell 
the Vdue in the United States, thus exposing them to 
possible product-liability claims, so the Japanese compa- 
ny declined to become involved. Pity. 

Morri's wealth of reminiscence also revealed the fas- 
cinating possibility of an oval-piston Honda NR750- 
powered Bimota, which was seriously discussed after 
engineer Martini and HRC boss Yoichi Oguma met by 
chance in a Sugo sushi bar at the 1988 Japanese World 
Superbike round! 

This led to a round of more-formal meetings between 
Honda and Bimota (which, it must be remembered, had 
proved its technical expertise on the world stage that 
year by leading Honda all the way in the World Super- 
bike series until rider Tardozzi crashed on the warmup 
lap of the final race in New Zealand, thus forfeiting the 
title to Honda-mounted Fred Merkel), with the possibili- 
ty of oval-piston engines being supplied to Bimota for 
them to construct a much more hard-edged NR750-pow- 
ered sportbike than the one Honda had ended up build- 
ing, in return for which the Italians would build a chas- 
sis for the NSR250 to resolve the handling problems 
experienced with the Japanese company’s 250cc GP bike. 

But then Honda got the NSR dialed in, and the idea of 
such a collaboration was dropped. What a shame - but 
perhaps the rumored approach by Bimota to Honda to 
obtain supplies of the CBR1100XX engine to develop the 


world’s ultimate high-speed weapon - but with added 
handling! - may resurrect such a collaboration. It may be 
13 years since Honda last had an engine-supply agree- 
ment with Bimota for the HB3 - but it’s worth remember- 
ing that the very first Bimota built by Massimo Tamburi- 
ni 25 years ago was the Honda-engined HB1. 





If you find a Morbidelli-powered Bimota tantalizing, how 
about an NR750 engine between the spars? Bimota co- 
founder Giuseppi Morri said it almost happened. 
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Tognon to buy Bimota? 

Another Italian bike company set to change hands is 
Bimota, which (as was reported a couple of months ago 
in this space) has now been put up for sale by wood- 
working-machinery giants SCM, whose controlling 
shareholders, the Aureli family, have kept the troubled 
specialist firm afloat in the wake of the disaster that pro- 
duction of the Vdue two-stroke sportbike has undoubt- 
edly represented. 

Though Moto Guzzi, Aprilia and BMW (for whom 
Bimota designed the chassis package of the K1200RS) 
have all taken a look at buying the company before 
eventually declining, the man spearheading the group 
of investors now likely to enter into a partnership with 
the Aurelis to completely restructure Bimota and set it 
on the straight and narrow again can now be named: 
Veneto-based textile millionaire Francesco Tognon. Yes, 
that’s right: the same man who rescued Laverda and set 
it on the path to its present comeback to profitability. 
At Bimota’s 25th birthday celebrations at the Misano 
circuit in July, Tognon was “conspicuous by his pres- 
ence” for the whole two days of activities, much of 
which he spent in discussions with SCM boss Adriano 
. Aureli about a possible joint venture in a revitalized 
Bimota. 

Having devoted a huge investment of time and 
money to bringing Laverda back from the dead since he 
took over the bankrupt company in 1994, the former Ital- 


ian international rugby player has now all but sold out 


to the Spezzapria cousins, retaining just a 10-percent 
minority stake in the revitalized company. 

Now, preferring the hands-on management style 
required by a smaller-volume, specialist manufacturer, 
Tognon is set to try to pull off the same rescue act with 
Bimota. 

“It is true that I’m negotiating to become involved in 
some way with Bimota,” he said, “but until I’ve come to 
a mutually satisfactory arrangement with my partners in 
Laverda, I can’t make any formal statement.” 

[п the event that he can secure control of the company 
without its current debt load, Tognon has very clear 
ideas of how to get Bimota back on the rails again. 

“This company achieved worldwide respect for its 
products by developing Grand Prix-winning chassis 
design on the race track, then bringing this to the street 
in limited quantities to high manufacturing tolerances, 
but using proprietary engines,” he says. “I want to 
return to those first principles, and the SB8R, with its 
composite chassis design using carbon-fiber elements, 
shows the clear way we must proceed. Bimota must once 
again set the benchmark in handling and chassis design 
for others to aim at - it’s the only rationale for the com- 
pany’s future existence.” 

As a preliminary step before taking overall control, 
Tognon has already appointed a new chief engineer for 
the Rimini factory to replace Luigi Marzocchi, the now- 
departed successor to Pierluigi Marconi. His name is 
Francisco Medici, and he is currently engaged in an 
overall analysis of Bimota’s product range, which 
includes the question of how - or even if - to revamp the 
Vdue two-stroke for continued production. The option 
of scrapping the fuel injection and replacing it with car- 
buretors has been discarded, but no decision has yet 
been made regarding whether or not to continue 
research and development on the troublesome project. 
Instead, attention is focused on bringing the Suzuki 
TL1000R-powered SB8R launched at the Milan Show a 
year ago to market, encouraged by the model's victory in 
the prototype class of the Spa 24-hour race in July, after a 
trouble-free ride by a trio of German riders under the 
aegis of Bimota Deutschland. 

With Tognon's insistence that Bimota must return to 
its competition roots by fielding a two-bike SB8R- 
equipped factory team in the 1999 World Superbike 
Championship, this looks set to be just the start of the V- 
twin model's competition career. 

Though at this stage he's keeping his cards close to 
his chest about possible new Bimota engines, if he does 
complete his takeover of the Rimini company, Francesco 
Tognon is believed to have two possibilities under con- 
sideration for existing engine designs which Bimota 
could take over and bring to production with their name 
on the crankcases. The first of these is the Morbidelli V- 
eight, rights to which are ironically held by SCM and the 
Aureli family, who completed their takeover of Giancar- 
lo Morbidelli's woodworking-machinery company last 
year, thus acquiring sole rights to the DOHC 32-valve 
90-degree V-eight 850cc engine - and the Bimota- 
designed chassis in which it's fitted!

Morbidelli has been seeking to revive the project by 
interesting an existing manufacturer in adopting it, but, 
with a revitalized Bimota in search of a prestige four- 
stroke engine to power a limited-edition, hand-built 
sportbike, the solution may be closer to home. 

Giancarlo Morbidelli has already gone on record as 
wishing to develop what was initially designed as an 
850cc shaft-drive 120-bhp sport tourer into a 1000cc 
chain-drive supersports model with considerably more 
horsepower, and with the booming ultrabike market 
fueling the development of models such as the MV 
Agusta F4 and forthcoming new superbikes from Benel- 
li, Laverda and Moto Guzzi,.a Morbidelli-Bimota link 
could be one option - especially as the engine is produc- 
tion-ready in 850cc shaft-drive guise. 

However, the Morbidelli route is not Francesco 
Tognon's only possible avenue should he take over 
Bimota - for back in December of 1995, his then partner 
in Laverda, German importer Ronald Marz, spent 12 
days in New Zealand, examining in detail the possible 
acquisition by Laverda of the Britten V1000 project, 
which, in the wake of John Britten's tragic death earlier 
that year, was available for purchase. Tognon concluded 
that a turnkey operation using the avant-garde fuel- 





injected 60-degree V-twin design was neither feasible 
nor, given that Laverda had never produced a V-twin 
motorcycle before, appropriate - but Bimota might well 
now be a different matter, especially given the Britten's 
leading-edge carbon-fiber chassis construction, as well as 
its race-proven engine package. 

Witlv Britten's Wayne Alexander already on record in 
the New Zealand press as confirming that Britten is dis- 
cussing producing a street version of the V1000 with an 
outside company, a link with Bimota is very much on 


the table. Ironically, the Britten-Bimota connection was: 


already considered back in 1990, when Pierluigi Marconi 
(who was then Bimota's chief engineer) and John Britten 
discussed the possibility of the Italian firm using a re- 
engineered street version of the Kiwi motor with the 
Bimota name on the crankcases to build the first BB1 - 
signifying not only the Britten-Bimota link, but also the 
first Bimota motorcycle bearing the company's own 
engine. , 

In the end, Bimota boss Giuseppe Morri decided to 
opt for the two-stroke Vdue being considered along- 
side it, on the grounds of reduced costs of manufacture 
of a two-stroke engine against. a high-tech four-stroke 
one.

or the first 11 laps at Las Vegas 

Motor Speedway, everybody was 

getting exactly what they’d 
hoped for. Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat 
Mladin was headed for his first AMA 
Superbike National victory of the sea- 
son; fan favorites Jason Pridmore and 
Anthony Gobert appeared set to put 
the two Vance & Hines Ducatis in the 
winner's circle; and the battle for the 
Superbike National Championship 
was reaching a fever pitch as Doug 
Chandler and Ben Bostrom were sep- 
arated on the race track by mere 
inches. 

Then, on lap 11, things started to 
unravel. Shortly after passing Bostrom 
under braking for the Sahara Hairpin, 
Chandler's Muzzy Kawasaki emitted a 
big puff of smoke from its exhaust canis- 
ter. That was the beginning of the end as 
far as any suspense regarding the cham- 
pionship chase was concerned. From 
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that point on, Chandler could only 
nurse his leaking ZX-7R home, and he 
eventually limped across the finish line 
in 12th place. 

Chandler's demise left Bostrom free 
and clear. All he had to do was stay out 
of trouble. With his brother Eric watch- 
ing out for him from behind, trouble 
never came Bostrom's way. After 25 
laps"of racing around the 2.5-mile Las 
Vegas Motor Speedway, Bostrom 
crossed the line in second place well 
behind race winner Mladin, but with the 
AMA. Superbike National Champi- 
onship in hand. 

And what of Pridmore and Gobert? 
In his return ride after an AMA-mandat- 
ed drug suspension, Gobert was nothing 
less than impressive. Despite not being 
able-to take to the track until Saturday 
morning (see "Briefly..."), Gobert was 
quickly on the pace and he only got bet- 
ter as the weekend wore on.*By Sunday 
he was ready to challenge and he'd 
moved through to second place when 
the Ducati blew a head gasket with just 
five laps to go. Gobert brought the V-

twin onto Pit Lane, but his teammate 
never made it that far. 

Riding not far behind Gobert, Prid- 
more hit a patch of water that the Aus- 
tralian's Ducati had left behind, sending 


him to the pavement and leaving him ` 


with a broken left arm. Just like that, 
two-thirds of the Vance & Hines Ducati 
team were out of the race - and out of 
what would have been a certain two- 
three finish for the pair. Not a very good 
29th birthday present for Pridmore. 

The demise of the two red V-twins 
left the door open for the opportunistic 
red V-four Hondas ridden by the Broth- 
ers Bostrom. Those two rode across the 
line in formation and then started a vic- 
tory celebration that surely lasted late 
into the Vegas night. 

Fourth place went to Harley-David- 
son's Pascal Picotte, matching his 
fourth-place finish at the last round in 
Colorado. Early in the week, Picotte suf- 
fered from a bad cold, but things got 
better on Sunday and he was able to 
hang around at the front of the pack. 
And his VR1000 didn't fail him, allow-

ing him to finish fourth - four spots bet- 
ter than his teammate Mike Smith. It 
was easily the Harley-Davidson team's 
best effort of the season. 

Thomas Stevens managed to keep his 
Vance & Hines Ducati both upright and 
running, and that netted him fifth place 
on the day. It also matched his best per- 
formance of the year, with Stevens get- 
ting fifth at both Loudon and Brainerd. 
Ironically, the ride will likely be the final 
race in Stevens' eight-year AMA Super- 
bike career, as he appears certain to lose 
the Vance & Hines ride. He may, how- 
ever, be back for a season of 600cc 
Supersport racing in 1999 (see 
"Briefly..."). 

Behind Stevens came Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Steve Crevier in his final ride 
aboard the TL1000R V-twin. Next year 











Crevier will be armed with а GSX-R750, 
as the company scales down its involve- 
ment with the TL - at least for the 1999 
season. The sixth-place effort was a 
good one for the new bike, and Crevier 
ended up finishing seventh in the series 
standings by virtue of the final-race 
result and the fact that Yamaha’s Jamie 
Hacking finished the season on the 
injured list. 

Yamaha's Rich Oliver ended his sea- 
son with a seventh-place finish, though 
he was in the hunt for fifth for the 
majority of the race. In the end, both 
Stevens and Crevier beat him to the 
line. 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Tommy Hayden 
finished ninth in his final ride with the 
team, with Fast By Ferracci's Tom Kipp 
ending his miserable season with a 10th- 
place finish - one spot ahead of his new 
teammate, Canadian teenager Jordan 
Szoke. Behind Szoke came Chandler, 
then Valvoline.EMGO Suzuki's Grant 
Lopez, and finally the Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki pairing of Aaron Yates and Larry 
Pegram, who rounded out the top 15 
finishers. 

Gobert and Pridmore were the only 
factory stars who failed to finish the 
race. 

Though the battle for the champi- 
onship was of keen interest to everyone, 
Mladin simply stole the show on a 
sunny Sunday afternoon in Sin City. The 
Australian and his Yoshimura Suzuki 





GSX-R750 were fast throughout practice 
and qualifying, and things didn't get 
any easier for the competition when the 
lights turned green on Sunday. Mladin 
jumped out front and was never head- 
ed, lapping in the low 1:37s early in the 
race to pull away from everybody. He 
seemed to be able to go fast whenever 
he needed to, and when Gobert showed 
signs of being able to close the gap, 
Mladin simply turned it up another 
notch. 

* The end result was Mladin's first win 
of the season, and it came just a day 
after his seventh pole position of the 
year. 

The season ends with Bostrom edg- 
ing Chandler in the series standings, 
355-342, even though neither rider man- 
aged to win a Superbike National in 
1998. Mladin and his single win ended 
up third with 330 points; Oliver was 
fourth with 285 points, leading Yates, 
Kipp, Crevier, Hacking, Gobert and 
Miguel DuHamel to fill out the top 10 in 
the final standings. 

Everyone knew going into the series 
finale that the race would feature two 
races in one: the battle for victory, and 
the battle between Chandler and 
Bostrom. 

When the pack charged into turn one 
at the start of the 25-lap race, the battle 
for victory was for all practical purposes 
over. Mladin had a plan: Get out front - 
and stay there. He executed the scheme

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perfectly and no one was going to get 
very close on this day. 

“It went just like the way we wanted 
it to,” Mladin said later. “The plan was 
to get out at the start and try to get five 
or six seconds. We got it to six seconds 
on about lap 10 and basically held it 
there. We caught a little bit of traffic and 
Jason (Pridmore) pulled it back to five. I 
was still running reasonable times - high 
sevens (1:37s). When it came back to five 
seconds, I put my head back down and 
ran a couple of more low sevens. Then 
he crashed and 1 had plus 15. The last 
four laps, I had to let Jamie James go 
back by me because I was going that 
slow. That's the way it goes. It went 
good for us, and it's good to win one." 

Last year, Mladin won the Vegas 
finale - barely. He was riding a Miche- 
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the bike this year - speedwise on a few 
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lin-shod Ducati at the time and the tire 
was shot by the end of the race. Still, he 
held on to beat DuHamel to the finish 
line. This year, there were no such prob- 
lems. And he knew going in that he 
wasn't going to be denied. 

“Everyone was using the same tire, 
as far as I know,” Mladin said of his 
dual-compound Dunlops. “We just had 
a good setup this weekend. I was going 
to win this race if it killed me. I was 
pretty determined to win this one." 

The win came hot on the heels of 
Mladin signing a new contract with 
Suzuki - a deal that takes him through 
2001 (see “Briefly...”). 

"The bike was great," Mladin said. 
“I’ve had a little bit of a whinge about

oshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin (right) stormed to his 
seventh pole position of the season today, with this 
one coming at Las Vegas Motor Speedway. In addition 
to the championship point that comes with the honor and the 
$1000 bonus from Interstate Batteries, Mladin's lap of 1:36.398 
was a new motorcycle lap record at the 3-year-old venue. 

^We put a qualifying tire on and that's what made the dif- 
ference,” Mladin said. “On that lap, I actually made a really 
big mistake. I actually ran on the grass on that last qualifying 
lap, so 1 was surprised I even got it. I had it out on the grass, all 
crossed up, so I was lucky to get it. Everything's really good. 
On race tires, we're hosin' - we can do sevens all day long on 
race tires, and by the looks of it, nobody else can. So, hopefully, 
I'll be able to win one.” 


Last year Mladin encountered tire problems in the Superbike 


National. He didn't expect to this year. 
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Chandler said. “You'd like to always be quicker than the other 
guy, just to feel a little bit better and take some of the pressure 
off. But the pressure is going to be there regardless. We've just 
got to go out there and hopefully have a good setup and have 
a good race tomorrow." 

He was also trying to get over a cold that was leaving him 
felling a bit drained. He also had a rough time of it just trying 
to get to Las Vegas. 

“Fm getting better," Chandler said. “I think I got a cold 
from one of the girls (his daughters). I think it's behind me 
now, but I’m still kind of plugged up. I opted not to come 
here for the practice to give myself another day of rest. 1 
thought that we'd just fly in in the afternoon, and they set it 
up with the same flight as the day before. 1 showed up in 

Monterey and all the flights to San Francisco were delayed 
and eventually they got canceled. I was stuck in Monterey 
with no way to get here, so we ended up having to charter a 
plane and came up Friday morning. It wasn't too bad - I 
think it was $1400. I went with the econo one - just a twin- 
engine Cessna.” 
Naturally, all during qualifying, Chandler was keeping 
track of where Ben Bostrom was. 
^| kinda thought he went better than he actually did,”

allowed Pridmore’s team the opportunity to do some needed 
work on his rear suspension. 


“The bike worked great, and I can't say enough about the 


crew I've got down there," Pridmore said. "They've just done à 
superb job in getting me up to speed all weekend. We've tried 
some different things and we have a real good race setup for the 
weekend. If we can keep Mat (Mladin) in sight, we may be able 
to do something at the end. The red flag totally helped me, 
because we had made a shock change and they had to take my 
shock off and go do something to it. Without the red flag, | real- 
ly don't know if I could have gotten a time. They brought it 
back and something was wrong with it, so they had to take it 
back again. It takes them about 10 minutes to do whatever it is 
they do with it, and at that point there was about 16 minütes left 
- so without the red flag, I don't think I would have been up 
there that close. It definitely saved me." 

Unlike in the previous two races, Pridmore no longer had 
two bikes to choose from. Gobert was back from his three-race 
drug suspension, so the other bike was taken. 

“They had already put the other bike together for Anthony," 
Pridmore said, ^so my spare was his bike and I guess he 
showed up yesterday. He showed up again today, I guess, too. 
Two days in a row - that's pretty strong. He seems like a really 
nice guy and he's really polite to me the whole time l've been 
down there. It's pretty impressive that the guy goes out and 
does 1:37s in only the second time on the track. I think that just 
brings into play his World Superbike experience. I just wonder 
how good he could really be. I’m just down there, riding. That's 
all I'm doing. I get off the bike and go back to my home with the 
Suzuki crew, and that's where I stay. I just basically stay out of 
everybody's hair down there (at Vance & Hines). They've got 
enough going on over there right now without having. to deal 





with me, too. I'm just doing my thing - riding the bike 
and having fun. Hopefully, I can put it on the box tomorrow 
and start strong next year with Yoshimura. It's nice to be going 
somewhere and finally having a superbike ride." 

Behind Pridmore came American Honda's Eric Bostrom,.the 
youngster continuing to show that mastering the superbike 
class is coming relatively easy. As always, he was modest about 
his accomplishments. 

^| was a little puzzled,” Bostrom said. "It was good, but it 
wasn't exactly where 1 wanted it to be, of course, because | want 
to be on pole. The bike was really good; it was just a matter of 
me not doing the job. Here again, I still have a lot to learn їп the 
whole Superbike class and with qualifying tires.

He closed the 
gap to Mladin from 6.2 seconds on lap 
15 to 4.6 on lap 20, but Mladin knew 
what was happening. Then, suddenly, 
both Gobert and Pridmore were gone. 
Gobert was in the pits; Pridmore was 
upside down. Ironically, one Ducati fail- 
ure had caused the other, with Pridmore 
sliding off in Gobert's water. 

Despite the fact that he didn't finish, 
Gobert was impressive. Whether or not 
it's enough to justify Terry Vance rehir- 
ing him remains to be seen.

Although the Doug Chandler/Ben Bostrom duel for-the AMA 


Superbike crown.made big news leading up to the Las Vegas ` 


finale, the return of Anthony Gobert seemed almost as big. 
And it didn't. come without more Gobert-like controversy. The 
Australian. was scheduled to take an AMA-issued drug test the 
Monday prior to Thursday's unofficial practice session, but he 
missed the test after claiming that he'd injured himself while 
working out in the gym. He then missed the test again on Tues- 
day and Wednesday before finally taking. it on Thursday, Octo- 
ber 1. That didn't allow enough time for the AMA to have the 
results. back from the clinic that performs the test at the Univer- 
sity of Ohio. The results didn't come back until Saturday morn- 
ing, so Gobert didn't get to ride. After 3 1/2 months without rid- 
ing, Gobert was up to pace quicker than most thought he would 
be, and he qualified fifth. He was running second in the Super- 
bike National before a blown head gasket on the Ducati knocked 
him out of the race. “1 wanted to come back with a win," Gobert 
said. “To have not ridden for so long, I'm really grateful to God, | 
suppose, for giving me the natural talent that I'm born with to be 
able to come back and get on the bike and be right there. Really, 
Гуе got a lot of people to thank, and God is the main one. I'm so 
lucky to be born with the gift that | have. It's time to stop wast- 
ing it and (start) putting it into action." When asked if. we were 
dealing. with. a different Anthony Gobert than the version that 
failed a drug test three months ago, Gobert replied: "I think so. 
After the Suzuki incident, | tried to keep my head down. | did it 


Gobert said: "Mat (Mladin) started 
going away, and as he was going away 
I was getting held up by (Doug) Chan- 
dler and both Bostrom boys. They were 
holding me up so much; I thought if I 
got by 'em and kept my head down 
that I might have a chance of winning 
the thing. I got into third and the 
brakes started fading on me really bad. 
I spent about four laps playing with the 
lever and trying to get it in the right 
position. Then Mladin pulled away on 
me again. I put my head down and 
started to gradually sneak up on them. 
Once I got past Jason (Pridmore), I 
could see Mat and I was pulling him in 
more and more each lap. I figured the 
way I was going, I could be on him on 
the last lap. Knowing the way I am, I'm 
pretty big on the brakes, so I was just 
going to stick it up the inside of him 
somewhere on the last lap and win for 
myself and for Terry Vance. I feel like

АП of this came after the champi- 
onship had already been decided. 

The decisive blow came on the 11th 
lap. Again, there was some irony in it 
all. Just when Chandler had found a 
way around both of the Bostroms, just 
when it looked like he may have had 
Ben covered, the engine let go. Though 
he was able to continue, he was never a 
factor and he slipped to an eventual 
12th-place finish. 

“I was doing what I needed to do,” 
Chandler said. "I bided my time, waited 
for them to slow up, and made a move. 
A lap later, my feet started slipping on 
the pegs. After that I was just trying to 
finish and not get black-flagged. I knew 
they (AMA officials) were watching me. 
It was getting pretty bad. Up to that 
point, things were going good. Eric was 
running a block, but I got by him, and I 
got by Ben on the next lap. I was com- 
fortable; then disaster set in."

Joining Pridmore on the Yoshimura Suzuki team for next year will 
be newly crowned 600cc Supersport Champion Steve Crevier, 
Steve Rapp and Mat Mladin. And all four will be aboard Suzu- 
ki GSX-R750s - and all four will also compete in the 600cc Super- 
Sport class, including Mladin. In fact, Mladin. and Suzuki hawe

Yoshimura team through 2001. “Suzuki and | have agreed to a` 


commitment through 2001, so | will be with them in AMA racing 
through: the end of 2001," Mladin: said. "I'll be doing 600cc 
Supersport next year and for two years after that as. well.

So if all four Yoshimura Suzuki riders are going to be GSX-R750- 
mounted, where does that leave the TL1000R program? Out in 
the cold. at least for the time being. "The TL is.a project of rac- 
ing," Suzuki vice president Mel Harris: said. "Right now we need 
to put our efforts into our 750 to make sure it stays at the top of 
the pile. There are really only a couple of things that the TL needs:

tance, we just can't do it. The 750 is our priority right now, but 
that's not to say that the TL won't be back.” 


Mel Harris also announced at the Las Vegas round that a contract 
was signed on Thursday, October 1, between American Suzuki 
and Dave Damron of Chaparral Racing that will see Chaparral 
field.a 600 and 750cc Supersport team in AMA racing in 1999. 
Former World Champion Kel Carruthers, who. will serve as 
both team manager and crew chief, will run the team. Although 
Tommy Hayden has yet to sign a contract, it is likely that he 
will join Australian Damon Buckmaster on the two-rider squad. 


Buckmaster signed’ a contract on Friday at ‘Las Vegas Motor 


Speedway and is looking forward to the challenge of AMA racing, 
“It should be good," Buckmaster said. “l'm really looking forward 
to. it. | spoke with Dave Damron on the phone and he's excited 
about it." Carruthers is also excited about returning to road racing 
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dler wished he had a sibling with him 


on the track - a brother, a sister, any- 
thing? 

“I was thinking about that for little 
while,” he admitted. “I was racing both 
of them for the championship. You hate 
to lose them, but you can’t feel too bad. I 
was doing what I had to do and I think 
we had them covered. I'll go home and 
do what I want to do. In another month 
or so, sure, I'll start thinking about it 
(racing) again. Ben did well - he hung in 
there and did what he had to do." 

If relief came in waves, then Ben 
Bostrom was hit with a tidal wave of it 
on lap 11. He saw the smoke, he saw the 
oil - he saw his championship. 

"I got a really good start and I was 
right behind him (Chandler) and follow- 
ing him around for a few laps," Ben 
Bostrom said. "I was like, ‘Hey, I better 
pass this guy and show that I have a lit- 
tle something for him.’ He just rode like 
a champion and stuck to my butt like 
glue. He made a really good pass on me 
and I followed him around for a few 
laps. Then I noticed а slight sprinkle 
happening on my lens and I knew he 
had a bit of a problem. I didn't want to 
follow him and ruin my windshield, so I 
used my Honda to power by him on the 
straightaway. I tried to signal Doug to 
show him that he had a bit of a problem. 
I noticed his tire was starting to slick up 
a little bit and I didn't want him to 
crash. He was still right behind me and I 
figured it would be a great race. I 
thought it would come down to the last 
10 laps and we'd give the spectators and 
everybody a really great show, but it 
just didn't pan out. Unfortunately, for 
Doug, he had trouble. It's not really the 
way I wanted to win the thing, but I'll 
take it any way I can get it." 

Behind Ben came Eric - dutifully, if 
not too modest to admit it. He said later 
that he'd raced his hardest, though 
everyone knew that there was no way in 
hell he was going to do anything that 
could ruin his brother's title aspirations. 

“1 was riding hard every lap," Eric 


Bostrom said. "I didn't get off to quite ` 


the start I wanted to and, man, those 
guys put their heads down and really 
went. I was thinking, ‘I don't know how 
they're going to hold this pace.' I didn't 
know that the tires and all that could 
handle it. They just had the better mea- 
sure of me today. 1 rode hard every lap. 
When my brother (Ben) got by, I almost 
ran off the race track. Ben made a really 
nice pass on me, and then Doug (Chan- 
dler) came by, too. Then I thought, 
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"Man, I better get my ass in gear here.’ 
Doug was oiling Ben and I down pretty 
bad; it kinda ruined my shield. It was a 
really good race for me. Unfortunately, 
the Ducati guys crashed out, but I think 
it was just part of the pace that they 
were running. I'm really happy to be 
here and I’m really happy for Ben - he 
deserves it.” 

Though he ran with them for a while, 
Picotte dropped back a bit at the end - 
secure in fourth place when the Ducatis 
dropped out. 

“I was shooting for sixth,” Picotte 


admitted. ^I thought I had a chance at 


sixth, maybe fifth. I was really sick. I 
had a bad cold on Thursday and Friday. 
On Saturday, for the last qualifying, 1 
was starting to feel a little bit better, but 
we put the wrong qualifying tire on it. 
We just went backwards. As far as phys- 
ically, I was much better today." 

Stevens was pleased with his perfor- 
mance, and it may be his last - at least 
on a Superbike. 

“In the beginning, it (the bike) was 
good," Stevens said. "When | have a 
good tire, it’s good. When the tire drops 
off, two things happen: It hits too hard 
at 9000 rpm and it's down on horsepow- 


er from 6000 to 10,000 rpm. It's 10 horse- 
power down to the factory engines. 
Vance & Hines gave me really good 
bikes - a top-five bike. I did my job and 
anything more would have been icing 
on the cake. I’m out there with some 
very fast company. If you don't have the 
A bike, you can't race with the A riders, 
but I never quit and that's why I'm fifth 
today." CN

after working primarily in a research-and-development role for 
Chaparral last year, building race engines for Chaparral's Yamaha 
motocross team. “The Damrons and everybody at Chaparral are 
excited about going road racing,” Carruthers said in Las Vegas. 
"It sounds like we're going to have two good young riders. and 
we're looking forward to getting started." In addition to working 
on the Suzuki GSX-R600 and GSX-R750 for the Chaparral Suzuki 
team, Carruthers will continue to develop the team's Yamaha 
Ү2250 -motocrossers for the coming season. The team. recently 
signed former Honda factory rider Steve Lamson to a contract for 
the 1999 season. 


Mat Mladin is looking forward to having another Australian in 
AMA racing and feels his "mate" Buckmaster will be up to the 
challenge. "Anyone who сап win the Australian Supersport Cham- 
pionship has to be pretty capable," Mladin said. "Or the Aus- 
tralian Superbike Championship. I've said it before and I'll say it 
again: | think there are à few riders around that aren't here who 
are more capable than some of the riders here who have rides - 
and | think Damon. is one of them. Next year will tell, won't it? 
He's got to ride the 600, and if he can do well in 600 then he's 
obviously pretty capable." 


The one-month break between the Pikes Peak round and the sea- 
son finale makes for nervous times if you're tied for the lead in the 
Superbike National Championship. The hours leading up to the 
event aren't so easy, either, according to Ben Bostrom. "These 
guys give us a whole month to think about this," Bostrom said. 


"But that month was nothing compared to the last three days - 
actually the last three hours. | skipped the 600 race to save 
myself for this race. and those three hours were just terrible. 1 
was shaking, and people were asking me, 'Hey, what's wrong 
with you?’ I'm like, ‘Hey. l'm nervous - gimme a break.’ | knew as 
soon as the green light went that I'd be okay. l'm. much. more 
relieved. now. . but l'm still nervous. It still hasn't sunk in that Гуе 
won the Superbike title. " 


Bostrom won the Superbike title without winning a.race, but 
he's not about to let that last part ruin what he's accomplished. 
“Part of the deal of winning the Superbike title is that a lot of luck 
has to go your way," Bostrom explained. “I started off a bit slow 


and | just wanted to learn from guys like: Chandler, Miguel: 


(DuHamel), Mladin, and all the fast guys. | figured they'd teach me 
something and then maybe halfway through the season | could 
win one of these things. Some of the guys had some really bad 
luck this season and | haven't really had any bad luck. | crashed 
out at Loudon, but my bike was indestructible and | picked it back 
up and finished - so Гуе just had a lot of luck. It's kind of a weird 
deal. but that's how sports до.” 


According to Thomas Stevens. there's a strong possibility that 
Sunday's Superbike National will be his last in the class. "Any- 
thing can happen. but it looks like that was my last Superbike 
race," Stevens said after finishing fifth. "If it was, it's béen a great 
eight. years, | did what | set out to do: win a Superbike National 


Championship and make money. | did both. There's.a chance I'll 


be on a 600cc Supersport bike next year, but nothing. has been 
finalized." Although Stevens wouldn't comment on it, the team he 
is most likely to join is a Yamaha team that will be operated by for- 
mer Kinko's Kawasaki team owner Robert Nutt. 


Mike Smith finished eighth on the factory Harley-Davidson 
VR1000 after qualifying ninth, and he'd like nothing better than to 
return to the team for the. 1999 season. "l'd love to come back 
and ride it again,” Smith said. "I think | surprised myself that I'm 
back, but not with what | can still do. Eric Bostrom is winning 
races now, and I've shown him around the track.". Smith made 
some suspension changes to the VH1000 for Sunday's race that 
didn't work out as planned. “1 think | got stuck heading in a certain 
direction. We changed forks yesterday and that helped, but |. think 
we were too stiff in the. rear today. We did. good lap times, just 
not a lot of them." 


Although 42-year-old Randy Renfrow was honored prior to the 
start of racing on Sunday, don't think for a minute that we've seen 
the last of the veteran road racer. Renfrow, who was injured in a 
practice crash on Thursday at Las Vegas and didn't race on Sun- 
day, did a lap of honor. He was also given framed photos and 
other memorabilia in honor of his outstanding career - a career 
that saw him earn titles in: all of AMA's major road racing series 
with the exception of the Superbike National Championship. Ren- 
frow, however, says he plans to race at Daytona and at some 
other venues if he feels he has a competitive motorcycle and 
team.

LAS VEGAS, NV, OCT. 4 

t was a good day for the boys at Suzu- 
fe Not only did Yoshimura Suzuki's 

Aaron Yates lead a Suzuki sweep of 
the podium places after winning his sec- 
ond race of the season, but class veteran 
Steve Crevier gave Suzuki its first Pro 
Honda Oils 600cc Supersport title since 
Doug Polen won the championship a 
decade ago. For Crevier, who was hos- 
pitalized with a bowel disorder until the 
race weekend began, it was a long time 
coming, making it all the more sweet. 

“This late, 33 years old, just to get a 
championship,” the Canadian began. 
“Tve been working so hard at it since 
1991 in the 600s, and Miguel’s 
(DuHamel) been pretty dominant, but 
he got hurt this year. But just to have the 
championship - I’m pretty stoked, really 
happy.” 

Crevier came in not needing much to 
earn his first AMA title. He only had to 
finish eighth, if Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler won. Chandler had 
been a threat to win earlier in the year - 
he collected six wins, the most in class - 
but hadn’t been on the podium for the 
past two races. Crevier’s worst finishes 
were a pair of sixths, so the stage was 
set. Even so, it made for an interesting 
time for the Yoshimura Suzuki rider. 

“This is the most pressure I’ve ever 
had for just about any race,” he said. "I 
mean, Гуе won a lot of championships 
and stuff in Canada. I’ve been under a 
lot of pressure-cooker situations, but I 
haven't in five years been in contention 
of a championship like this. Definitely, 
five years later, five years older, you 
start thinking a little bit different." 

The thinking didn't involve winning. 
That was up to the others, and they 
made quite a shów of it. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram, 
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who'd won the previous race at Pikes 
Peak, got the early jump, with Chandler 
trailing, followed by Erion Honda's Eric 
Bostrom and Team Suzuki Sport's Nicky 
Hayden, the fast qualifier who was on 
the run. 

Hayden took over the lead on the 
fourth lap, bringing Bostrom with him, 
as Erion Honda's Kurtis Roberts moved 
into third, his best position of the sea- 
son. But it wouldn't last. Going into the 
right-hand turn 13, Roberts went down, 
with Pegram and Chandler just behind; 
both had to take evasive action. 

“I was riding fine and I flicked it in 
there and the front was just moving 
around a little bit and I just started to 
crack it on idle and the thing just spun 
around," Roberts said. "We've had a lot 
of bad luck at a couple of these last races 
where we should've been close, and 1 
just came out here and I said I was 
going to do it." 

Yates moved up to take over third 
and the chase for Bostrom and Hayden. 
He might have been up with the leaders 


sooner - he'd qualified fifth - but he had 


a problem with the clutch off the start 
and was buried in the first turn. That 
allowed him to discover the best place 
to pass, at the end of the back stretch, 
and he would use it repeatedly. 

“I went around the first lap and then 
I started the next couple of laps, I passed 
a guy each lap going in on the back cor- 
ner back there, and just kept on picking 
folks off,” Yates said. "And, you know, 
it kept it exciting for me and I just 
charged the whole time. I was keeping 
an eye on the guys in the front, and 1 
thought that Nicky was probably going 
to pull away some - but he couldn't real- 
ly get away - and then I was up to prob- 
ably sixth or fifth and Kurtis Roberts 
low-sided over there and Doug (Chan- 
dler) and Larry (Pegram) were right 
behind him. They both had to run off 
the track to get around him, so that put 
me right into third place. Then I was 
back a little ways and it took me a cou- 
ple of laps to catch up to Eric, and then, 
once I got there, I figured out where I 
was going to pass him. I got by him, 
chased down Nicky and from there on I 
knew it was going to be a pretty good 
battle between the two of us." 

Yates got Bostrom on the ninth lap 
and was right up on Hayden almost 






















instantly. He passed him the first time 
on the 10th, though Hayden held the 
spot at the stripe, but not on the 11th. 

" About three laps from the end, I 
was figuring out where I was going to 
get Nicky, because he'd got back by 
me," Yates said. "I knew if I didn't get 
him on the back straight back there, that 
that was about the only place I was 
going to be able to get him. And I 
looked at that a couple of times." 

"My pit board said 'plus zero' the 
whole race and, man, I was just trying to 
get a little bit of gap the whole race, but 
I never could,” Hayden said. "Then 
Aaron came up there and, once he got 
by me, I thought, 'Man, I ain't going to 
be able to stay with him,' because 
through the infield he was going really 
fast. And then I got by him one time on 
the brakes over there and the last few 
laps was just kind of back and forth. I 
was pretty good in the fast, sweeping 
stuff, but in the infield he was a little bit 
better than me." 

Then on the 12th lap it was Hayden 
again for three laps, setting up the fight 
an the firtal tour. 

Using the spot that had worked so 
well for him all race, Yates set up Hay- 
den for a pass in the hard left at the end 
of the back straight, but got in a little too 
hot. : 
"The last lap, going into the left-han- 
der there at the end of the back straight- 
away, he kind of got up beside me, I 
guess, drafted up beside me and then, 
on the brakes, he was inside of те,” 
Hayden explained. "I was*just leaning 
on him, leaning on him and thought he 
was going to let me go, and he didn't." 

"That lap I went in there and like he 
said, he was laying on me and that was 
kind of distracting me," Yates said. "I 
was kind of looking at him and I was 
looking at the track. I went over the 
paint on the inside of the track there. So 
I had to let off the brake a little. I had to 
go straight and tried to cut it hard and I 
didn't want to spin too much and he 
came up under me there." 

Hayden waited for Yates to make his 
move, went under him and thought he 
was going to cruise from there, but dis- 
covered too late that he had. made а mis- 
take. 

“I left the door open," Hayden said, 
"and he took it." 
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(Left) The race for the 600cc Supersport win was fought out 
between Aaron Yates (20) and Nicky Hayden (69), but the 
championship went to Steve Crevier (above). 
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The move came a few turns before 
the banking, and Yates had what it took 
to stay ahead. 

“That’s the only place, because he 
had it nailed through the sweeper over 
there,” Yates said. “I thought he was 
going to come drafting by me and I was 
just tucked in as good as I could and 
had the thing about to pull the cable out 
of the carburetors, just hoping that I 
could pull it off." 

Hayden tried to chase him to the flag, 
but he spun the rear tire so hard that he 
got sideways exiting the infield. 

“Т thought maybe at the line I was 
going to be able to draft up by him, but 
it didn't work out," Hayden said. "I 
really wanted to win the last race of the 
year, but it didn't happen." ' 

Yates lowered the race record which 
he set last year by nearly a second per 
lap, completing the 15-lap, 37.2-mile 
race in 25 minutes, 9.940 seconds at an 
average speed of 88.693 mph. His mar- 
gin of victory was a scant 0.055 seconds. 

This would be the last time they 
would race on the same machinery. 
Yates joins the Muzzy Kawasaki team 
next year and Hayden will ride for 
Erion Honda. The future of the third- 
place rider is up in the air, but his per- 
formance in the last two races didn't 
hurt his chances for catching on some- 
where. 

Pegram's day didn't start well. He 
crashed his 600 and had to ride Yates' 
spare, though with his own suspension. 
Something wasn't quite right in it, 
because he said it didn't feel right in the 
race. 

"The front end felt like it was going 
to hop right off the track every lap, so I 
was really fighting it, especially in the 
right-handers, which I don't know if 
that means the right fork's bent or the 
left fork's bent,” Pegram said. “I really 
felt like at the beginning of the race that 
I was going to continue to fade to the 
back. I kind of just tried to adapt a dif- 
ferent line through the corners where I'd 
go in and really make a point out of 
them and drive out so I wasn't leaned 
over on the front tire as long." 

Because of his handling problem, and 
running off the track to dodge Roberts, 
he knew he couldn't win. His immediate 
concern was Bostrom, who he figured 
out early on. 


"I caught up to Eric and passed him,” 
Pegram said. “I knew I could get him 
on the brakes into the back corner. I 
don't know what he was doing there. 
He was going in hard, but he was run- 
ning wide every time. I just waited till 
the last lap. I could've passed him the 
lap before, but I waited till the last lap 
so he wouldn't have a chance to pass me 
back." 

Bostrom felt his machine wasn't quite 
right, either. 

“It’s kind of like one of those deals; 
we just had to grit our teeth and hope 
for the best," he said. "And, actually, 
things were going better than I actually 
anticipated. I thought we might be able 
to stay in touch with Nicky and Aaron 
and I lost touch with them. I had a few 
big moments down in turn one; I had 
the thing all crossed up, and got the 
thing out of shape, ran off-line a little 
bit. Then, on the last lap, Pegram went 
by me on the brakes pretty good and I 
thought we might have the measure on 
him coming out around here, but we 
just didn't - we just came up a little bit 
short." 

Pegram used a slingshot move to 
take third by half a bike length. 

Another five seconds back came 
Chandler, his chances for the champi- 
onship diminished when he was balked 
by the falling Roberts. Even without that 
incident, his was a tall order. Coming in, 
he had to win with Crevier finishing 
worse than eighth - something which 
hadn't happened all year. Between the 
two came Team Suzuki Sport's Jason 
Pridmore and 1-800-CYCLEGEAR’s 
Steve Rapp. 

Crevier explained that he still suffers 
aftereffects from the personal watercraft 
accident he had over two years ago. His 
intestines continue to be problematic 
and he had an episode the Sunday prior 
to the race. Initially, his doctor didn’t 
want to release him, opting instead to 
do an operation. Crevier checked out on 
Thursday and began eating again. 

"I got out there, I ran the race, it was 
the easiest damn race I’ve had all year,” 
Crevier said. He was as high as fifth, for 
one lap, and as low as ninth, but never 
in jeopardy of losing the title. 

"I've usually been trying to mix it up 
a little bit at the beginning and Гуе been 
just trying to finish on the box and be 
consistent and get the finishes," he said. 
“But this year I didn't care about the 
box, I just cared about where Doug was. 
Doug got run off the track when Roberts 
fell down and stuff. So this is the easiest 
race I’ve ever ridden in 600 Supersport - 
most pressure, but the easiest ride I've 
ever had. The bike worked good, tires 
worked good. It was easy." 

The final tally shows Crevier with 
366 points, Chandler with 353, and Eric 
Bostrom with 337. CN

AMA/Teamline 750cc Supersport Series 
Final round: Las Vegas Motor Speedway

oing into the final round of the 

AMA 750cc Supersport Series at 

Las Vegas Motor Speedway, 
Richard Alexander Jr. needed a miracle. 
He trailed series leader Steve Rapp by 
15 points, making his odds of winning 
the championship less than what he 
could have found on any downtown Las 
Vegas gaming table. 

Like those fortunate few pictured on 
the casino walls, Alexander struck it rich 
- Vegas style. 

With Rapp apparently cruising to 
what would be a second-place finish 
and the championship, disaster struck 
for the 1-800-CYCLEGEAR rider when 
his Suzuki GSX-R750 failed him. Rapp's 
hand went up on the third lap of the 
restarted race as he coasted the bike to a 
stop, and Alexander and his Barnett 
Tool & Engineering Suzuki cruised by, 
hardly believing his luck. 2 

“I was totally aware of his prob- 
lems,” Alexander said of Rapp’s misfor- 
tune. “On the restart, I had a killer start. 
It dropped out of gear on me twice 
going into that hairpin turn and I lost a 
lot. I think I went back three places. I 
was trying to play catch-up and I saw 
Rapp getting away. About the third lap 
into it, I saw Rapp's hand go up and I 
said, ‘Oh, wow, this is it. All I've got to 
do is finish.’ My mechanic, Kenny, had 
the signal out there that said Rapp was 
out. I was aware of it, I knew it hap- 
pened, and all I said to myself was, ‘Just 
finish the race.’ All I needed was to fin- 
ish in the top six or seven. That's the 
way it went.” 

The artwork on Alexander’s helmet 
featured a mock $10,000 bill going into 
the Las Vegas race. It symbolized the 
amount of money he would be paid in 
championship bonus from Suzuki if he 
were to win the title. Thanks to his fifth- 
place finish and the championship that

came with it, Alexander will soon find 
his $10,000 check in his mailbox. 

"I had a really consistent year,” 
Alexander said, "except for the Road 
Atlanta race (where he crashed in the 
wet conditions). I would have liked to 
have gone a little stronger at times, but 
Nicky (Hayden) is really strong out 
there. I'm really happy about how 
things turned around this year for me. It 
hasn't really sunk in yet because I came 
here with a big gap in points. АП I need- 
ed was some luck and - wow, it hap- 
pened! It's a weird feeling. I would have 
much rather done it by going out and 
winning, but I’ve got to take it as it 
comes - it's all part of racing. As far as 
my riding, I wasn't riding on top like I 
should have been, but.it worked out for 
me and I'm really happy." 

The championship was Alexander's, 
but this race was all about Nicky Hay- 
den. The Team Suzuki Sport rider rode 
to his fifth win of the season, and it 
came after a dominating performance. 
Hayden chased Rapp for a lap on the 
first start, trailed him for two laps in the 
second attempt at running the race, and 
then pulled away for an easy 7.2-second 
win. 

Initially, Hayden was surprised that 
Rapp was riding hard. After all, the Cal- 
ifornian didn't have to do much to earn 
the title. 

"I was really surprised he was going 
as hard as he was," Hayden said. "I was 
definitely surprised. The race was good. 
Rapp was pushing hard, but he always 
does in the beginning. I wanted to win 
this race really bad. It's been a long and 
exciting year. I really want to thank all 
the guys on the team for staying behind 
me, even through the rough times." 

Hayden will race an Erion Racing- 
backed Honda in next year's 600cc 
Supersport and Formula Xtreme Series. 
His 750cc Supersport career may be 
over, but it won't be forgotten. His five 
career wins in the series puts him in a tie 
with Doug Chandler and Aaron Yates 
for seventh on the all-time win list in the 
class. 

With Hayden an easy winner, the 
real action ended up coming from the 
battle for second - and it featured two 
guys who normally aren't racing for sec- 
ond. It was easy to see why both Ricci 
Motorsports' Jimmy Moore and Zero 
Gravity's Jake Zemke were going to 
come away happy from this one - no 
matter the result. In the end, it was 
Moore just in front of Zemke at the fin- 
ish line. Cycles of Palm Beach's Jamie 
Bowman, meanwhile, finished fourth, 
just clear of the cruising Alexander. 





Naturally, Moore was thrilled with 
what was his first podium finish ever in 
750cc Supersport racing. 

"The first half, before the red flag, 


was a lot of fun,” said Moore, who calls. 


Eugene, Oregon, home. "I felt good - 
really smooth - and I felt like I had 
things under control. It was just a matter 
of staying upright and finishing the 
race. The red flag was kind of a bum- 
mer, but I kept telling myself during the 
red flag to stay positive. I kept saying, 
‘It can get better, it can get better,’ 
instead of saying, 'I can go backwards.' I 
got kind of nervous at the beginning of 
the restart; then I calmed down, and I’m 
really happy. The battle on the last lap 
with Jake - that was fun. Our team 
struggled all year going to battle with 
what we had. I think this means a lot to 
me, but I know it means a lot more to 
the team for all their hard work. There 
have been a lot of late nights, sleeping in 
cheap motels, in the car, and all that 
stuff. So I'm really glad for them as 
well." 

The red flag came on the 10th lap, 
when James Randolph crashed hard in 
turn one. Fortunately, he escaped with- 
out injury. Randolph's loss was Zemke's 

ain. 

"The red flag really helped us out a 
lot," Zemke said. "We made some 
adjustments and the adjustments 
worked and we were able to come from 
behind and pick up with Jimmy (Moore) 
and Richie (Alexander). Luckily, we 
were able to make it up on the box - 
that's been a goal all year. One of our 
goals was to make it to the top 10 and 
we accomplished those goals - and I’m 
really happy about it. This is my first 
year on a four-cylinder bike, so I just 
wanted to get used to the bike, and get 
used to the tracks that I could make it to. 
I wanted to finish in the top five as 
much as possible and hopefully get on 
the box. It's been a real learning experi- 
ence for me this year. We made some 
small adjustments to both the front and 
back end, and put on some fresh tires. 
That helped a lot." 

For someone who had just lost a 
championship, Rapp was upbeat. 

"We think it was something electri- 
cal,” Rapp said. "It just shut down. 
Everything went dead - the tach, every- 
thing. I was just cruising around on a 
Sunday ride." | 

Rapp's mood was no doubt helped 
somewhat by the fact that he'd just 
signed a one-year contract to join 
Yoshimura Suzuki, where he'll ride a 
GSX-R750 Superbike and a GSX-R600 in 
the 600cc Supersport class. 

The final standings saw Rapp slip to 
second behind Alexander, 338-327. 
Mario DuHamel ended the series 
ranked third with 288 points on his 
Hooters'-backed Suzuki. Hayden and 
Randolph filled the top five in the stand- 
ings, with Moore's final-round effort 
netting him sixth overall. CN

rion Racing’s Kurtis Roberts ended 

his 250cc GP career by riding the 

much-improved Honda RS250 to his 
second Elf Race Fuels /Lubricants win in 
a row, and his third in the last four races 
of the season. After starting slowly 
while getting used to his third different 
motorcycle in three years, and having to 
learn a number of new race tracks, the 
youngest of the Roberts clan came on 
strong, proving Honda's decision to 
sign him was a wise one and one they 
won't regret next year. He finishes the 
season in second place and will move on 
to contest the 600cc Supersport and For- 
mula Xtreme classes for Erion Racing 
next year. 

His late-season success has come as a 
result of the continued diligence of both 
his team and American Honda. Ameri- 
can Honda has pitched in with his team 
to make the Honda the best it has been 
all season, and the evidence is clear on 
the race track. At this race, he caught a 
break when he was able to use the 
engine from teammate Randy Renfrow's 
Honda RS250. Renfrow opted not to 
race after hurting himself in a crash on 
Saturday. It came at an especially propi- 
tious moment, since Roberts' engine had 
seized twice. 

"The race actually was kind of fun 
because I’ve never been able to pass 
anybody on the straightaway this year," 
Roberts said. "We got Randy's motor. 
Unfortunately, he crashed on Thursday, 
and Thursday we seized both sessions. 
Friday, the thing wasn't running. We 
did it for the heat race. Actually, yester- 
day we put in Randy's motor and the 
thing worked good. John Lassak and 
Brian Turffrey, they put their heads 
together and they worked together as a 
team and they work really well. And the 
chassis was good." 

Roberts led thé opening lap and then 
fell in line behind World Sports Imports' 
Chuck Sorensen as the two pulled away 
from the field. 

Roberts said he was content to sit, 
knowing he could make a pass at any 
time. He went ahead briefly on lap nine 
of 15, then took the lead for good on the 
penultimate lap when Sorensen crashed 
at the end of the back straight. 

"The bike was perfect," Roberts said. 
“I just played with Chuck. I hate to say 
it, but that's what I was doing. I passed 
him once and I sat up most of the lap 
and rode around and he didn't want to 
pass me back. I was going down the 
front straightaway half-throttle. He 
came up alongside of me and thought I 
would slip by the inside - then he'd let 
me go. I just locked up the front brakes 
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and let him back in the lead and that 
flustered him a lot. He started shaking 
his head and wasn't sure about that. I 
just kept the pressure on him, kept 
showing him a wheel and waiting for 
something to happen. I kept sizing him 
up, making sure I could definitely get 
him before the checkered flag, which we 
were going to be able to do." 

Keeping the heat on, Roberts was in 
the perfect position when Sorensen 
made his mistake. 

"| was right behind him," he said. "1 
was right there. He lost the front over 
the transition, which was his line. I actu- 
ally tried his line and I lost the front 
there. It didn't work for 15 laps - it 
worked for 13, I guess." 

Second, some 11 seconds behind, 
went to Roland Sands, the Performance 
Machines' Yamaha rider who'd clinched 
the title at the previous race in Pikes 
Peak. Sands didn't get away well, and 
then he had to pass teammate Mark Fos- 
ter, by which time the leaders had split. 
A heat-race crash had put Sands back on 
the fifth row of the 27-rider field. More 
importantly, he'd damaged his forks 
and had to make a swap. 

^We've had some problems this 
weekend, mainly yesterday in the heat 
race; we broke a fork leg and it caused a 
crash, and that wasn't so good," Sands 
said. "We had to start from the back of 
the grid and I knew winning was going 
to be tough. I was kind of hoping for a 
red flag. I just went out there and rode 
as hard as I could, tried to get as many 
people as I could on the first lap, and 1 
got quite a few guys - but it wasn't quite 
enough to hang with Kurtis and 
Chuck." 

Still, he already had the title by virtue 
of his five wins that came in a six-race 
flurry from Laguna Seca to Loudon. His 
only nonpodium finish, a fourth at Sears 
Point, came in the middle of that run. 

The final championship sheet lists 
Sands at the top with 394, Roberts in 
second with 358, and Sorensen third 
with 347. 
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“I just did what I had to do," Sands 
said. "I'm happy to finish second 
today." 

Moto Liberty's Takahito Mori inherit- 
ed third after Sorensen and Foster went 
out. Heat-race problems had forced him 
to the back row of the grid, so any 
chance of victory was slim. It didn't stop 
him from making his usual charge and 
he cracked the top 10 on the second lap. 
From there his progress was steady. He 
was up to fifth by lap five, but he stalled 
and had to wait for Foster to pull off 
and Sorensen to crash before he could 
inherit third, which he did on the penul- 
timate lap. 

“I’m just lucky to make third place, 
the Japanese Honda-mounted rider said. 

After spilling at the end of the back 
stretch, Sorensen picked up his Yamaha 
and got going. He lost three spots but 
still managed to finish fourth. 

That was the spot that Foster held 
from the fifth lap through the 13th, 
when he was forced out by a problem 
which he initially misdiagnosed. 

“I thought I ran out of gas, so I threw 
a temper tantrum," Foster said. "I 
thought it was my mechanic's fault, but 
it was a battery failure. It started (while) 
coming out of turn one. That same lap, it 
started dying going down'the back 
straightaway. I was really upset. Even if 
I would have just sat there and put my 
nose down, I would've gotten third. I 
still wasn't giving up yet. There was one 
spot where I thought maybe I could get 
second. It just died - it dropped a cell." 

The battle for what would be fifth 
place went back and forth between 
Team Race Against Cancer's Joseph 
Cubbage and Fabweld's Greg Esser after 
Cubbage caught Esser on the ninth lap. 
The pair officially swapped the top spot 
five times at the finish line, and more 
often on the race track. In the end, Cub- 
bage took fifth, his best of the year, and 
Esser tied his best with a sixth. Geep 
Terranova was seventh, with Chris 
Ulrich, Jeffrey Vos and Edward Sorbo 
filling the top 10. €N

rion Racing’s Eric Bostrom com- 
pleted his championship-winning 
Pirelli Formula Xtreme season in 
the same manner as he had most of the 
races - with a thoroughly dominating 
win, On a warm and very windy day at 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway. 

For Bostrom, who will join Miguel 
DuHamel on the American Honda team 
next year and who has won the past two 
AMA Superbike Nationals, it was a case 
of déja vu: Get out front, stretch his lead, 
cruise to the win. This one was his ninth 
in 11 tries, and only a pair of mechanical 
eremlins kept him from a perfect season. 
As it was, the year turned out pretty well. 

“Yeah, I’m definitely happy,” 
Bostrom said. “The CBR900, I think the 
bike is pretty proven. The guys bust 
their butt on the thing. I think in the 11 
races that we've run, we've had the best 
bike 11 times. I'm just real happy to be 
treated like that." 

Bostrom said that riding the RC45 
Superbike, which he has done for the 
previous three races, has helped him 
with the Erion Racing Honda CBR900RR. 

"They both kind of complement each 
other," he said. “Like this thing got me a 
head start on the superbike this year 
and then the superbike is just riding. 
The Superbike class, you've got to 
extend yourself a bit. I’m still like on a 
pretty steep learning curve, I think, and 
each time I get on both bikes, I learn a 











lot - and I still have a lot to learn. It’s 
just a real upward curve for me and | 
think it’s been a good time and the 
results have been good.” 

Having clinched the championship in 
the previous round at Pikes Peak, 
Bostrom finished the year with 363 
points - 59 more than teammate Tripp 
Nobles, who was third today after a 
race-long duel with Graves Yamaha’s 
Mark Miller (who was second today) 
and Canadian Kawasaki's Michael Tay- 
lor (who was fourth). Miller finished the 
season third with 293 points. 


It was fitting that the top three finish- ' 


ers were also the top three in the cham- 
pionship. Among them, they won all 11 
rounds, Bostrom taking nine, Nobles 
and Miller one each. 

In the race, Miller, riding the con- 
stantly improving Yamaha RI, slotted 
himself into second on the eighth lap 
when Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's Grant 
Lopez dropped out. Miller became the 
lead runner of a trio, with Taylor and 
Nobles chasing, and held the spot until 
the 12th lap, when Nobles slipped by. 
His lead was short-lived, however, with 
Miller almost instantly returning the 
favor and then using traffic to edge 
away. 

At the end his spot was secure, and it 
would move him to third in the champi- 
onship. 

“I feel pretty good about our year,” 
Miller said of his inaugural season on 
the Graves Motorsports Yamaha. "We 
set out with a brand-new motorcycle 
that had to be proven and developed 
against a real talented bike and a 900 
(Honda) that's been around а few years. 
We knew that it was going to be really 
difficult, and I feel that the team has 
given me absolutely 120 percent and I’m 
really happy to be with this team this 
year. They want to win really bad and I 
want to win really bad, and they're very 
professional and I can't say enough 
about Graves Motorsports. This bike 
was capable of winning these races, and 
I think that this bike could’ve won today 
and I think that Eric Bostrom had a little 
- bit on Mark Miller. But there's one solid 
thing that we need to test and get going 
if I'm going to ride this bike next year in 
some of the sustained fast sweeping cor- 
ners - we need to get the thing sliding a 
little bit more predictably. It wasn't any- 
thing specific, it's just a combination of 

nding out how stiff we need the spring 
and what kind of chassis geometry. 
That's the kind of thing we're dealing 
with now. They're nitpicky things that 
make the difference between being in 
first and dicing for second." 

The team gave him more power for 
this race, Miller said, and also fashioned 
the tank for a more comfortable fit. 

Nobles said he tried to get away from 
Miller in traffic, but that it didn't work. 
He also saw that Miller was on a bike 
that was slightly better for the 2.5-mile 
track. 

“I had a great time watching them,” 
Nobles said, referring to Mark Miller 
and Michael Taylor. "Michael kept try- 
ing to get it up under Mark, and Mark's 


got such good corner speed on that 


Yamaha. I was content to just sit and 
watch them, and once I got around 
him... I decided he was going to try to 
get away on me. Of course, you saw 
what happened: I couldn't do anything 
with him. When I saw traffic coming, I 
tried to get away from him - pretty 
much rule of thumb: You want to be 
ahead if you're racing with somebody. 1 
did it a couple of times and then I got 
botched; then I almost threw it away." 
Nobles thought that Taylor's 
Kawasaki wasn't quite as stable as his 





Honda CBR900 in the fast sections and 
that the Honda was faster on top. 

"My bike was actually faster than 
his," Nobles said. “It looks so stable 
through the right-handers here, he was 
really making up a lot of time there. His 
bike was real good through the fast stuff 
while I was out there dirt tracking.” 

Behind the top three came Michael 
Taylor, shadowing Nobles to the end 
and well in front of what would be a 
procession. 

Valvoline EMGO Suzuki-mounted 
Joshua Hayes ended up alone in fifth, 
followed at some distance by Michael 
Barnes on the Dutchman Yamaha. 

Then came Czech rider Vincent 
Vaclav, who gradually broke free of 
RYHO Racing’s Josh Graham as the race 
wore on. 

A pair of Suzuki GSX-R750s rounded 
out the top 10, with Racers Edge Perfor- 
mance’s Dale Kieffer beating Hooters’ 
Restaurants’ Mario DuHamel for 10th, 
the pair once part of a quintet before leav- 
ing the others behind late in the race. €N

‘m just so happy to get this,” 

Orange County Triumph’s Paul 

Harrell said as he held the num- 
ber-one plate he'd just earned for win- 
ning the Progressive Insurance Pro 
Thunder Championship. "It's a little 
cheesy plastic thing, but it's worth so 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars 
on the way to get it." 

Harrell earned the number-one plate 
by finishing a secure second to race win- 
ner Shawn Higbee in the final race of 
the year at Las Vegas Motor Speedway. 
Only a mistake or a mechanical problem 
was going to stop the Californian, and 
the Triumph ran great and he didn't 
take the bait when Tilley's H-D/Buell's 
Higbee tried to Iure him into a race. 

“I figured anything I could do to get 
him to race with me would be a good 


thing," Higbee said after tak- 
ing his fourth win of the year 
and the runner-up spot in the 
championship. 

“I knew he was doing that, 
too," Harrell countered. "I 
knew he was doing that." 

Harrell had made his task 
much more difficult by break- 
ing his left wrist in an accident 
during a British Champi- 
onship race the previous 
weekend at Donington Park. 
After getting it taped, Harrell 
said he gave no thought to not 
riding. 

"I've ridden with two bro- 
ken legs before," he said. "I 
knew I was going to ride for 
sure." 

There wasn't much to the 
race. HMC's Shawn Conrad 
put his Buell into the earl 
lead, with Harrell taking the 
lead in turn one on the second 
lap and Higbee moving into 
second at the end of the back straight. 
After that it was a two-man race, though 
Harrell wasn't about to race. 

"Coming into the last race like this, 
it’s hard to say what Paul's going to 
do," Higbee said. "I know he's a real 
aggressive guy and І didn't know if he 
was going to go to win or if he was 
going to go out to win the champi- 
onship." 

Harrell was content to sit in second, 
holding the spot until the 11th of 15 
laps, when he took advantage of Hig- 
bee's tire problems to take the lead, but 
only for a couple of laps. Harrel was 
happily cruising along in second, and he 
said later that when Higbee "started 
having trouble, I thought, ‘Hey, I'll 
catch up to him a little and (it will be) 
kind of like old times,’ and (then) I'm 
like - ‘Better not.” 

Racing would have been a problem. 
His wrist was hurting, especially in left- 
hand corners and on the brakes. 

"| just have no braking ability," Har- 
rell said. "When the wrist starts to roll 
forward, I just don't have any strength 
to hold it back. A lot of times when I'm 
letting the clutch out, I like to drag the 
clutch in and let the ass end of the bike 
come around so I can steer around the 
corner - and I just couldn't ride my nor- 
mal way I ride. A lot of times when I let 
the clutch out, I couldn't get my fingers 
back over the clutch, so Га have to go 
into the corner with just my thumb on it. 
It was miserable, but you know what? 
It's totally worth it." 

When Harrell took the lead early in 
the race, Higbee went to school on him, 
and he knew he could get him at the end. 

“I was kind of hoping I might learn a 
little bit from him," Higbee said. "I 
thought I could figure out where I might 
have an advantage and where I was slow. 
Really, that would be the most important 
thing: to figure out where I was slow, and 
fix that. And then, if I could fix it before I 
passed him, not only would I have my 
strong points, but his would be taken care 
of, too, and I should be able to break 
away. I think we got away for a little bit. 1 
never did look back to see the margin, but 
then I ran into some trouble. I don't know 
if I ran harder than I ever had and cooked 
the tires or got them hot to where they're 
sliding around. I don't think I've crashed 
so many times and still finished. It was 
pretty wild out there. I really wanted to 
finish the season on а strong note. We 
won the opener and I wanted to win the 
final." 

He did, by 3.681 seconds. 

He would finish nine points behind 
Harrell at the end of the 12-race cam-

paign. Harrell tallied 372 points, Higbee 
363, with Orange County Triumph's 
Curtis Adams third with 317. 

Adams, who won six races this year, 


most in class, crashed heavily on Satur- , 


day, badly injuring his hand, and left 
immediately for his California home. 

“1 was really hoping that he would 
ride because I really needed him to lead 
every lap and win in order to give me a 
little bit more of a cushion," Harrell 
said. “So when Curtis crashed, I guess 
he ripped a couple fingers off or some- 
thing, and hurt himself pretty good and 
he went home. I was really counting on 
him to be there. I know he would've 
been right up front, doing the job." 

Motorcycle Online's Mark Foster ran 
down Big Valley Honda's David White 
to take third. 

Foster, who'd been frustrated in the 
Elf Race Fuels/Lubricants 250cc Grand 
Prix race when his battery died in sight 
of a podium finish, said it took him a 
while to make the transition to the Buell 
from his Performance Machines' Yama- 
ha TZ250. He got off to a bad start, then 
ran down the leaders, taking third with 
a strong run off the final corner to earn 
the spot by half a bike length. 

“I just got a really good drive and 
rode it by him at the finish," Foster said. 
“1 found that once I caught up, I was 
just biding my time, relax - rest a little 
bit." 

The race behind the leaders didn't 
provide a lot of drama. White was 
fourth; then came Orange Country Tri- 
umph's Michael Gage, who took fifth by 
passing Thomas David Hull two laps 
from the end. 

Chandelle Motorsports' Paul Orlandi 
slotted his Ducati into seventh in front 
of Motorcycle Online's Billy Graef. CN

| t's not surprising that Steve More- 
' head was able to capture his 23rd 
! National win on the bumpy-slick 
Las Vegas Motor Speedway half mile, 
but the full-straightaway lead he gained 
in the 19 laps after a red flag had halted 
the action was very impressive. 

"Oh, man, what a day!" the F&S 
Harley-Davidson/KK Supply /Shep- 
herd & Dragoo-backed Morehead 
exclaimed when all was said and done. 
“It’s Gary's birthday. My buddy Frank 
Nagy, who's been working with Gary 
(Stolzenberg) and Dennis (Towne) all 
year, got married. We just had a lot of 
adrenaline flowing coming in. The last 
few weeks, things have ben clicking. 
Gary and Dennis work together really 
good. Dennis and I see eye to eye on a 
lot of stuff. They had the motorcycle so 
easy to ride - it was flawless. All I had to 
do was give them some feedback; they 
make it happen. That motorcycle steered 
better than anything l've ever ridden in 
my life. The throttle control was there. It 
went over the bumps so easy. Dennis is 
a wizard on suspension." 

Morehead threw a wrench into the 
tightest point race in the series' history, 
but title contender Chris Carr was able 
to take over the points lead by working 
his way into a solid second place. Of the 
four title contenders (Carr, Scott Parker, 
Rich King, and Will Davis), the Harley- 
Davidson of Sacramento / Рћоеліх Rac- 
ing/RC Digital-backed Carr's weekend 
was the most successful. 

Much of the drama started 24 hours 
earlier in the Hot Shoe National. АП 





four of the contenders were checking 
out the treacherous half mile. Three laps 
into the main event, points leader Park- 
er got his foot caught in a hole and 
pulled off the track in obvious pain. 
Parker rode straight to his car and head- 
ed to his hotel. 

The next day, Parker was upbeat 
about the incident. 

"The leg's good," Parker said. "It 
didn't affect me at all. We had it locked 
in pretty well all night with а brace and 
tape. I was really worried last night, and 
I thought there was no way that I going 
to be able to ride. I iced it all the way 
home and then iced it for about an hour 
and a half in the motel. Finally, I decid- 
ed I had to get some sleep; it was about 
one in the morning. When I woke up 
this morning, there was no swelling." 

King added to the suspense by 
falling in turn three while leading the 
third heat. The Corbin Racing / Ѕирег- 
Trapp/Rogers Racing-backed King 
restarted the heat but finished just out- 
side a direct transfer. Adding to King's 
problems was an injured finger. 

"It's not good," King admitted. "] 
just got in some marbles and went 
down. The clutch lever broke, and I 
think it hooked on to my glove. I 
couldn't get my hand out from under 
the handlebars. It took the end of my 
finger - by the fingernail - off, and I'm 
pretty sure it's broken just below the big 
knuckle." 

Defending race winner Will Davis 
looked strong all night, but things fell 
apart during the main event. 

"We just made some wrong calls for 
the main event - bonehead moves," 
Davis admitted. "We tried to go a little 
faster and we made a wrong choice of

tires, especially after the red flag. We 
changed some other stuff before the 
main, and they were definitely wrong, 
too. That happens; deal with it." 

Early in the National, Morehead 
pulled to a commanding lead, but the 
action behind him was tight. Harley- 
Davidson of Missouri/Dave Burks 
Motorsports’ teammates Ken Coolbeth 
and Joe Kopp battled over second. Cool- 
beth took over on lap three and took off 
after the disappearing Morehead. 

On lap seven, Geo Roeder bailed off 
in turn three, and, as the leaders came 
around toward the red flag, Bryan 
Bigelow hit the ground hard in turn 
four. 

“We were coming for the red flag 
and there was a flagman running out to 
help Roeder,” Bigelow said. “I swerved 
to the inside to miss him, and I hit that 
berm on the inside of the track. I lost the 
front wheel and down I went.” 

This cost the youngster his fifth-place 
position. 

After a brief delay, all 18 riders 
restarted, with Morehead taking com- 
mand even more quickly. Carr, who had 
moved past Kopp for third, lost the 
position back on the restart. 

Carr methodically worked his way 
into third and began to harass Coolbeth. 

“I was able to apply some pressure 
and got by Kopp,” Carr said. “I was 
kind of even with Coolbeth; he was run-. 
ning really good before the red flag. I 
didn’t get off quite like I wanted to on 
the restart and had to get by Kopp 
again. I chased- Coolbeth down, and he 











made a mistake down in one and two. I 
was able to get by him and take off after 
Steve, but there was just no catching 
him. He was hooked up tonight.” 

Three laps after Carr got around 
Coolbeth, Kopp also set his teammate 
back. 

"It was a real slick track, but you to 
really use a lot of body," Kopp said. 
"You had to be in condition, especially 
your forearms, because you had to fight 
the front end all the time. It was so easy, 
to slip up and have someone slip under 
you. It was a real physical track - a little 
rough - but it was just so slick that if you 
screwed up once, you'd be up 10 feet 
higher than you wanted. I just had to 
chase the front end when Chris got by 
me. Then the same thing happened to 
Kenny when we both got by him. I don't 
know if he was getting tired or what, 
but I knew I was getting tired." 

It turned out that Coolbeth had other 
problems. 

“Му tire went away," Coolbeth said. 
“If we didn't have the red flag, and I'd 
been by myself, I think I could've saved 
the tire a little more. I was riding a little 
harder when they passed me, and I was 
smoking my tire. I was running it in as 
hard as those guys were, and I just skat- 
ed right off the groove. I had to just two- 
wheel it in and not touch the brake." 

King's gritty ride gained him a fourth- 
place finish, as he was able to move all 
the way from 12th on the first lap. 

"| just can't say enough about my 
crew," King said. "Before the start of the 
main event, Sam noticed the front wheel 
was bent. He went to take it off and the 
axle was bent. We got that changed, and 
they just worked their butts off. It was a 
tough night, that's all." 

Bigelow's USC Racing /Lancaster 
Harley-Davidson/Dodge Brothers 
teammate Dan Butler took over 
Bigelow's vacated fifth position after the 


°` restart, and he closed on the Cool- 


beth /Kopp battle. King made it a four- 
rider battle over the last podium posi- 
поп. 

Butler was faced with а 
news/bad news” problem. 

“We lost the exhaust pipe, but it 
wasn't all bad," Butler said. “It hurt me 
on top end, but then it helped me 
through three and four, because the bike 
would only run up and then fall on its 
face. That helped me a lot through three 
and four, because those guys were stant 
ing to get away from me. After it fell off, 
it toned the motor down so much that I 
started getting off the corners and I ran 
up on them. Kenny and I were just going 
back and forth; we were bumping and 
rubbing; it was so close. I got up next to 
him a couple of times, but he just had 
the motor at the top. I fell flat and he had 
enough to inch back by me again." 

After dropping as low as 15th before 
the red flag, Parker charged back to fin- 
ish seventh. 

"| was moving up before the red flag, 
but the restart just let me get by a couple 
of guys a little faster," Parker said. 
"Maybe I wouldn't have gotten up quite 
so far, but that's s racing." 

Kevin Varnes followed Parker through 
the field to an eighth-place finish. 

"We got a real good restart and then 
made a couple of passes, but I couldn't 
make them stick," Varnes said. "We 
were getting them on the outside going 
into the corners but then had to drop 
back down in line when the top went 
away. There wasn't anything left up 
there. I tried it a couple of times; there 
just wasn't anything there. We came up 
on Stanley, and I tried to get around on 
the outside, and I went real wide - that's 
when Parker got by me; then he got

ahead of Stanley. It took me a couple of 
laps to get by. Once I got by Stanley, I 
caught back up to Parker and we started 
catching everybody else.” 

Jay Springsteen rounded out the top 10. 

Bartels’ Harley-Davidson’s Shaun 
Russell won his first Harley-Davidson 
Sportster Performance Series main of 
the year, but it was not enough to keep 
Miller Electrical Construction/Las 
Vegas Harley-Davidson/Texan Harley- 
Davidson's Jess Roeder from locking up 
the series title. Roeder struggled home 
in eighth place - good enough for a 25- 
point lead going into the final race of the 
year. 


HEATS 


Fast qualifier Carr looked to have the 
first 10-lap heat all wrapped up, as he 
led the first nine laps. He was, however, 
stalked by Joe Kopp, who was able to 
blast around on the outside in turns 
three and four and steal the win. 

An equally tight battle was being 
waged over the last direct transfer 
between Stanley and Springsteen. Stan- 
ley took the spot after Springer’s high 
line went away. Joining Springsteen in 
the semis were Steve Liberty and Willie 
McCoy. 

Varnes rocketed off the starting line, 
with Davis trying to keep pace. Mechan- 
ical gremlins once again hit Varnes as 
his shock blew up. Davis took over and 
ran away with the win. 

Geo Roeder inherited second from 
the fading Varnes. Nicky Hayden pres- 
sured Roeder for a while before settling 
into third. 

Varnes soldiered home in fourth, 
ahead of J.R. Schnabel and Terry 
Poovey. 

King jumped into the lead of the 
third heat, with young lions Coolbeth 
and Bigelow all over him. On the third 
lap, King made a rare miscue. The red 
flag was out on lap three and a complete 
restart was called.

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Coolbeth led Russell 
and Bigelow off the line 
as King was relegated to 
the penalty line.

The top two positions 
were set, but Russell 
was leading a five-rider 
freight train, with Paul 
Morgan, Johnny Mur- 
phree, King and Brett 
Landes all close. 

Russell maintained 
his third-place position 
despite a late-race 
charge from King. Exit- 
ing turn four on the last 
lap, Russell lost traction 
and was completely 
sideways. The young- 
ster held on and sent 
King to a last-chance 
semi. 

In the last heat, Dan 
Butler was the quickest off the line. He 
led Morehead and Lonny Kopp into 
turn one. It only lasted three laps until 
Morehead flexed his muscles and took 
over. Morehead left Butler well behind, 
as Gary Rogers stayed close. 

"I couldn't believe it," Rogers said. 
"It sounded like someone was right on 
me the whole time. I thought, "Where's 
Parker at?' It's pretty cool. After last 
night, I thought there was no way, but 
we got the bike working pretty good. 
It's about time." 

Rogers was headed into his first 
Grand National final. 

Joe Eades was a solid fourth, while 
the big surprise was Parker, who was 
buried in the eighth position. Jaime 
Aguilar, Marco Morello and Kopp all 
led the defending champ into the semis. 


SEMIS 


Steve Liberty led the first semi into turn 
one, with Greg Teague right on his hip. 

Teague held down the point at the 
end of the first lap and pulled to a small 
lead. 

Liberty remained in second and 
gained his first Grand National berth. 

J.R. Schnabel blasted into the lead of 
the second sémi, with King and Parker 
trailing. Schnabel looked poised to send 
the points race into a scramble when 
disaster hit the youngster. 

“I had a good pace going, and I just 
ran it in a little high in three and four,” 
Schnabel. "The back end kind of 
stepped out and then it hooked up, and 
it almost high-sided me." 

Schnabel's excursion opened the 
door for both King and Parker to storm 
by him. 

"I had more room than I thought," 
Schnabel said. "I wish I had known that. 
If I would've just dropped down on the 
bottom and taken it easy - but I thought 
they (King and Parker) would both be 
right there." 

King was gone, while Parker still had 
to contend with a closing Schnabel. and 
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Landes. On the last lap, Schnabel made 
a last-ditch effort and went high into 
turn three. 


“I just got a little bit too high again 


that last lap and got into the marbles 
and lost it,” said Schnabel of his failed 
attempt. 

Landes ended up getting the best 
drive off four, but he came up just short. 

“J.R. gave me an early Christmas pre- 
sent," Parker said. "I would probably 
have ended up third and been sitting on 
the sidelines. I've got to thank him; luck- 
ily, he stayed on the thing, because that 
looked like it would've been a nasty 
crash." 

Springsteen led the last semi into 
turn one over Paul Bergstrom and 
Varnes. By lap two, Varnes was out 
front and pulling away. Springsteen set- 
tled into second, and the starting field 
for the National was set. 


HARLEY-DAVIDSON SPORTSTER 
PERFORMANCE NATIONAL 


A large field of 30 riders signed up 
for the Sportster class, and the contest 
was run in three heats to set the 17-rider 
main. 

The first heat went to Shaun Russell, 
as he and Jess Roeder finished well 
ahead of Sean Lollar and Nate Wait. 

Gary Rogers ran away with the sec- 
ond heat, ahead of an equally spaced 
Willie McCoy and Paul Morgan. 

The last heat fell to John Faulkner. 
Faulkner easily outdistanced Brian 
Kromroy and Billy Martin. 

When the 12-lap main event roared 
into turn one, Russell was in command, 
ahead of Wait, Roeder and Rogers. 

Rogers took over second on lap two 
and briefly held the lead down the back 


straight. Russell was not going to let his 


first win of 1998 slip away and he was 
back in front at the finish line. Russell 
would go on to lead all of the laps. 

Rogers grabbed another second - his 
third of the.year. Kromroy was working 
his way to the front, and by the end of 
the race he was a solid third. 

Wait ended up fourth, ahead of Billy 
Martin. Joe Duvall moved his bike up 
two positions on the last lap for sixth. 
Paul Morgan, Roeder, Faulkner and 
McCoy rounded out the top 10. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


As the 18 riders for the 25-lap 
National filed out to pick their starting 
positions, it became clear that the spot of 
choice was the outside or all the way on 
the bottom of the banked straightaway. 
By virtue of his fast heat, Morehead had 
the first pick and he opted for the far 
outside. Morehead's 10-lap heat time 
was almost three seconds faster than 
Coolbeth's second fast heat. 


Coolbeth lined up to Morehead's left, 
with Kopp, Bigelow, Butler and Davis 
filling out the front row. Row two 
belonged to Carr, Roeder, Stanley, Hay- 
den, Russell and Rogers. 

The last row contained Parker, 
Springsteen, Liberty, Teague, King and 
Varnes - that is, until Hayden and Park- 
er were caught creeping and they were 
sent to the fourth-row penalty line. 

Morehead had the first green light 
timed perfectly. 

"The start was my doing," Morehead 
said. "After 25 years, they let me do 
something. My crew won this thing; I 
was just along for the ride." 

Early on, Kopp held second over 
Carr and Coolbeth, but Coolbeth was on 
the move. Coolbeth took second on lap 
three and had a small amount of breath- 
ing room when the red flag came out as 
the field completed lap seven. 

Carr was making an impressive run 
to the front. 

"| got a great start initially - second 
row outside - and I was fourth into the 
first turn," Carr said. "I was hoping to 
just beat my row, and I beat three guys 
off the front row, too." 

Joe Kopp was one of several to bene- 
fit from the red flag. 

^For the main event, we had a tall 
gear on, and the first laps before the 
restart, I was going backwards," Kopp 
said. "There just wasn't enough up high 
where we had been in the heat race. We 
elected to put a tooth back on for the 
restart." 

Coolbeth's race started to unravel at 
about the halfway point. 

“I was getting traction - a little too 
much traction in spots - and it. was send- 
ing me out towards the wall every now 
and then," said Coolbeth. 

Kopp dogged his teammate until lap 
16, when he took over third for good. 

" At the end, I started to catch Chris, 
but then I about lost it in turn four,” 
Kopp said. "I looked back and I had a 
lead on fourth. I was still trying to catch 
him, but I wasn't going to go through 
those same holes I was going through 
before. It was just like, 'Keep it on two 
wheels and make it to the podium.” 

Butler had plenty of problems but 
still came away with a solid sixth-place 
finish. 

“We had it; I was holding back," But- 
ler said. "But you know how it is. If you 
don't get out in front of them, you have 
to work twice as hard to get by them. 
We just fell short. The track got so nar- 
row and slippery coming down off three 
and four. In one and two, I had them 
covered. I could get a good drive on 
them, but we'd come up just short of 
finishing off the pass. You don't want to 
blow it off the groove here - you'd really 
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be in trouble. I just tried to play it cool 
and play our cards and wait for a mis- 
take. If no one makes a mistake, you just 
stay where you're at." 

Kevin Varnes spent another night 
moving up through traffic. 

“We blew a shock in the heat race, 
and that screwed us for a good starting 
position in the main event," Varnes said. 
“We had a good tire on in the semi, but 
we were a little afraid to run the same 
tire 25 laps in the main. So we switched 
wheels, and I struggled the first six laps 
trying to get it to hook up. When we 
came in for the red flag, we switched 
back to the same wheel we had on in the 
semi. That made all the difference in the 
world right there. We would've really 
been struggling if we couldn't have 
switched that wheel. We got four main 
events on the tire: Hagerstown, Sedalia, 
Joliet, and now, tonight. We definitely 
got our hundred bucks out of it." 

Springsteen came in 10th and accept- 
ed his fate. 

“It was a slippery, rough race track, 
and I’m just kind of happy that I fin- 
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Scott Parker did not like the Vegas track, 
as his seventh-place finish showed. 


ished 10th," Springsteen said. "I'm just 
happy I finished. I did a little bit of pass- 
ing as the race went on. Maybe if the 
race had been 50 laps, I might' ve caught 
up, but I doubt that." 

Bigelow was understandably upset 
with his race after getting off to a good 
start but dropping to 11th. 

“I know the rule says that you have 
to go through to the red flag, but I’m not 
real happy about that call (last-place 
starting spot on the restart) when it real- 
ly wasn't my fault," Bigelow said. "But I 
fell down, and that was my fault, so I 
guess that's the way it is. There wasn't a 
whole lot of room to pass out there, and 
I was kind of surprised at how many 
guys I did get past. I was just kind of 
following Springer through the pack. I 
didn't really have the courage to do a lot 
of brave things that I maybe could have 
done; I'd already been down once. I just 
tried to put in a safe ride to manage as 
many points as I could, and that was

It was just an accu- 
mulation of a lot of things that we did. I 
don't know why we did it, but we did." 

Roeder started the race in seventh, 
dropped to eighth, and then fel] on lap 
seven. 

“1 just hit a hole and the front end 
took off on me," Roeder said. "It's just 
one of those things; it's just a bad track. I 
guess I got too relaxed. I thought I was 
just cruising. At a place like this, you 
can't be aggressive. You just have to 
stay smooth and hold your line. I don't 
know how Morehead does it." 

Just when Morehead's victory seemed 
assured, his bike started making scary 
sounds. The bark of a misfire put some 
suspense into the last couple of laps. 

“Just a minor setback,” Morehead 
joked. “Really, I just about died, but we 
think it just picked up a piece of dirt in 
the carburetor. It wouldn’t run wide 
open, but when I backed off, it would 
take off and run.” 

Morehead still finished with nearly a 
full-straightaway lead.

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WORLD SUPERBIKE 
CHAMPIONSHIP

SUGO, JAPAN, OCT. 4 

hree riders went into the final 

round of the World Superbike 

Championship in Japan with a 
mathematical chance of leaving with the 
title. The leader going into the final 
showdown was Ducati’s Troy Corser - 
and he was the first one to drop out of 
the chase. Eventually, it would come 
down to Carl Fogarty vs. Aaron Slight, 
though a direct on-track confrontation 
between the two never materialized, 
leaving the 28,500 spectators to watch 
the magnificent performances turned in 
by homeboy racers Keiichi Kitagawa 
and Noriyuki Haga. 

As for the title chase, that finally 
came down to mathematics. When all 
was said and done, Ducati’s Fogarty 
had the better numbers after turning in 
third- and fourth-place finishes to earn 
his third World Superbike Champi- 
onship. Slight, meanwhile, couldn’t do 
better than seventh and sixth, and he 
had to settle for second in the champi- 
onship - again! 

If Slight was disappointed, he wasn’t 
alone. Corser heard the news about the 
championship from a hospital bed after 
crashing in the morning warmup and 
breaking three ribs and puncturing his 
spleen - an injury that kept him from 
even starting the final round. 

The race wins, however, went to the 
locals. One was expected; the other was 
somewhat of a surprise. Everyone 
expected Haga to excel on his home soil,

The race win instead went to Suzuki's 
Kitagawa, riding a GSX-R750 - ahead of 
yet another Suzuki (this one ridden by 
the surprising Akira Ryo) and Fogarty. 

Haga wasn't about to make the same 
mistake twice and he came back with a 
vengeance in race two, topping Kawasa- 
ki'S Akira Yanagawa and Ryo in an all- 
Japanese podium. Fogarty was fourth, 
settling instead for a third World Super- 
biketitle. . 

The Americans didn't have a good 
day in Suzuka, though things started 
well for Georgian Scott Russell. The fac- 
tory Yamaha rider managed to finish a 
fine fifth in the first leg, despite starting 
from 16th on the grid. In the second 
race, however, things didn't go as well 
for Russell in what will be his final race 
on the factory Yamaha; he ended up 
12th. 

Still, his day was better than that of 
Castrol Honda’s Colin Edwards II. The 
Texan only managed to qualify 15th, 
and he ended up 13th in both races as he 
struggled with handling problems all 
weekend - not a good way to end the 
season. Still, Edwards managed to sal- 
vage fifth in the championship point 
standings. 

But at the top of those standings was 
the gritty Fogarty - just 4.5 points ahead 
of Slight after 24 races. Corser held on to 
third despite not racing, finishing the

< Between the warmup and the start of 
the first race, the Australian received 
painkilling injections, but after some 
vision and concentration tests, it became 
clear that he wasn't in any condition to 
start the first race. It was also highly 
unlikely that he would start race two. 
His final title hopes were finally 
smashed when he became dizzy after 
the start of the first race, and his blood 
pressure dropped. He was quickly 
rushed to a hospital in nearby Sendai, 
where it was discovered that he'd punc- 
tured his spleen. His doctors will decide 
shortly whether or not the unfortunate 
Australian will require surgery. 

Back at the Sugo track, Haga was 


‘doing what everybody had expected 


him to do in the near-perfect conditions 
(a dry track with temperatures in the 70- 
degree range): He was leading the pack 
in front of Ryo, Fogarty, Kitagawa, Rus- 
sell (after another very fast start) and the 
rest of the gang.

enth, at the expense of Yanagawa, who 
was still suffering from his practice- 
crash injuries. 

With Yanagawa taken care of, a fero- 
cious battle between Slight and- Hodg- 
son ensued for sixth place, with both 
riders hitting each other on three sepa- 
rate occasions. The incidents occurred 
when Slight tried to dive inside Hodg- 
son, with the Brit refusing to give an 
inch. The final encounter sent both rid- 
ers off the track, leaving the door open 
for Yanagawa, who immediately 
grabbed fifth place. 

By this time, Haga was dusting off 
his leathers after having hit neutral at 
the end of the front straight and crash- 
ing. That put Fogarty in the lead - and 
gave him a free bonus of five extra 
points. But even before the Ducati rider 
could start calculating his position in the 
World Championship, he had to let 
Kitagawa go. Five laps from the end, 
Kitagawa was leading comfortably, with 
Fogarty struggling more and more with 
what appeared to be a rear tire gone 
bad. 

Ryo, meanwhile, was now closing 
rapidly and was in Fogarty's draft going 
into the last lap. Behind them, the aston- 
ishing Yanagawa had moved around 
Russell to take over fourth, with Hodg- 
son and Slight continuing their fight 
over sixth. Four laps before the end, Ryo 
got in front of Fogarty, and that was it. 
Nothing else would change, with 31- 
year-old Kitagawa not only taking his 
first victory in the World Superbike 
Championship, but also his first victory 


for Suzuki. 


"Things have started going well for 
the Suzuki team in the All-Japan Cham- 
pionship after the eight-hour race at 
Suzuka," the former Kawasaki rider 
said. "The new engine parts and the 
cooler. weather have allowed us to have 
the Suzuki running in top form. Having 





said that, I had never expected to win 
here - especially not with the complete 
World Superbike competition at the 
start." 

Ryo was quite pleased with second 
place. 

“I have tried very hard during the 
last lap in order to get back to Keiichi, 
but I was overpacing myself a bit and 
made a few mistakes," Ryo said. "There 
was nothing I could do. He was riding 
very smoothly and did not put a wheel 
wrong himself." . 

Despite having taken the lead in the 
championship with a point-and-a-half 
lead over Slight, Fogarty wasn’t a happy 
man as he climbed the rostrum in third 
place. 

“The first part of the race felt really 
good,” Fogarty said. “The bike was 








going well and I was getting into a fast 
rhythm. But as soon as I passed one of 
the Suzukis, the tires started to go off. 
This made life very difficult. I couldn't 
get any cornering speed. I just had to 
concentrate on keeping the bike upright 
and trying to keep the pace." 

Yanagawa finished a lonely fourth, 
with Russell just a second and a half 
behind - but ahead of the duo of Hodg- 
son and Slight. Russell was obviously 
pleased with his performance consider- 
ing his starting position, but he would 
have liked to have been in a position to 
battle with someone. 

"| kind of got lucky at the start,” he 
said. "If I had got hung up in the group 
behind, it would have been a whole lot 
harder. I got out of the saddle a couple 
of times. My rear tire was spinning up a 
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lot. If I could get it hooked up better, I'd 
be scary. I had to be really smooth 
towards the end and couldn't attack." 

Slight and Hodgson continued their 
fight on the slow-down lap, with both 
men stopping on the track and hitting 
each other - with Slight later accusing 
Hodgson of dangerous riding. 

"My race was spoiled by Neil Hodg- 
son," the New Zealander said after hav- 
ing cooled down a bit. “Three times I 
passed him on the brakes, and three 
times he just threw his bike into the side 
of mine. I didn't expect him to move 
over, but when someone is alongside 
and on the racing line, it makes sense to 
concede. I caught Hodgson easy 
enough, but I spent 10 hard laps trying 
to pass him, and by the time I had, my 
rear tire was finished. I was-doing fine 
until then. I got a good start, had a little 
moment through the first corner and 
lost a place; then I was hit going into the 
third corner and dropped another 
place." 

Shinichi Itoh, Wataru Yoshikawa, 
Goddard and James Whitham crossed 
the finish line not far apart, taking 
places eight through 11. Goddard and 
Whitham had been involved in a race- 
long scrap that nearly ended in disaster 
when they almost collided in the middle 
stages of the battle. 

“James was ahead, but I was faster 
and I dived through on the inside and 
we had a bit of a coming-together," said 
Goddard. 

A completely unmotivated Pier- 
Francesco Chili took 12th, in front of 
Edwards. The Texan's 13th-place finish - 
his first finish of the year outside the top 
10 - was due to the handling problems 
the American had suffered all weekend. 

^We started out okay, but some- 
where in the changes we have made to 
the machine, we have gone in the wrong 
direction," Edwards said. "I had chatter 
in the front of the machine and no rear 
grip in that first race."

With only a point- 
and-a-half difference 
between the two 
remaining title candi- 
dates, the strategy for 
both was clear: It was 
all about staying in 
front of the competi- 
tor. When the lights 
turned to green, Haga 
dived into the first 
corner just ahead of 
Fogarty, with Slight 
having gone from the 
third row to fourth 
place. But after a few 
laps, it became obvi- 
ous that there was not 
going to be a direct 
confrontation. The 
only thing that hap- 
pened was that the 
distance between the 
two title rivals changed. 

Haga, meanwhile, succeeded in 
building a comfortable lead. Fogarty, 
though, had his hands full with Ryo. 
Behind them, Slight couldn't keep up 
the pace of the front-runners, although

he seemed to be in a fairly comfortable 
position, as nobody was close to him. 

Things started to change at the mid- 
dle stage. After a slow start, Yanagawa 
had caught up with Slight and had start- 
ed to attack him for fourth place. A few 
laps later, the Kawasaki rider charged 
past the Honda and pulled away. 

Slight, on the other hand, was now 
coming under pressure from Kitagawa 
and Yoshikawa, who had kept each 
other company right from the start of the 
race. Things really started to get interest- 
ing with seven laps to go, when Ryo 
clawed back at Fogarty and even got in 
front of him five laps before the end. 
And the Brit was losing ground fast, 
with Yanagawa charging behind him. 

At roughly the same time, Slight's 
fifth position was coming under attack 
from Kitagawa and Yoshikawa. One lap 
later, things got even hairier for Fogarty 
when Yanagawa got in front, only to 
continue storming all the way up to sec- 
ond place with two laps to go. Slight - 
who was only a few seconds behind 
Fogarty in fifth place - dropped back 
another place when Kitagawa worked 
his way past him. At the end, Haga fin- 
ished on top, bringing Yanagawa and 






Ryo with him to the rostrum. Fourth 
went to Fogarty, in front of Kitagawa, 
Slight, Yoshikawa and Ken Haga. Obvi- 
ously, Fogarty was the happiest man in 
the paddock, having taken his third 
World Superbike title. 

"| still can't believe that I am World 
Champion again," Fogarty said. "I am 
overcome with emotion, especially as 
this has been a great comeback after hav- 
ing lost the title for a couple of years. I 
am very pleased for the team, for Davide 
(Tardozzi), for the factory at Bologna 
and for my British fans. The bike was 
perfect this afternoon. But 10 laps before 
the end, the back started chattering 
badly. At first I thought the tire was 
gone and that big chunks were coming 
off it. I decided not to rev the engine 
higher than 10,000 revs, in order not to 
have the tire spin more. Later, it became 
clear that the tire was just slipping on the 
rim. For me, it was then a matter of stay- 
ing ahead of Aaron. I didn't care about 
losing second or third place." 

It's expected that Fogarty will sign a 
new contract with Ducati within a cou- 
ple of days. As a token of his gratitude, 
Federico Minoli promised Fogarty that 
he could keep the bike that had taken 
him to his third World title. 


Corser's 
super pole 


ith the title up for grabs and the Sugo circuit famous for being 
difficult to pass on, qualifying proved to be even hotter than 
normal - with some surprises. The first surprise was the poor 
performance of the Hondas. Despite having new and more-powerful 
engines, the factory team struggled with suspension and other setup 
problems from the get-go. On Saturday, however, Aaron Slight seemed 
to have things worked out as he notched up the third-quickest time. But 
then he threw it all away during Superpole, ending up on Saturday 
morning notching up a third time - and then throwing it away again 
during Superpole as he slipped back to 10th. 

The Ducatis, on the other hand, went well from the beginning, and 
they held the top three spots after the first qualifying session. Only on 
Saturday morning did the locals begin to show what they are made of 
as they started to find their way to the top of the charts. 

Saturday afternoon would again provide surprises - with Troy Cors- 
er taking his seventh pole position of the season after almost losing it in 
the final chicane before the long climb toward the finish line. 

"That chicane is one of the most difficult corners on the circuit," said 
Corser, "because it's very tight, and because it's very important to accel- 
erate well from it. I went in well, hit the curb with my footpeg, but 
managed to keep the bike up. I thought I was fast enough to be on the 
front row, but was quite surprised to see I was on pole." 

Second place went to the surprising Akira Ryo and his factory Suzu- 
ki. Ryo, unlike his teammate Atushi Watanabe, was riding a carbureted 
GSX-R. 

"| have tried very hard during the whole weekend to get on the 
front row," the young Japanese rider said. "Before the weekend, we had 
received some new suspension parts, but as soon as 1 got used to that, I 
have steadily improved my lap times." 

Yamaha's Noriyuki Haga had to settle for third in his home race. 

^| was third on the grid last year and I did well, and I want to do the 
same tomorrow," Haga said. “1 was hoping to get below 1:30, but I did 
not manage to do so. I hope to do it in the races." 

Carl Fogarty put in his best qualifying result of the season, ending 
up fourth on his factory Ducati. Of the three title contenders, Fogarty 
seemed to be the one with the most confidénce as the final race 
approached. — 





I thought this was going to be one of the most difficult circuits to 
qualify on,” he said, “but the bike and the tires were working well, so 
everything went very smoothly.” 

The second row was an all-Japan line, with the exception of sixth- 
placed Neil Hodgson. The Brit was joined on row two by Akira Yana- 
gawa, Keiichi Kitagawa and Wataru Yoshikawa, Peter Goddard quali- 
fied his Suzuki in ninth. The Australian was a little disappointed to be 
starting from row three after his pre-Superpole preparations were dis- 
rupted when the circuit's electricity generator failed, shutting off his 
tire-warming equipment. 

“It was very unnerving, having to go out in the warmup on cold 
tires, and it meant that I was not in just the right frame of mind for 
Superpole itself,” Goddard said. "I couldn't seem to find the correct 
rhythm, and that is essential on this circuit. However, we have a good 
race setup now.” 

Honda was in the most trouble, with Slight 10th and Colin Edwards 
П even further down in 15th. Still, Slight believed he was still in con- 
tention for the two races. 

“Where I have qualified is my best performance at Sugo,” the Kiwi 
said. “Last year I was 13th and finished sixth and fourth in the two 
races. The Superpole warmup this afternoon was really good, the 
machine felt good and so did the tires. It’s just a shame I didn't have 
more time on the Honda before Superpole. T have no need to change 
much for the race, 1 just need more laps on the machine as it is now - 
and I'll get them in tomorrow's warmup. We've always had a problem 
getting the bike turning well here at Sugo, with the ensuing front-tire 
problems. So I have to live with that. My practice and qualifying plan i is 
always to be fast on race tires, and I am. It's a real shame | won't get 
away at the front with the others, but it's not over for me yet. My only 
worry now is using up the tires in the early laps, trying to get through 
the traffic. I know I’m quicker than every other rider down to about : 
third position." 

Pier-Francesco Chili qualified 13th after failing to find the correct | 
setup for his Ducati. Edwards came home 15th, suffering from the same

“Ym struggling, but we'll keep working at it,” Edwards said. "The 
machine setup is good, but it's not giving me the feel I need. My big 
problem is the first section of the track.

Third went to Ryo, who was pleased 
as well as surprised about this result in 
his first World Superbike ride of the year. 

Slight was far from happy after set- 
tling for sixth. 

“There is no skirting around the fact 
(that) I just did not have the package 
this weekend,” said Slight. “I couldn’t 
have possibly got a better start in this 
race. I had clear road in front of me and 
Carl in sight, but I just couldn’t get what 
I needed from the machine. The champi- 
onship aside, that was simply not a 
good race for me. Right now, I feel 
drained. It has been another hard season 
and I could sleep for a month. I gave it 
everything I had today but lacked that 
little bit more traction I needed. About 
10 laps into the race, I knew the champi- 
onship was over for me." 

Goddard ended up 10th after another 
battle with his teammate Whitham. 

“I played it safe, but with hindsight (I 
realize) I should have changed to a dif- 





ferent Dunlop tire, which would have 
given me more grip," explained the 
Australian. "I had a great battle with 
James and I was faster than him on 
some parts of the track, but I simply 
could not get past." 

Russell finished 12th after a poor 
start. 

"You can't do anything without a 
good start anymore," the Georgian said. 
“It is too tough at this level to weave 
through the field. I also made a bad tire 
choice on the rear. It was a gamble but it 
did not come off. My knees are killing 
me as well: one because I have been 
limping around after my crash in Assen, 
and the other because I broke it a few 
years ago. It is not the way I wanted to 
finish the season or what I thought I 
could do." 

Edwards was one place down in 
13th, repeating his performance from 
race one. 

"We actually made improvements 
for the second race," he said. "I had a 
better rear tire and there was only a lit- 
tle bit of chatter out of the chicane each 
lap, but I could live with that." CN

It is more than likely that Gregorio Lavilla will ride the second 
factory Kawasaki next year. Team manager Harald Eckl had been 
talking to the Spanish Superbike sensation for several months but 
then chose Ralf Waldmann after the two met at the Oesterreichring 
and the Grand Prix rider verbally agreed to Kawasaki s terms at the 
Munich Intermot Moto? Show. But then Waldmann: changed his 
mind. "It was my mistake," Harald Eckl said at Sugo. "| should have 
given. him the contract at Munich and asked him to sign it there and 
then. Instead, | believed him on his word and told the racing-depart- 
ment chiefs at Kawasaki to come over to Europe to sign the official 
contract. Only then, when the Japanese were on a plane flying to 
Europe, did Waldmann change his mind. It is all very unfortunate, 
because. we had done a considerable effort to agree to his terms - 
also from a financial point of view. We would have liked a German 
rider because of the importance of that market in Europe, but | think 
that we will have a good European representative with Gregorio.” 
Eckl presented the contract to Lavilla on Sunday. 


Honda riders Aaron Slight and Colin Edwards ll had a new 
engine (three for each rider) for the final. race of the season. 
Even though the Japanese were traditionally tight-lipped about the 
specifications of the new engine, Syuhei Nakamoto, RVF750 pro- 
ject leader at Honda, admitted. that this was the first superbike 
engine to have more power than an NSR500 (which puts out 
roughly 180 hp). The new engine is supposed to have some 183 
horsepower at 15,000 rpm (a figure that hasn't changed com- 
pared to the old engine). Aaron Slight, who tested the new engine 
for the first time at Suzuka on Wednesday before the Sugo race 
weekend, said that the engine had more power all over the range. 
The new engine was not a last-ditch effort to give Slight that extra 
edge in the final race. In fact, it was scheduled to have been deliv- 
ered earlier in the year, but was delayed because HRC was over- 
whelmed by the preparation for the Suzuka 8. Hours and its 50th 
anniversary celebration. The two other Honda factory riders. at 
Sugo (Shinichi Itoh and Yuuichi Takeda, riding Lucky Strike: 
backed bikes) had to make do with the old version of the' engine. 


` World Superbike race weekends: next year will likely host a 


new, yet-to-be-named racing class for young riders (18 to 24 
years. old) instead: of the Supermono races that were included in 
the program prior to this season. "The main objective for this 





cla$s will be to give young riders a chance to show what they are 
made of in front of the World Superbike and Supersport team 
managers,” SBK vice president Paolo Flammini said at Sugo. 
"The bikes will have a capacity from 750cc upward, and the tech- 
nical modifications will be minimal, in order to keep the costs 
down. Moreover, as soon as a particular motorcycle type (i.e. the 
Yamaha R1) turns. out to be too strong for the rest of the field, its 
performance will be brought down by using air restrictors. After 
every race, the necessary adjustments will be. made in this way in 
order to keep all the bikes at a similar level." 


Not even half of the factory rides for next year have been filled. 
Honda will continue with the same two riders, Aaron Slight and 
Colin Edwards ll; Kawasaki will have Gregorio Lavilla next to Akira 
Yanagawa; апа Yamaha has confirmed that Noriyuki Haga will be 
on one of their two bikes. At Assen. Scott Russell was told that 
Yamaha no longer required his services for next year. This leaves 
all of the Ducati factory bikes, one of the Yamaha machines. and 
three or maybe four official Suzukis to be distributed. Troy Corser 
and Carl Fogarty seem to be at the top of Ducati's shopping list. 
though Pier-Francesco Chili may end up being left off the team. 
Even though the Italians claim every year that they want to reduce 
the number of factory riders from three to two, they allowed Luca 
Cadalora to test-ride one of their bikes on the Mugello circuit on 
the Monday preceding the. Japanese round. Chili, of course, is 
hoping to stay in the official Ducati team, but has already let the 
word out that he is. "available." The Italian is said to have started 
talks with Francis Batta and De Cecco, but only wanted to com- 
ment on two other options. "Andrea Merloni from the Gattolone 
team has called. me up just before | left for Japan," he said at 
Sugo. "And there is also the Aprilia possibility. But | have not real- 
ly spoken to them; | first want to find out if they believe their bike 
is. competitive enough to put a fast rider on it from the first year 
onward, or if they prefer to.have a learning year first with a less 
experienced rider." Cadalora is also talking to Yamaha, and team 
manager Davide Brivio said that he hopes to know the name of 
the second rider by the end of October. "It is very hard to find a 
good rider," he said.at Sugo. "Most of the good World Superbike 
riders already have a contract for. next year; | guess we will have 
to wait until the Grand Prix teams have sorted it out before we 
can try to get a good rider under contract." At Suzuki, the riders' 
situation is still very unclear, whereas Francis Batta has been try- 
ing to tempt some top riders to ride for his Suzuki team next year. 
Fogarty and Corser are known to be on his shopping list, but the 
team owner has also approached Vittoriano Guareschi recently, 
offering him a lucrative deal - including the reimbursement of the 


fine he would receive for opting out of his Belgarda Yamaha con- 
tract; which he has already signed for 1999. Yamaha wants to 
keep the Italian in the Supersport series for one more year before 
giving him the chance to move up to the Superbikes. Neil Hodg- 
son has reportedly had. conversations with Federico Minoli about 
an AMA Superbike Championship program with Ducati. 


Suzuki Team manager Lester Harris feels confident he will run 
the official Suzuki team again next year. He isn't sure, however, 
who his riders will be and what bikes they will be using. “One 
thing is for sure," Harris said at Sugo. "The way Suzuki is running 
the championship will drastically change next year. Given the pre- 
sent economic situation in Japan, the fact that Suzuki are also 
running their Grand Prix team without major sponsors, and the 
more than acceptable level of competitiveness of the GSX-R750, 
they will now lease factory bikes to u$ and to the Francis Batta 
гип téam. Right now, | am negotiating with sponsors and Suzuki 
about next year's program. Up to now, | have not had to look for 
sponsorship. This might change a lot in the way the team will be 
set up. First of all. we will.have to take into account the running 
budget we will have at our disposal, and secondly, the sponsor 
might have his own requirements as to the choice of the riders 
and the markets they represent. But | am 99 percent sure that we 
will once again get a very good team together. The leasing formu- 
la will also allow us a bigger technical freedom. We are convinced 
that fuel injection is the way to go, but right now that bike does 
not yet equal the performances of the carbureted machine. This 
year, we also have the suspension okay, with the top speed never 
having. been a problem. The one thing we will have to concentrate 
on is the midrange pull. This is certainly nice for the injected bike, 
which is apart from the injection system identical to the carburet- 
ed bike. We think using a different fuel-injection system can solve 
this problem. At the start of the project, Suzuki opted to develop 
with Nippondenso their own system for.commercial reasons, 
knowing that this would take some more time to come to the best 
possible results than if they had just used- an existing system. If 
we get enough technical freedom as a lease team, one of the first 
things we will do is to look at fuel-injection systems from other 
manufacturers. But before that, we will have to decide whether to 
use the carbureted- or the injected bike. We will. make a decision 
during the month of February, probably, after a long and interisive 
winter testing: program. -As to the rider's choice, 1 have informed 
Peter. Goddard апа James Whitham what the situation is. If it 
were up to me, weavould continue with them, but as | explained, 
sponsors rhight change this. "

ith a wheelie over the finish 
line and a half-lap-long wave 
to the fans that was almost too 
casual, motorcycle Grand Prix 
racing’ 5 living legend Mick Doohan 
took another step closer to the top table 
in the hall of fame in the Australian 
Grand Prix. 

The win gave him his fifth consecu- 
tive 500cc World Championship - only 
provisionally, until it is certain that 
there will be no further protest against 
Max Biaggi’s disqualification from the 
last GP in Spain. Even if there is, howev- 
er, it is so unlikely to succeed that 
Doohan, Honda, sponsors Repsol and 
more than 51,000 Australians who had 
flocked down south to the picturesque 
Phillip Island circuit started celebrating 
anyway. 

Doohan’s last-lap antics were not 
only out of character, but they also 
allowed second-placed Simon Crafar 
and his Red Bull Yamaha to close down 
the gap from almost four seconds to less 
than one at the finish line. But with only 
one round left after the cancellation of 
the Brazilian GP, and nearest rival Max 
Biaggi and the Marlboro Honda drop- 
ping to eighth - and later complaining of 
pain after crashing in practice on Satur- 
day - even second place would have 
been enough. 

Repsol Honda's Alex Criville was 
third, narrowly beating Alex Barros's 
Gresini Honda and also moving past 






Biaggi and into second in the champi- 
onship, while Rainey Yamaha's Norick 
Abe dropped back from the leading 
pack to eventually finish fifth. Only then 
came the next trio - Suzuki's Nobuatsu 
Aoki and Red Bull Yamaha's Regis 
Laconi nipping Biaggi at the line. 

Dee Cee Honda's Jurgen van den 


Goorbergh was 11th, losing touch with. 


Kenny Roberts Jr.’s Modenas in the clos- 
ing stages, but with both of them pass- 
ing front-row starter John Kocinski's V- 
four Movistar Honda. 

It was an exciting race, with a big 
pack contesting second in the early 
stages. But the thrill all came from 
Doohan, who seized an early advantage 
with a very aggressive first two laps and 
was never headed again. 

Before the race, which was delayed 
for a few minutes by a light shower, 
Doohan's hopes were wavering after a 
misfire on the warmup lap. The NSR's 
spark plugs had fouled - a problem 
Doohan has had a few times in this first 
year of lead-free fuel. His team desper- 
ately changed the plugs on the line. 

But the Honda NSR ran clean and 
free all the way to a fine win - the first 
title he has tied up in front of his home 
crowd. 

“I really needed a good start, and 
that's what I got,” Doohan said. “I could 
hardly believe it." 

After just a single lap, he was already 
a massive 1.5 seconds ahead, and from 
then on the win was sealed. He carried 
on riding with typical forcefulness while 
his rivals battled it out behind him. 

After the race, in expansive mood, he 


revealed: "I had decided to announce 
my retirement after the race at Mugello 
(the fourth of 14 rounds). But I won the 
race, and decided to hold off for a while. 
Two races later, 1 was enjoying it again 
so much that I went to Honda without 
even talking to anybody else and said I 
wanted to stay on for next year, too." 

His fifth title makes him the second- 
most decorated 500cc rider of all time, 
outstripping the four titles won by 
Eddie Lawson, Mike Hailwood, John 
Surtees and Geoff Duke. Only Giacomo 
Agostini has more - seven. 

"If I hadn't broken my leg in 1992, 
maybe [I'd be sitting on seven titles 
now," Doohan said, adding, “but then, if 
my auntie had balls, she'd be my uncle." 

In the earlier 250cc race, Tetsuya 
Harada compounded his bad luck on a 
weekend that started with something 
getting in his eye and spoiling his prac- 
tice and ended with a seized engine that 
pitched him off abruptly as he fought 
for the lead with his Aprilia teammates 
and Olivier Jacque's Chesterfield 
Honda. This handed a third successive 
win to Nastro Azzuro Aprilia's Valenti- 
no Rossi, with Loris Capirossi's factory 
Aprilia second and Jacque a close third. 

It also handed the points lead to 
Capirossi by four points, ahead of long- 
time leader Harada. Whoever is ahead 
of the other at the last round at Buenos 
Aires will be the champion. 

Japanese Mac Honda rider Masao 
Azuma claimed a first GP win by inches 
in a thrilling finish to a tense 125cc GP. 
UGT Honda's Tomomi Manako was 
second and Benetton Honda's Marco

Melandri was third, the trio covered by 
only four-hundredths of a second. 

But the overall victory went to UGT 
Aprilia's Kazuto Sakata, who dropped 
back to fourth overall. Azuma's victory 
robbed his last two remaining title rivals 
of any chance of the title, giving the 32- 
year-old his second crown. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


Doohan burst away from the start, 
head down and riding as only he knows 
how. Biaggi led the pursuit as the Aus- 
tralian forged away ahead, with Barros, 
Abe, Criville and Crafar close up 
behind. 

Biaggi was delaying them a little. 

"Just finishing the race was a prob- 
lem," he said later. "The pain was really 
bad - from my shoulders to the bottom 
of my back. The vibration, bumps, and 
the braking and accelerating forces hurt 
me more and more as the race wore on." 

That was later in the race; for now he 
was displaced by Barros on lap three, 
and from then on he dropped slowly 
but inévitably back one place at a time, 
as first Abe pushed past to take second 
from Barros from laps four to 13, and 
then also Criville. But although Crafar 
was at the back of this group until two. 
laps after that, he was never more than 
inches behind, and the duel was a high- 
light of the race as they probed and test- 





ed, looking for different lines and ways 
of braking ever later and later. 

Abe started to drop back on lap 14, 
his effort spent and his tires sliding 
badly. Crafar got to second place on lap 
20, after a couple of false starts. Once 
there, his Dunlop-shod Yamaha slowly 
moved away to be almost two seconds 
clear at the finish, with the slowing 
Doohan firmly in his sights. 

"| really like this track, and the tires 
worked well,” Crafar said. 

After half-distance, he abandoned 
hopes of conserving the rubber. 

"| realized I had to wring its neck,” 
he said. 

The quest thereafter netted him the 
fastest lap, and a new lap record. 

This left Criville and Barros going 
back and forth, as at a number of recent 
races. The Brazilian has gained a new 
level of maturity in his riding, but even 
so the Spaniard was just in front over 
the line. 

“Т made а bad start,” said Criville. “I 
tried to catch Mick, but my tires were 
getting worn and I couldn't match his 
pace. At least I am second in the World 
Championship, and I'll try to keep that 
position at the next race." 

In the early laps, Laconi, Tadayuki 
Okada and Aoki had been with the 
group, with Okada dropping back with 
suspension troubles after only three laps. 
The other two lost touch after about nine 
laps and continued scrapping as Biaggi 
fell back into their clutches on lap 16. 
That trio carried on scrapping all the 
way to the line, with Aoki taking sixth, 
inches ahead of Laconi and Biaggi. 

“Му advantage was that I could 
come out of the last corner faster," said 


Aoki, who had switched back to the pre- . 


season test chassis for the race, and he 
admitted that he wished he'd done so 
much earlier. 

Okada was way back in ninth, 22 sec- 
onds behind; another seven seconds 
back came Roberts, who had experi- 
mented with a narrow rear rim. 

"The bike turned better," he said. But 
the three-cylinder engine still wasn't fast 
enough. 

For much of the race Roberts had 
been pressed by van den Goorbergh, 
until the Dutchman's V-twin also start- 
ed sliding around and he dropped away 
by eight seconds. Even so, he was still 
well clear of the enigmatic Kocinski, so 
fast in practice but so slow in the race. 

"I don't want to say anything," 


Kocinski said. "I was willing to do well 


here, but it didn't happen." 

Matt Wait was just over a second 
behind in 13th on the FCC V-twin 
Honda after closing down and passing 
second Suzuki rider Mark Willis, in a 
one-off outing on the injured Fujiwara's 
bike. The Australian Superbike rider 
made a good impression throughout the 
weekend and hung on to Wait's back 
wheel to take 14th, earning points in not 
only his first GP, but his first-ever race 
on a two-stroke - and on Michelin tires. 

A. distant Scott Smart took the last 
point, with the even more remote Juan 
Borja the only other finisher. 

Sete Gibernau and Ralf Waldmann 
both crashed out, the former on the 
third lap and Waldmann four laps later 
in a spectacular tumble against the bar- 
rier from which he was lucky to emerge 
unhurt. 

"I was trying to catch Okada and I 
lost the front," he explained. 

Other nonfinishers included Garry 
McCoy (riding his Shell Advance Honda 
with a broken leg just for show and for 
just four laps) and his temporary wild- 
card teammate Craig Connell, who pit- 
ted with mechanical problems.

Protests notwithstanding, the points 
with one race left give Doohan an unas- 
sailable lead of 235 points to Criville's 
198 and Biaggi's 197. Checa, who did 
not start after his practice crash, has 131 
points; Barros has 122 and Crafar sits on 
116, displacing Abe and his 115. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Force of habit took Shinya Nakano 
and his Yamaha to take up pole position 
at the start; only to be moved down the 
grid. Perhaps it was also force of habit 
that saw him lead the opening two laps, 
with Stefano Perugini's and Haruchika 
Aoki's Hondas among the three Aprilias 
in pursuit. 

Normal order was gradually estab- 
lished over the next few laps, with 
Nakano back in fifth by lap five. Ahead 
of him, an extraordinarily determined 
Jacque had joined the Aprilias while his 
fellow NSR riders dropped back. The 
French Honda rider stayed with the 
Aprilias, expending superhuman effort 
on the corners to make up for a huge 
speed difference down the straight. 

"It was like surfing," he said later. "I 
was sliding so much in the corners to 
keep in touch. It was an incredible race - 
good for my heart." 

He never did lead, however. It was 
Capirossi who displaced Nakano, but 
Rossi came through from a slow start to 
take over on lap four. 

The battle raged in rather more serious 
fashion than at some earlier races, with 


: Harada and Capirossi swapping back 


and forth, and Jacque in among them all 
the time. Rossi even looked as though he 
might break away at about half-distance - 
but they all closed up again, with 
Capirossi taking the lead on lap 14. 


The defining moment came the next 
time around the slow right MG corner, 
where Jacque was doing most of his 
passing. Harada's Aprilia suddenly 
slewed sideways on the entry and he 
was thrown over the high side, hurting 
(but not fracturing) his right ankle, giv- 
ing. him a matched set of sore ankles. 

Capirossi was up front at the time, 
but said later, "When I got the signal 
from my pit that Harada was out, I lost 
concentration for a moment, realizing 
my championship chances were open 
again." 


That little lapse was all Rossi needed. 
_to get ahead and run away for his third 


win in succession. Even Jacque got 
ahead for a while, and for the remaining 
eight laps or so he and Capirossi battled 
back and forth in a heroic tussle. 

The end was inevitable. Even though 
Jacque did get ahead once more the last 
time through MG corner to lead onto 
the straight, Capirossi motored past him 
to take second by less than a tenth of a 
second. 

Rossi was cockahoop, donning a 
rooster hat on the rostrum and saying, 
"When Tetsuya crashed, I thought that 
second would be okay for Loris and the 
championship, and I could try to win 
without thinking about anything else." 

Capirossi concurred 

“Now I lead the championship by 
four points from Harada," he said. 
“Whoever is ahead in Argentina will be 
the champion. Nobody could ask for 
more than that." 

Nakano was all alone, but a gang of 
five were going back and forth behind at 
half-distance: Tohru Ukawa, Perugini 
and Aoki on the works Hondas fighting 
with privateer Honda pilot Jeremy 








McWilliams and Yamaha rider Franco 
Battaini. Then McWilliams, pushing 
very hard in the corners, slid off and 
took the Yamaha with him. 

This also dropped Aoki out of touch, 
with Ukawa heading Perugini across the 
line and Aoki falling back into the thick 
of the next battle. Luis d'Antin's Yama- 
ha led them over the line for seventh; 
then came Aoki and Noriyasu Numata's 
Rizla Suzuki, with Luca Boscoscuro 
10th, and Suzuki-mounted Johan Stige- 
felt close behind, defeating Takeshi Tsu- 
jimura. 

Jay Vincent crashed spectacularly in 
the last corner, staying wheels down 
across the gravel to hit the barrier with a 
glancing blow, luckily escaping injury. 

This is the only title left to be decid- 
ed. Capirossi has 204 points, Harada 
200, and Rossi 176. Ukawa has 132, Aoki 
112 and Perugini 102, with Jacque chal- 
lenging on 96. |

The sweeping track guaranteed a 
close race in this class, and though Man- 
ako made a good effort at breaking 
away in the early laps, Sakata chased 
him down, and gradually more and 
more riders joined in the fun - with Mac 
Honda’s Masao Azuma prominent 
among them. 


With two laps remaining, there were _ 
‘seven riders in the leading pack, and it 


was only in the closing stages that 
Azuma, Manako and pole starter 
Melandri managed to get away. 
Manako led out of the last corner, 
with his adversaries swerving to and fro 
and the trio crossing the line almost 
abreast. Azuma managed to time his 
slipstreaming sprint perfectly, to be

Lucky 7 for 
Doohan 


ualifying was dominated by the weather - dry throughout, 

but cool on both days and increasingly windy as practice wore 

on. As a result, almost all the best times came from the first 
afternoon, and the best of them came from Mick Doohan, for his sev- 
enth pole of the season. 

Riding conspicuously hard throughout (so what else is new?), 
Doohan dominated from the start. He was the fastest in every session 
except the last, when - realizing that his pole time was unlikely to be 
broken - he concentrated on testing tires. 

Not one to cemplain about the pressure of racing at home, he did 
say that he preferred the pressure of the championship helping keep 
his concentration high - he crashed out of the race here when he'd 
already won the title last year. 

"That was because of a lapse of concentration," he said. “I was try- 
ing to please the crowd. It's easier when I'm trying to please myself." 

Max Biaggi was second, half a second down - not much of a gap at a 
long track where slipstreaming dictates results more than practice 
times. More significantly, he crashed in the final session, comprehen- 
sively damaging his preferred bike. ў 

“I hit a bump, and the front folded," he said. “I hope they can fix it.” 

The surprise of the weekend was John Kocinski. After a season in 
which the Superbike World Champion had seemed to be fading away 
backward, he was as good as gold, running fourth and then third on the 
first day, the time that stood for his first GP front-row start since his 
return. 

He was far from anxious to talk about much. 

"It's all a bit political, and the last thing I want is some guy asking 
me questions," he told a packed press conference before giving a terse 
summary of an awful season with low qualifying positions putting him 
back among riders against whom he didn't enjoy racing. Among other 
things, he noted, "I almost got my finger cut off." But he did like the 
track, pointing out that it was ^where I won my first World Champi- 
onship (the 250) in 1990." 

Another thing he didn't mention (unlike every other rider) was the 
wind. Let Doohan speak for all. 

"It's really bad into the first corner,” he said. "It gets under the front 
of the bike. At places where I can usually go flat out, I've had to brake 
or back off just to load the front wheel." 

Simon Crafar completed the front row, returning to the front at “the 
nearest thing" to his home GP. The reason why was simple. "The 
Yamaha is а good bike at every track, but this one is like Donington - 
the Dunlops work really well here," he said. 

He had not tried the dual-compound fronts tested by some V- 
twin riders, but clearly he hardly needed them, running marginally 
faster than Doohan and Alex Criville in the last and windiest ses- 
sion. 

Alex Barros led row two, again looking strong as his end-of-season 
revival continues; Tadayuki Okada was alongside, and then came Criv- 
ille, the trio covered by less than two-tenths. Both HRC riders had start- 
ed slowly. Last year's winner, Criville said, “I’ve never had so much 
trouble at a circuit as here: suspension, tires, brakes - everything seems 
to be giving us a hard time.” 

Regis Laconi finished the row, one of only five riders to improve in 
spite of the wind. Abe led row three from Ralf Waldmann, Nobuatsu 
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awarded his first GP win by .025 of a 
second, with Manako second. 

Two and a half seconds behind, Saka- 
ta led Youichi, Ui, Roberto Locatelli and 
Lucio Cecchinello over the line. Fourth 
was enough to secure Sakata a second 
World title. 

“This was harder than last time,” he 
said. “I was just one Aprilia against a lot 
of very fast Hondas.” 

Sakata has 218 points and has won, 
but second is hotly disputed between 
Manako and Melandri with 218 and 182, 
respectively. Azuma has 122 and

Aoki and Kenny Roberts Jr. Sete Gibernau led row four, riding in pain 
after falling on the first day, but also improving nonetheless. 

Carlos Checa finished up 14th, a doubtful starter: He’d crashed heavi- 
ly in the first timed session, and he did not come out at all on Saturday. 

One place lower was 22-year-old Australian Superbike rider Mark 
Willis, making, good use of his one-off ride on the second factory Suzu- 
ki. He cut 1.3 seconds from the first to the second day, gaining confi- 
dence but remaining cautious. A recent injury had left him somewhat 
weak, and he was finding the bike needed all the muscle he could 
muster. . 

Aussie wild card Craig Connell put the spare Shell Advance Honda 
V-twin into 17th, ahead of American Matt Wait and his own teammate 
Borja, both V-twin regulars. Garry McCoy essayed a few laps on both 
days, but with his right leg still in a cast, he too was not expected to 
make more than a làp or two of his home race, if that. 

At last, a challenge to the Aprilias in 250cc qualifying: It came from 
outsider and wild-card entry Shinya Nakano, last seen as runner-up at 
the Japanese GP, and having won the Japanese championship in the 
interim. And he was riding à factory Yamaha, the first time the YZR has 
raced at a GP this year since the second round at Suzuka. 

It was a close challenge, too. The three Italian bikes still occupied the 
front row, but he was in third place among them. 

Loris Capirossi was on pole for a seventh time, happy with his bike 
and everything else. Still in with a title chance, his task is simple: Win 
both last races. 

"It will not be easy," he said. "(Tetsuya) Harada is a very tough 
adversary. But Australia is lucky for me. I won my first 125cc World 
Championship here in 1990, and my only 500 race at Eastern Creek." 

He'd deposed Valentino Rossi from pole in spite of the wind in the 
last session, and by four-tenths. 

Then came Nakano, a little surprised, and he admitted to taking advan- 
tage of a time when the wind dropped bricfly at the end of the session. 

"The Aprilias seem faster than the Yamaha, but the Yamaha handles 
better," he said. 

Harada was at the far end, but he was visited by bad luck once 
again. Aside from his sore-foot troubles, he got something in his eye in 
the last session, and though the shard was removed, it left his eye 
watering so badly that he couldn't ride properly, and he went to hospi- 
tal in nearby Cowes for special treatment. 

Then came a second row full of factory Hondas, still only seven- 
tenths down at a track that takes the emphasis away from sheer speed 
and hands much of the potential back to the rider. Aeki was fractionally 
faster than Olivier Jacque, Tohru Ukawa and Stefano Perugini, the row 
covered by a quarter of a second. 
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Cecchinello sits on 114. CN

The jigsaw is falling into place 
for Max Biaggi (right) and 
Carlos Checa to switch from 
Honda to Yamaha for next 
season. And putting two and 
two together, it seems likely 
that the revitalized factory 
Yamaha team may be spon- 
sored once again by Marlboro. 
Checa has already admitted 
that he is going to Yamaha, 
splitting from Honda and his 
current team owner, Sito Pons. 
It was originally. expected that 
the MoviStar sponsorship 
would go with ‘him, leaving 
Pons high and dry. But this situation has changed, with Pons now 
looking to recruit another Spanish rider in à bid to hang on to the 
money. This suggests that Checa has no need of sponsorship 
money. At the same time, though there have been no official 
statements, rumors linking Biaggi їо а Yamaha move are gather- 
ing strength on a daily basis. It is thought that Marlboro sponsor- 
ship would go with him, and that Marlboro would prefer to spon- 
sor both riders in the team rather than leaving-room for Movistar. : 


Pons, meanwhile, made à big-money offer to Sete Gibernau to 
join the team and switch to a V-four МА, but was refused. Giber- 
nau would prefer to stick with the Repsol Honda team to ride the 
factory V-twin Honda. 


It is not known what second MoviStar Honda rider John Kocin- 
Ski will do next year, though the World Superbike and ex-250cc 
World Champion has said he expects to have V-four Hondas 
again. "It's all a bit political, and | don't want to comment," said 
Kocinski, whose return to form at Phillip Island came happily at 
contract time. 


There were several no-shows in Australia - a couple of them most 
unexpected. One of these was Jean-Michel Bayle. who 
blamed elbow injuries from his first-lap crash at Catalunya. How- 
ever, the injury was not thought to be that serious, and Yamaha 
had been expecting him to turn up. Then there was the whole 
MuZ team. The machines showed up, but none of the pit staff and 
engineers made the long trip, nor did rider Eskil Suter. Second 
Suzuki rider Katsuaki Fujiwara was. also absent, after cutting his 
arm badly. Neither Kenny Roberts nor Wayne Rainey had planned 
to come, the latter winding down for his retirement, the former 
suffering from an ulcer amid growing rumors that he may become 
an absentee team owner next season as he also prepares to 
retire.

The new works 250cc Yamaha made a second GP appearance 
at Phillip Island amid considerable interest. The new YZR has 
trounced the new but flawed NSR Hondas at home in Japan, but 
this was a first chance for a confrontation with the dominant April- 
ias on a level playing field. Ridden by new All-Japan Champion 
Shinya Nakano. the Yamaha qualified on the front row of the 
grid, in among the Italian machines. The YZR is expected to return 
to GP racing next year (see below) after two seasons with only 
production racers. 


French Honda rider Olivier Jacque is the favorite candidate for 
the Yamaha 250 ride, after a dismal season on the slow new 
Honda.. Sources close to Jacque's Chesterfield-sponsored team 
said that they were close to а deal but were waiting until the end 
of the season before making a final commitment. Nakano is also 
expected to compete in GPs next year, possibly in a two-rider 
team with Jacque. 


No matter what the points situation, the 500cc World Champi- 
onship cannot be confirmed at Phillip Island - with another possi- 
ble appeal pending from Max Biaggi’s team concerning his con- 
troversial disqualification from the last round at Catalunya. 
Biaggi, along with Alex Barros, was given a stop-and-go penalty 
for overtaking under the yellow flags - but the Italian rider defiantly 
ignored the instruction, as well as the subsequent black flag of 
disqualification. to. lead the field home: Barros obeyed, losing his 
leading position but rejoining to finish seventh. Both riders subse- 
quently appealed. but they were overruled in the week before the 
Australian race by the FIM's international disciplinary court. How- 
ever, according the FIM statement: "Both riders may lodge an 
appeal... to the International Tribunal of Appeal within 10.days." 
Barros’ team had decided not to appeal, after receiving assur- 
ances that the rule book would be made more specific - presently, 
the punishment for yellow-flag infringements is at the discretion of 
the race director: Biaggi's team had. not yet decided, and were 
awaiting further legal advice. Doohan, meanwhile, took the oppor- 
tunity to remind racing folk that prior to the new racing regime, the 


punishment for overtaking under the yellow flag was instant dis- . 


qualification. 


The routine postqualifying press conference was a lively 
affair, with both Doohan and Biaggi pressed on the incident at the 
last race. Doohan described the circumstances without once nam- 
ing Biaggi. who was sitting alongside him at the conference table. 
He spoke only about "another rider” who had ignored the flags. 
= People look up to international sportsmen, and if they are seen 
to ignore the rules, it's a pretty bad example," he had said earlier. 
‘He also took the chance to remind people that though Biaggi 
crossed the line ahead of him, he had been catching him up fast, 
and only backed off when there was no need to try and overtake. 
Biaggi said little, but responded sharply when this interviewer 
asked if he had purchased. - or even seen - the souvenir black 
flags with his racing. number six that enterprising Phillip Island 
traders were selling to the crowd.

One-race works Suzuki ‘rider Mark Willis made a good impres- 
sion at Phillip Island. The Australian Superbike competitor was rid- 
ing the injured Fujiward's machine, and he qualified 15th in his 
first-ever ride on a two-stroke, riding with an weakened shoulder 
after breaking his collarbone eight weeks before. But new Aus- 
tralian Superbike Champion Marty Craggill's home GP was an 
abbreviated affair. Riding the DocShop Aprilia, he crashed on the 
first day and broke his pelvis. 


Pre-race publicity in Australia featured Kiwi rider Simon Crafar 
rather than all-Australian hero Mick Doohan. This is business as 
usual, after a spat some years ago between promoters and 
Doohan's commercial organization concerning the level of fee to 
be paid for this publicity. 


The dreams of Jurgen van den Goorbergh to have a V-four 
500 for next season will come true, with the Dutch rider signing 
up for the revised MuZ team. The much-changed team sees the 
departure of chassis builder Serge Rosset, with multiple sidecar 
champion Rolf Biland. taking over as team manager. A new chas- 
sis, possibly built in Britain, will be an important part of the new 
package. "The MuZ is already very fast," said a happy Jurgen. 
"We need to work on the chassis side, and | believe it can be 
made competitive." His brother Patrick will also be part of the 
team. 


The South African GP has been moved from the start of the 
season to the end.

FOXHILL, ENGLAND, SEPT. 27 
his one will go down in the 
annals of motocross history as 
one of the strangest, most absurd 
championship races ever held. The 1998 
FIM Motocross des Nations at Foxhill, 
England, had it all: rain, mud, fog, 
drama, tradition, incompetence, upsets, 
heartbreak, streakers, and one dominat- 
ing performance by the self-proclaimed 
“King of Motocross.” In the end, in front 
of 25,000 mud-splattered fans, the three- 
man team from tradition-rich Belgium 
took the overall honors, followed by 
underdogs Finland, New Zealand and 
the Netherlands. The team from the

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United States, the pre-race favorite, fin- 
ished fifth. 

In a nutshell, here's what happened: 
The rain started falling on the British 
midlands on Saturday morning and 
never stopped until late Sunday night. 
Because the Foxhill track is built on 
heavy clay and chalk and is lined with 
several steep hills, the track quickly 
became an impassable quagmire. 
Course changes were required before 
the race even started, but in the middle 


of the second moto (125/250cc), one hill . 


in particular - from here on to be 
referred to as "The Hill" - became so 
cluttered with stuck bikes that the red 
flag was brought out. 

However, the official who threw the

brakes on the race did not have a radio to 
inform the scoring tower of his decision. 
The fog was so bad that no one in the 
scoring tower could see down the valley 
to where the riders were being waved 
through the crowded infield and back 
onto the track. So the race continued on 
one-half of the track. For three laps the 
riders raced on the track part of the time, 
then paraded through the middle of 
infield fans in Tour de France style. 

Once the race was finally stopped - 
and two streakers had taken to enter- 


taining the crowd - two hours and two 
sets of results were required to straight- 
en things out, though by that time mos 
of the teams and organizers had given 
up trying to find any real resolution to 
the bizarre turn of events. After mor 

track changes, the third moto 
(250cc/Open) finally went off in th 

falling rain and became a slow survival 
run. 

As for the results, recently displaced 
250cc World Champion Stefan Everts 
led the Belgian team to its third 
Motocross des Nations win in the last 
four years. The graceful Everts dominat- 
ed his two motos, winning by well ove 
a minute in each moto and firmly laying 
claim to the title of "World's Best Mud 
Rider." (Everts is already considered by 
many to be the best sand rider ever.) 
Joining the Honda-mounted Everts on 
the highest podium step was 250cc GP 
rival Marnicq Bervoets, who finished 6- 
10 in his two motos, and 125cc under- 
dog Patrick Caps, who was fourth over- 
all and top 125 in the first moto, but 
who then spent almost the entire second 
moto stuck on The Hill. Still, Caps' stun- 
ning first-moto performance meant that 
the Belgians had a moto to throw away, 
and with veterans Everts and Bervoets 
waiting in the wings, the outcome was 
hardly in question. | 

The same could not be said for Amer- 
ica. Even though Team USA was armed 
with arguably this country's two best 
mud riders - Yamaha factory pilots 
Doug Henry and John Dówd - as well as 
two-time 125cc AMA National MX 
Champion Ricky Carmichael of the 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki team, 
the trio was only in contention in the 
early going. Team USA rookie Henry 
opened the day with a surprising win in 
the first 125cc/Open moto - surprising 
because race leader Garcia Vico of Spain 
blew a sure win on the last lap when he 
became a victim of The Hill. Carmichael 
overcame two crashes to finish 11th 
overall, third 125. However, in the sec- 
ond moto, all hell broke loose when 
Carmichael lost his mud-caked front 
number plate while leading the 125cc 
field. The plate dangled near his front 
wheel for three laps before he crashed. 
К.С. was still scored as second 125 in'the 
first set of results released, partly 
because late-race leader Alessio Chiódi, 
a two-time 125cc World Champion, had 
become hopelessly stuck on The Hill; 
but later the scores were adjusted after 
countless protests were lodged and the 
American slipped to 14th (and fifth 125). 

In the final moto for 250cc/Open rid- 
ers, Henry had problems keeping the 
YZ400F upright and the palms of'his 
gloves dry. After riding as high as fifth, 
Henry finished two laps down in 19th 
place. 

As for Dowd, the only member of the 
Roger DeCoster-managed American 
team with any MX des Nations experi- 
ence (1997), he spent the latter half of 
the first 125/250cc moto stuck on The 
Hill after riders fell into him on each of 
his two attempts. Dowd did not register 
a finish, joining exactly one-half of the 
field in the DNF category. His second 
outing did not go much better: ninth 
place in the combined field, almost three 
minutes behind race winner Everts. 

“It was a hard day to go racing, that's 
for sure," said Henry later. "The rain 
made it terrible out there. I’ve seen 
worse rain, but that mud was so stic 
that it was just ridiculous. We just didn’t 
get any breaks.” 

"That's just about the toughest mud 
race I’ve ever had,” said a disappointed 
Dowd later. “The mud was greasy like 
ice in some places, sticky as could be in 





‘others, and just really heavy and hard to 
ride in. We don't have dirt like this in 


the States. 1 don’t really know what to 
‚зау. My bike was so heavy when I got 
Stuck that I couldn’t even lift it up on 


the stand after the race. I tried as hard as 


A 


I could - I know we all did - but a lot of 
things went wrong for us, I guess. It was 
4 really weird race. It didn’t even feel 
like a race. It was just like rolling the 
dice. All kinds of good riders were out 
there, just stuck. It was awful.” 

“Thad fun and all, but it was definite- 
ly a tough day,” said Carmichael, the 
junior member of the team. “We all gave

could, but, on a day like this, there's a

The weekend did not start well for 
the Americans. Because the team did not 
finish in the top three overall last year at 
Nismes, Belgium, each rider had to par- 
ticipate in a heat race, along with the 
other nonqualified countries. 

The 18-year-old Carmichael was first 
up with the 125cc class, and the butter- 
flies showed as the Kawasaki Kid tum- 
bled twice on his way to a ‘third-place 
finish behind a very fast Brian Jorgensen 
(of Denmark) and Dutchman Remy Van 
Rees. But Carmichael could take comfort 
in the fact that he posted the fastest lap 
of the 20-minute moto: 2:28.513. 

Dowd was next, but the 33-year-old 
New Englander seemed off his game as 
the rain started falling harder. He fin- 
ished seventh, and the race was won by 
German hero Pit Beirer, followed by 
Frenchman Mickael Pichon, who was 
making his first MX des Nations appear- 
ance for his native France since moving 
to, the United States in 1995. Dowd 
could only muster a seventh, almost one 
minute behind the Pamo Honda-backed 
Beirer. 

It was hoped that Henry would be 
able to get a heat-race win for the Amer- 
icans in the Open moto, but it wasn't 
even necessary for the 250cc National 
Champion to ride because Team USA 
had already locked up a spot on the grid 
by virtue of Carmichael's and Dowd's 


steady top-10 rides. (The best two of : 


three finishes for each time counted.) 
Regardless, Henry went out and gave 
the YZ400F a shakedown ride before 
pulling out in the late going. The race 
was won by New Zealand's Darryl 


King, the 500cc GP vice champion this 


summer. 
Sunday morning dawned wet and 
cold. The track saw little improvement,

even though the Foxhill crew 
did their best to get some of the 
mud off. It was obvious to all 
that what would have been a 
fast, high-flying affair in the dry 
was going to be a free-for-all in 
the mud. And when the all- 
important gate draw was con- 
ducted to see who started where 
in all three motos, Team USA 
pulled out a solid 16, which 
meant the 16th and 36th posi- 
tions from the outside in. On the 
sharp, 90-degree right-hander, 
those positions were as good as one 
could hope for in such conditions. The 
Americans decided to put Henry on the 
inside rather than Carmichael to at least 
assure a good start for the Open bike - a 
move that caused some to raise their 
eyebrows, because it was obvious that 
the 125cc rider would be deep in the 
field. 

When the starting gate dropped, it 





was Great Britain's own Open-class 
entry, Rob Herring, who took the 
holeshot aboard a CR500 Honda, fol- 
lowed by Husqvarna-mounted Darryl 
King and Henry. Swedish entry Peter 
Johansson would have been up there as 
well, but the Yamaha pilot hit a wall of 
mud that had been pushed off to the 
outside of the first turn and did a terri- 
fying cartwheel in front of the entire 










pack. The Swede lay on the track for 
much of the race before being carried off 
on a stretcher with what was believed to 
be a broken pelvis. 

Further back, Carmichael was mired 
just outside the top 20, but he would 
fight to 18th by the end of the first lap 
on a track that was quickly breaking 
down. Among the 125cc riders ahead of 
him were Chiodi, Van Rees, Jorgensen, 
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Caps and British hopeful Carl Nunn. 


But then Carmichael fell back to 21st 
after a slip on lap three before starting 
his charge all over again. | 

Out front, Henry fought past both 
Herring and King and led for two laps 
before being passed by the most surpris- 
ing rider of the day, Spanish 250cc GP 
contender Garcia Vico. According to 
Spanish liaison Mike Showen, Vico fin- 
ished 21st in the 250cc World Champi- 
onships this year aboard a YZ250 but 
borrowed a semistock YZ400F for this 
race. After Vico passed the.American 
hero, he slowly pulled away, building a 
lead of as much as 21 seconds. 

On the last lap, Vico became the 
race's tragic hero when, just half a lap 
from the biggest race win in Spanish 
motocross history, he became stuck on 
The Hill after a lapped rider faltered 
ahead of him. After wrestling his heavy, 
mud-covered bike back upright, Vico 
kicked the hot bike over and over, try- 
ing to refire the engine. As the crowd 
moaned with every kick, Vico finally got 





it started after about a minute, but the 
damage was done. Henry would win, 
finishing 23 seconds clear of surprising 
Finnish rider Miska Aaltonen. 

"| knew I was in second, but I had no 
idea who was winning, and with three 
laps to go I tried to make a little bit of a 
charge - but even then I didn't think I 
could win," said Henry of his first race. 
“He must have fallen or something, 
because when I came across the line, 
everyone was like, “You won! You won!’ 
I was really surprised." 

The early leader, Herring, was 
fourth, followed by the most shocking 
finish of the day - Belgian rookie Patrick 
Caps on a 125. 

The 22-year-old Caps was a last-sec- 
ond pick for the reigning champions 
after 500cc World Champ Joel Smets 
broke his hand at an invitational race 
seven days before the MX des Nations. 
Caps was said to have the support of 
Everts but few others in the Belgian 
camp, who were pulling for Cedric 
Melotte instead. (Melotte was 15th in 
the 125cc World Championships this 
year, while Caps was 23га.) But Caps' 
stunning fourth-place ride - top 125 - 
put Belgium in the driver's seat for the 
rest of the day. Vico was a sad fifth, but 
Belgian's Open entry, Marnicq Bervoets 
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(on a Suzuki RM250), was sixth. Then 
came Italian 125cc hero Chiodi, 33-year- 
old Belgian Gert-Jan Van Doorn, New 
Zealand's King, Czech rider Miroslav 
Kucirek, and then, in 11th place (and 
fourth 125), Carmichael. 

Besides Vico, the victims of The Hill 
in this first moto included French 125cc 
entry David Vuillemin, German Jochen 
Jasinski, and both Japanese riders - nei- 
ther of whom would finish due to not 
completing enough laps. 

Belgium had the early lead with 10 
total points, followed by the United 
States' 12, Spain's 19, Italy's 22 and 
Great Britain's 24. 

The second moto featured 125 and 
250cc riders, and Belgian mudmaster 
Everts quickly shot into the lead, fol- 
lowed by Beirer, Finn Mark Kovalainen, 
Dowd, and British rider Paul Malin. 
Carmichael was off 15th this time, right 
behind Chiodi. As Everts glided around 
as if he were on a different track than 
everyone else, pulling away from Beirer 


and the rest of the field by several sec- - 


onds per lap, Carmichael and Chiodi 
engaged in a great battle for the 125cc 
lead. On the fourth lap, R.C. went under 
the Husqvarna rider to make a clean 
pass and become top 125, but just as 
soon as he went by, his front number

plate came unattached from the motor- 
cycle, leaving it dangling in the front 
wheel. 

“The mud just got too packed on it 
and the plastic worked its way off of the 
bolts,” said Carmichael. “There was 
really nothing I could do about it but 
hope that it didn’t get stuck in my front 
wheel. But I was stoked to pass Chiodi, 
though.” 

For three laps Carmichael soldiered 
on, but then he crashed off of the table- 
tops and ended his chances of beating 
Chiodi in front of the Italians’ loyal fans. 
As for fellow 125cc contenders 
Vuillemin, British rider Nunn and the 
Belgian Caps, they were all stuck on The 
Hill. 

As for Dowd, this was not going to 
be his day. Although the New Englan- 
der is easily one of the most accom- 
plished mud riders in America, he got 
bogged down on The Hill. The Yamaha 
rider was so hopelessly stuck that he 
could not get the heavy bike turned 
around in the muck, so he resorted to 
flipping the bike end over end back 
down the hill until he could get it 
turned around to ride it back down to 
the bottom. Because outside assistance is 
banned in FIM races, the only person 
who could help Dowd was an unidenti-

Before 
Everts came around for the 10th lap (the 
first moto ran 13 laps), the course mar- 
shal at the bottom of The Hill pulled out 
the red flag and stopped the madness, 
which was by this time the focus of 
every fan on that side of the valley. With 
nowhere to route the riders except 
through the crowded infield spectating 
area, the fences were pulled down and 
the riders were sent through the people 
and back to the track on another section 
to get back to the scoring area. But 
because no officials there could see 
down through the fog to the other end 
of the valley, and no one seemed to be 
wearing a radio, the race continued. 

For two bizarre laps, the riders raced 
around half the track, then rode through 
a gate into the sea of spectators, up the 
infield and back onto the track to start 
racing again. What was really funny 
was the fact that every time the young 
Carmichael rode through the fans, he 
waved and high-fived the spectators as 
he went along. 

“I was just having fun at that point,” 
Ricky later remarked. "I didn't really 
know what was going on or what I was 
supposed to do, so I just kept going. 
Everyone was yelling and cheering and 
blasting those air horns, so I figured 1 
might as well enjoy the ride." 

By the time the parade was stopped, 
it was obvious that the scoring was 
going to be a big problem. For instance, 
Chiodi was leading the 125cc class but 
was stuck on The Hill when the red flag 
came out for Carmichael, who did not 
have to try to climb the monster again, 
thus allowing him to get in two more 
Japs than the stranded Italian. 

After more than an hour's delay, the 
first set of scores were released and an 
uproar went through the paddock. 
Everts was the winner, of course, but 
Chiodi and Pichon were not even classi- 
fied. In fact, only nine riders were cred- 





ited with finishes. However, Carmichael 
was ranked seventh (and second 125) 
behind Danish star Brian Jorgensen. 
Obviously, the last three laps through 
the infield were counted. 

"There was no communication 
between the man who put the red flag 
out and the race director," said Action 
Group representative Pascal Hardicourt. 
^We do not have a definite answer until 
the race director comes to tell us when 
the red flag came out, but he is busy try- 
ing to redirect the track for the final 


moto. At that point we will homologate 


the results and maybe change one or 
two positions." 

The FIM jury met again and a new 
set of scores were put out that reflected 
the standings after 10 laps, the last lap 
before the red flag flew. Everts was 
again the winner, but Pichon was back 
in second, followed by Finnish rider 
Marko Kovalainen, British rider Paul 
Malin, and Beirer. Chiodi was given 
Carmichael's seventh place, top 125, and 
the American was dropped to 14th over- 
all. 

Even with Caps' DNF, Belgium was 
now in complete control, needing only 
Everts and Beirer to both finish in the 
top 15 in the final 250cc/Open moto to 
secure the team championship. Team 
USA was still in the hunt, but with 26 
points already in the bank and no 
throwaways left, it would take two Her- 
culean rides by Henry and Dowd and a 
DNF by the Belgians for an American- 
team win. 

After more track cuts to eliminate 
The Hill, the anticlimactic final moto 
went off more than 90 minutes late. Ger- 
man Open rider Bernd Eckenbach held 
the early lead, followed by Darryl King, 
Danish rider Van Doorn, and Henry. 
Everts was seventh, while Dowd was 
back in 24th. 

The race would go badly for both 
Americans. While Dowd moved up to 


ninth place by the finish, he would fin- 
ish nearly three minutes behind Everts. 
Henry had slipped back to seventh by 
the fifth lap, at which point he fell. 
After that, muddy gloves and poor 
vision would hinder him until the 
completion of the race, at which point 
he was two laps down and 19th over- 
all. Unfortunately for the cause, both 
American finishes in the final moto 
would count toward the standings, 
and the U.S. team would drop to fifth 
place. 

As for the others, within.four laps 
Everts had moved up into the lead, and 
the Belgian hero checked out. He would 
eventually win by one minute, 13 sec- 
onds - his first-ever class win at the MX 
des Nations when Belgium has won. 
Dutchman Уап Doorn, who was com- 
peting in his last professional race, was 
a fitting second, followed by Darryl 
King, Marko Kovalainen, and Italian 
Alessandro Belometti. 

Pichon DNFed the moto after being 


hit in the eye by a huge rock that flew: 


off the back end of another bike. 

"The whole thing would have been 
better had it kept raining all day instead 
of starting and stopping," said Pichon, 
who was wrenched by his American 
mechanic, Tony Berlutti. ^To me, the 
whole race was a little bit ridiculous. 
This is not a good day to show the 
world who the best team in the world is. 
The organization had bad luck with the 
weather, but that's the way it goes 
sometimes." 

Three fairly unknown Finns man- 
aged to combine consistency and speed 
together to secure the best Finnish finish 
ever. The same goes for New Zealand, 
which took the final spot on the podi- 
um. 

"] think our best result here was a 
fifth before this," said Kiwi leader Dar- 
ryl King, the oldest of the King brothers.

had a lot of rain to ride in over the years 
- it’s what we learned how to ride in. 
Shayne and I used to slide around in the 
mud every night after school on our 
minibikes, so it definitely suited us. 
Being up on the podium was pretty spe- 
cial for us. Motocrossers all across New 
Zealand are going to be pretty happy 
with this." 

But the day belonged to Everts and 
the Belgians. When asked if the win 
eased the pain of losing his 250cc 
World title to Frenchman Sebastien 
Tortelli two weeks ago, Everts 
answered, “No, because it was some- 
thing totally different - and Tortelli was 
not here, anyway. The MX des Nations 
is such a cool and special race for me, 
because it brings so many special feel- 
ings with it. Everyone is here to ride for 
their country and defend it, and all of 
the fans are waving your flag and 
everything. The atmosphere is com- 
pletely different than a GP. It’s just 
great. It’s a pity we had these condi- 
tions, with all of the mud and all, but 
that’s racing, and sometimes you have 
to expect that. That’s motocross.” 

“It was a good experience and I was 
proud to represent the U.S., but the con- 
ditions just didn't make for a good 
race," said Henry afterward, still icing a 
sore ankle from the last moto. "We did 
our best, but it just wasn’t our day." €N

|} have a love/hate relationship with 
I Open-class four-stroke off-road 
bikes - I love riding them, but I hate 
racing them (and some I don’t even like 
riding). Hauling around a thumper 
pushing 300 pounds over a 70-mile 
enduro course that the club’s president's 
“80-year-old blind grandmother” laid 
out is usually just too much for my 160- 
pound body to endure. Throw in a cou- 
ple of badly timed stalls, a few sandy 
climbs, rocks, whoops, and a steep 
downhill, and I’m looking for the finish 
line after the first check. Give me a KTM 
250E/XC, for example, and I’m just get- 
ting warmed up. 

When I'm in control of my own des- 
tiny, however - choosing my own trails, 
riding them at my own pace, and not 
having to be anywhere at any particular 
time - sometimes anything less than a 
megathumper just won't do. 

The Husqvarna TE610 is one of those 

megathumpers, for sure. The Italian- 
built machine weighs in at over 290 
pounds with its 2.4-gallon tank filled to 
the brim; its seat height is more than 
three feet above the ground; there's 
nearly 59 inches of chassis between 
axles; it funnels spent gases through not 
one but fwo exhaust pipes; and the huge, 
trash-can-sized piston pushes out 
roughly 45 hp - perfect for a romp in the 
hills. 
. In the right hands (strong hands), 
however, the TE610 can be raced, and 
even raced to victory, as Swede Anders 
Eriksson proved in Europe this year. 
The multi-time ISDE gold medallist cap- 
tured this year’s World Enduro title in 
the 500cc class, giving the Husqvarna 
name yet another off-road World title. 

After making a few significant 
changes to last year’s TE610 - new 
frame, forks, shocks, camshaft, to name 
a few - the ‘99 takes on a few significant 
upgrades of its own. For starters, Husq- 
varna replaced the '98's 50mm conven- 
tional Marzocchi forks for 45mm invert- 
ed 'Zokes. In recent years, the 610 has 
put on a few pounds, so more-muscular 
legs are needed. 

The Italians also tinkered with the 
German-made Sachs shock that was first 
seen on last year's model. The Progres- 
sive Soft-Damp shock, with both com- 
pression and rebound damping adjust- 
ments, is now 10mm longer for 
improved cooling, and it's been 
revalved for a smoother ride. 

In the motor department, the '99 
TE610 features new crankcases, a new 
gear-driven oil pump, longer connecting 
rod and stroke, a lightweight drop- 
forged piston, a new crankshaft with 
improved oil passages to allow better 
connecting-rod and needle-bearing 
lubrication, improved crank balancing 
for reduced vibration, and a new, high- 
capacity, double-wall oil filter. 

The TE and all of the Husky big-bore 
four-strokes feature dual exhausts, 
which at one time seemed quite trick but 
now just seem quite heavy. But when it 
comes to keeping big thumpers quiet, 
Husqvarna believes that two is better 
than one. 
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Power is transferred to the rear 
wheel via a six-speed transmission and 
a cable-operated clutch. 

` Elsewhere, you'll find a new, braided 
stainless-steel front-brake line, a new 
taillight and dual-headlight assemblies, 
and, for your riding comfort, the seat is 
narrower at the rear and the footpegs 
are positioned a little higher than before. 

For those of you looking for a dual- 
sport bike that is a little out of the ordi- 
nary, the TE610 is wired for "easy" 
dual-sport conversion. But before you 
do that, you might want to wait and 
check out the electric- and kick-start 
TE610e, Husky's new dual-sport bike 
that the company is hoping to be able to 
offer in the United States later on. The 
Supermotard-styled motorcycle is in the 
process of getting DOT-certified. 

Finishing touches include Excel rims, 
Pirelli tires, an 18-inch rear wheel, an O- 
ring D.I.D chain, a skid plate, USFS- 
approved spark arrestors, a mechanical 
odometer, Brembo disc brakes and a 30- 
day warranty. The only thing we can see 
that you'll need to buy before your first

pair of handguards. 

Now, the scary part: starting the 
beast. You'll probably agree that there is 
something intimidating about firing up 
big thumpers, especially ones with left- 
side kickstarters such as the TE610, but 


` {Һе Husky is actually a breeze to start. It 


takes some effort when the TE is cold, 
but once it's hot, it’s downright easy to 
start. Even right-handers (or should we 
say "right-footers"?) can get the TE run- 
ning without always having to leave the 
seat. A smooth, efficient kick is far more 
productive than a hard jerk. The TE 
even passed the postcrash start test. One 
time, the TE laid on its side for a while - 
gas dribbling onto the ground - while its 
rider hopped up and down on one leg 
with a smarting knee. When he was 
ready to climb back aboard, it took only 
two kicks to get the TE running again. 
However, all is not perfect in Kick- 
startingland. The kicklever almost 
always binds with the footpeg at the 
bottom of the stroke, and you have to 
persuade the lever to return to the top

of the stroke with a slight tap of your 
heel. 

Off and running, the TE is really 
quite docile for such a massive machine. 
You do notice the weight and the size of 
the bike, but these things are of no great 
concern until you are well into your ride 
and fatigue starts rearing its ugly head. 
Up until then, the TE is extremely fun to 
ride. The four-valve, liquid-cooled 
motor pumps out а ton of power but in 
a smooth and compliant manner. Unlike 
the more explosive and quicker-revving 
Yamaha WR400 and any of the Hus- 
aberg thumpers, the Husky's motor 
delivers a more traditional four-stroke- 
type power. 

Thanks to a-reshaved crank and rub- 
ber-mounted handlebars, very little vibra- 
tion finds its way to the rider’s hands and 
arms - for an Open-class, single-cylinder 
four-stroke, that is. Unfortunately, one 
side effect of rubber-mounted bars is that 





a good crash - or even а small one, for that 
matter - could leave you with twisted 
handlebar clamps for the rest of your ride. 
We know. 

The TE can make the rider a little 
lazy. It has such a comfortable sitting 
position that you'll find yourself planted 
in the seat a lot more than you should. 
This, combined with the Husky's rela- 
tively quick steering and linear power 
delivery, makes this bike an absolute 
blast on tight, bump-free, twisty trails. 
Plus, with the TE's six-speed transmis- 
sion, you can always find the right gear 
for the right situation. 

In the rocky, tight, first- and second- 
gear trails, the mighty TE hangs in there 
pretty well. The clutch maintains its feel 
witliin reason, but we did get the radia- 
tor to spout in some extremely slow- 
speed situations. 

But the TE is most happy on more 
wide-open trails, where you can sit 
down, roll on the throttle and churn up 
some soil between the turns. Luckily, 
the Brembo brakes have good feel and 
are strong enough to haul in the big 
Husky. Locking up the back wheel and 
stalling the engine was never a concern. 

Even though you'll probably search 
out the smoother trails on the TE, the 
Marzocchi forks and Sachs shock are 
more than capable of handling the 
bumps and whoops. Still, you'll never 
forget that you're on a big thumper. 
Right out of the crate, the TE offers a 
plush ride, though maybe not as cush as 
that of an XR600. You'll come to appre- 
ciate the TE's compliant suspension 
after a long ride. Although we never ran

the tank dry, we guess that you'll get 
roughly 60 miles before you're left 
stranded. | 

Other than the kickstarter lever that 
hangs up on the footpeg and a floppy 
sidestand, we experienced no major 
annoyances with the TE. The bike seems 
to be built well, and we have no reason 
to believe it won't be a reliable bike. 
After all, the TE has proved itself at the 
ISDE and World Enduro Champi- 
onships over and over again. 

Overall, those on our Cycle News staff 
who rode the TE610 enjoyed the bike 
very much, but none more so than І. I 
was surprised at how nimble the big 








Husky felt and even more surprised at 
how easy it was to start - a major con- 
cern of mine when it comes to mam- 
moth thumpers. This bike has all the 
right ingredients to make serious trail 
riding a fun adventure, such as plenty of 
power, good suspension and predictable 
handling. But there's no way around the 
TE's overall size and heavy weight. If 1 
owned this bike and planned on racing 
it, I know I'd have to dust off my gym 
card and bust out my running shoes to 
get in good-enough shape to last a full 
three-loop enduro on the TE. It's either 
that or move to Sweden and change my 
name to Anders. CN

KTM's off-road lineup - as the 
Austrian company claims - is like saying 
it's close to being the best-selling bike in 
the world's off-road lineup. After all, 
KTM already produces some of the most 
opular trailblazers in the world, such 
as the 250 E/XC (a bike that seemingly 
wins off-road awards year after year), 
the 300 E/XC and the 380 E/XC. So 
being a top-selling motorcycle in KTM's 
off-road lineup is quite an accomplish- 
ment and an honor. 

Heading into only its second year of P us 
production, the 200 E/XC has already f М 
made а big impression in the off-road 1 C4 
arena, and for good reason. The 200 
offers everything off-roaders want: light 
weight, stable handling, plush-but-stur- 
dy suspension, sufficient power across 
the board, comfort, painless starting and 
reliability. Throw in the small stuff such 
as an odometer, a lighting system, a 
durable O-ring chain, and a USFS- 
approved spark arrestor, and you have 
a machine ready to zero checks right out 
of the crate. 

The inaugural 1998 200 E/XC was so 
good that KTM made only a few 
changes to the '99 model, and they 
didn't make these changes just for the [E 
heck of it. They were welcomed ones. nd 

If there was one area that definitely joan 
needed upgrading, it was the 200's rear 
suspension. Despite feeling fairly plush 
overall, the back end of the previous 200 
simply lacked sensitivity over the small- 
er bumps, holes and ruts. This problem 
wasn't relegated to just the 200, either. 
All of the KTM models suffered the 
same shortcoming with the company's 
new no-link Progressive Damping Sys- 
tem (PDS). As a result, WP completely 
redesigned the shock's internals by 
tweaking on the high- and low-speed 
transitional damping, which was made 
possible by redesigning the position- 
sensitive needle of the PDS and increas- 
ing the diameter of the bleed orifice. The 
shock also has a wider range of external 

J adjustment possibilities and a new pro- 
l_j gressive spring rate. 

Did these fixes work? Yes, very much 
so, just as they did on KTM’s SX models 
that we've ridden so far. KTM took a 
huge step in the right digection with the 
WP shock, proving to many - including 
us - that their PDS no-link rear-suspen- 
sion concept actually does work. Now 
the back of the 200 is far more compliant 
than it used to be; you can actually feel 
the shock absorbing the hits and bumps 
just like many of the other bike's linkage 
systems do. 
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The KTM 200 E/XC reigns as one of KTM's 
top-selling motorcycles. Once you ride it, 
you'll know why. 


T 
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Very little was sacrificed in the way 
of overall shock strength to achieve that 
extra cush in the initial part of travel. It 
takes a nasty G-out or whoop to get the 
back end to bottom, and even then 
you'll feel just a slight thump. You can 
even charge quite hard into a section of 
whoops and feel relatively confident 
that the back end won’t swap to the 
sides. A truly scary swap is a rare occur- 
rence on the 200; the bike is so light and 
nimble that it’s easy to make minor cor- 
rections to gather things back in when 
the situation gets a little hairy. 

Up front, KTM made the usual small 
valving changes to the WP 50mm con- 
ventional-style fork, and we’re okay 
with that, since we had no complaints 
with last year's (98) fork. The '99 fork 
works just as well. 

As did all of KTM's ‘99 two-stroke 
models, the 200 E/XC took on a new 
engine reed-block assembly, featuring 
dual, two-petal, horizontal-vane reeds. 
The idea was to improve throttle 
response. 

The only other alteration to the 193cc, 
water-cooled motor was a change of the 
Kokusan ignition's advance curve, 
which KTM claims improves power 
delivery in the middle of the power- 
band. 

It was a little hard to tell whether or 
not these relatively minor changes to the 
motor did what they were supposed to, 
since we did not have a '98 model to 
compare with directly, but we do know 
that the '99 200 E/XC manufactures 
unblemished power from top to bottom. 
It still might not have that torquey, 
trials-like grunt off the bottom like the 
Kawasaki KDX200, but it does have 
enough down low to get the job done 
and enough in the middle and top to

run away from the KDX and rival any 
250cc enduro bike. Simply put, the 200 
E/XC makes good, usable power. 

Pretty much the only other perfor- 
mance-minded change that KTM made 
to the E/XC was to the rear brake. 
Again, just like its brothers and sisters, 
the 200 got a scaled-down rear brake. 
KTM went to slightly smaller pistons on 
their rear-brake systems with 
the hope of increasing feel and 
decreasing rear-wheel lockup. 
We can't honestly say that KTM 
accomplished their goal with 
the 200 because we still experi- 
enced a number of engine stalls 
on the bike - more so than on 
the Husqvarna TE610 four- 
stroke that we review elsewhere 
in this issue. Luckily, stalling 
the 200's engine isn't a major 
penalty since - a lot of the time - 
you can quickly flip out the kick 
lever and fire "ег back up before 
you stop rolling. Try that on the 
Husky. 

Although KTM did not make 
a lot of changes to the '99 200 
E/XC, they did make all of the 
right changes, the most notable 
being to the new WP shock. It 
now dances over the rocks and 
roots with ease, and when the 
trail suddenly changes direction 
behind а bush or tree, all you 
have to do is flick the handle- 
bars and the nimble 200 
responds without question. It 
goes where it's pointed. A slight 
tug on the bars and a quick blip 
of the throttle will also get you 
and the 220-plus-pound KTM 
over almost any obstacle in 
your path. 





We ran the 200 through some tight, 
slow-going trails and never lost the use 
of the hydraulically operated clutch or 
any coolant along the way. 

After putting some time on the 200 
E/XC again, we are reminded just why 
the 200 E/XC has become one of KTM's 
best sellers. We liked this bike the first 
time we rode it when it first came out

about a year and a half ago, and we like 
it even more now. Its light weight, 
strong powerplant, excellent suspension 
and solid handling make the 200 a good, 
all-around off-road machine that we 
wouldn't hesitate to trail-ride or race 


anywhere at anytime. 
Once again, KTM has really out- 
done itself. €N

hen the FIM decided to add the 
250cc Four-Stroke class to this 
yéar's International Six-Day 
Enduro, naturally the AMA was quick 
to follow suit and added the class to its 
National Reliability Series. The FIM's 
decision seemed a bit odd, considering 
that there are only a few models 
throughout the world that competitively 
fall into the 250cc four-stroke category. 
But the future of four-strokes, on the 
whole, looks bright, and the FIM is 
preparing well for the future. It was not 
too long ago that the same governing 
body added a 400cc Four-Stroke class to 
the ISDE, and since then the class has 
skyrocketed internationally and locally. 
Since the announcement of the new, 
smaller stroker class was made relative- 
ly late and close to the start of the Relia- 
bility Series in May, I knew I had a 
greater chance to qualify for this year's 
ISDE in Australia if I got the ball rolling 
quickly. Let's face it: There are not a lot 


of people out there ready to jump on a 
250cc four-stroke and race one at the 
National level. 

Since its inception, and especially 
after its major makeover in 1996, the 
Honda XR250R has been considered a 
fun trail bike, not a serious race bike. 
There have been some exceptions, how- 
ever, such as multi-time ISDE gold 
medallist Drew Smith, who took the 
XR250 to new heights in the late 1980s, 
and Scott Summers, who nearly won 
this year's torturous Illinois Moose Run 
on a stroked Summers Racing XR280R. 

Italian Luca Trussardi and IMS were 
faster to commit to the new class than I 
was: Within days of the announcement, 
they had sleeved down a 1998 Kawasaki 
KLX300 to legal 250cc specs, and 
Trussardi was ready to ride. But.how

reliable would the 
trick IMS KLX250 be? 
Isn't that the whole 
idea of having a Relia- 
bility series, anyway? 

As already proved 
by Smith and Sum- 
mers, the durability 
and reliability of any 
XR can go a long way, 
especially when it 
comes to two-day 
ISDE qualifiers, so 
when it came down to 
choosing a bike, 
Honda's XR250R was 
the only reasonable 
choice for me. 

I received the bike 
from Honda only a 
month before the first 
Western Region Qual- 
ifier in Idaho City, 
Idaho. One week 
later, the series would 
move north for anoth- 
er two-day in Belling- 
ham, Washington. 
The AMA scored each 
rider's best three days 
of qualifying to 
choose the 40 or so 
Americans for the 
ISDE, but because the 
series was split up 
into regions, only 10 
= spots from the West- 
* егп Region were open 
| for qualifying. In the 
month prior to the 
Idaho City event, 1 
spent as much time on 
the bike as was 
humanly possible. I 
even rode it at a local 
grand prix on a jump- 
infested motocross circuit in the Unclas- 
sified race and finished midpack. A few 
trips to Honda's secret testing grounds

in the Califor- 
nia desert with 
Johnny Campbell 
made testing and bike 
setup a lot easier than 
doing it without the fac- 
tory's help. 

Campbell, the Baja 1000 champ and 
the 1997 ISDE Bronze medallist, knows 
all of the XRs inside and out, and with 
his help and knowledge we began to set 
the bike up for the tight trees of the 
Northwest. 

To conduct a true test of man and 
machine, we opted to leave quite a lot of 
things on the XR250R in stock trim. 
Exhaust, motor and suspension would 
remain untouched throughout the test, 
with the exception of some fine-tuning 
in the fork-and-shock department. The 
fork was good to go in standard form, 
but the shock required some adjust- 
ment, as can be expected. A couple of 
clicks in on the rebound made the ride 
smoother. After the short break-in peri- 
od, race sag was set to 85mm (3.4 inch- 
es). 

My machine was a 49-state model 
with a standard muffler, but I had the 
option to run Honda's quieter, more 
restrictive California spark-arrestor core 
instead of the free-flowing 49-state core 
that came on the bike. Both met the U.S. 
Forestry requirements for sound and 
safety, but, to meet the Reliability Series 
rules, the bike had to be no louder than 
94 decibels. To play it safe, Campbell 
and I installed the California core, which 
required that we rejet the 30mm piston- 
valve Keihin carburetor. 

Dropping the main-jet size from 132 
to 130 and the needle from groove three 
to two made the bike run much crisper 
and cleaner with the new exhaust core. 
We also added a K&N air filter, which 
also helped a great deal. 

ISDE rules require each rider to have 
a working brake light. Luckily, I had 
Campbell and the rest of the parts 
department at American Honda at my 
disposal. Campbell hooked a rear-brake- 
light switch from an XR650L and then 
spliced the wire into the existing light- 
and-electrical system of the 250. The 
result was an ultraclean installation that 
could have passed even the Department 
of Motor Vehicles' strict standards. 





















Bulletproofing a motorcycle for a 
long two-day event is just as important 
as the rest of the setup. Honda's off-road 
racing team uses D.I.D linkless O-ring 
chains, Renthal sprockets, and Answer 
Pro taper handlebars, and, because of 
the team's success, I decided to use the 
same parts. I chose a CR Low Pro Taper 
handlebar - using a universal clamp kit - 
to replace the weak stock steel handle- 
bars, and it also provides some much- 
needed bar flex. 

IMS supplied me with its new Pro 


Series footpegs and a disc-brake fin to, 


protect the rear rotor from unwanted 
collisions with rocks, ruts and roots. 
After I cut down the Pro tapers from 32 
to 30 inches, I had a tough time 
installing Acerbis' new Rally Pro hand- 
guards because of the missing two inch- 
es. Trying to fit a kill switch, compres- 
sion release lever, clutch perch, and an 
ISDE-required rear-view mirror (which 
Acerbis supplied) all on one side of the 
hàndlebar was nearly impossible, but in 
the end, I made it work by relocating the 
kill switch. Once that was figured out, 
the handguards went on very easily. 

Dunlop K752 tires are among the best 
in the business when the trails are moist 
and muddy, so I did not hesitate to 
mount them up on the stock Honda 
rims. 

I also installed a Summers Racing 
Components fork brace. Scott Summers 
claims that the SCR fork brace improves 
suspension performance and steering 
accuracy. Installation is easy but a 
lengthy process. Instructions also 
require that the front fender be cut 
directly above the fork brace to prevent 
any hang-ups when the fork 15 com- 
pressed. 

The brace took a while to get used to 
when riding the bike, but it does help - 
especially in long ruts, where it aids in 
keeping the front end from drifting out 
of the groove. Summers was right: The 
brace definitely made riding the XR eas- 
jer. 

After I installed the Factory Effex 
tank graphics (gotta look good, ya 
know), the bike was loaded in the van, 
ready for impound at Idaho City. Once 
there, the XR passed the sound test with 
flying colors, while some of the 400cc 
strokers were sent back to the pits until 
they could come back quieter. In fact, 
the 49-state spark-arrestor core with 
which the bike originally came probably 
would have passed, but I decided that I 
would try it the following weekend in 
Washington. 

The Idaho City area suffered its 
wettest winter in 15 years, and that defi- 
nitely played a huge part in the 130 
miles that comprised Saturday's route. 
The first 20 miles were actually the 
wettest and muddiest of all, making life 
miserable for even the most experienced 
woods riders. The XR, however, per- 
formed well in the muddy terrain. The 
air-cooled mótor had just enough power 
to tractor through the deep mud and 
slick soil, but not so much to get me into 
trouble. Immediately after starting the 
first special test, however, I wished I 
would have used the free-flowing spark 
arrestor instead of the restricted model. 
A little extra grunt would have been a 
huge help getting over some of the 
tougher obstacles that awaited us ih the 
Idaho mountains. 

Suspensionwise, the XR could not 
have worked much better. At first, I was 
^а little skeptical when the decision was 
made that I was to ride with stock sus- 
pension, but once I got on to the gnarly 
trails that surround Idaho City, I was 
convinced that the XR suspension was 
worthy of such an event. Riding over 














rocks, logs, roots, whoops and ruts, I 
was comfortable, and 1 did not get tired 
out like I thought I would. Some high- 
speed hits were a bit scary, as they 
caused the bike to bottom out. Overall, 
though, the suspension was a good 
compromise, because there were not too 
many high-speed terrain sections in 
Idaho or Washington. 

Choosing lines is probably the most 
crucial aspect when riding the XR250R 
in muddy conditions. It has good 
power, but charging into difficult tech- 
nical sections without studying the line 
first can get you into trouble fast, espe- 
cially since the bike sits lower to the 
ground than most bikes. This was the 
factor that ended my day early on Satur- 
day, which also led to greater problems. 
More than a few times, I charged into 
ruts that were just too deep for the XR to 
take on. In the end, I attacked a muddy 
rut that, in turn, attacked те, leaving the 
XR stuck for the better part of an hour. 
Engine-deep in what seemed like quick- 
sand, I sat and watched as my competi- 
tors made it through the same section 
very cleanly just a little bit over to the 
left of where I had tried. Finally, another 
rider twice my size helped me pull the 
bike out of the goop, but it was not easy. 
It pretty much goes without saying that 
I houred-out that day. 

I finished out the ride, but, in a panic 
every time I got stuck somewhere, I 
would abuse the clutch when trying to 
get myself unstuck. This technique 
made things worse, and by the end of 
the day the clutch was toast. 

Saturday night, I took advantage of 
the AMA's re-impounds rule and 
installed new clutch plates and springs 
before impounding for Sunday. Luckily, 
the re-impound rule gives riders three 
hours after their scheduled finishing 
time to impound. I say “luckily” 
because replacing the clutch on the 


XR250R is no picnic. The kickstarter, 
brake pedal, stock skid plate, and three 
oil lines must be removed before you 
can even get to the clutch basket. Once it 
was off, I shimmed the clutch springs 
with spark-plug washers to beef things 
up and was ready to race come Sunday 
morning. One hundred and eighteen 
trail miles later, I had finished as the 
class winner for the day. 

On impound day in Bellingham, 
Washington, I put new clutch plates and 


Springs in the XR, but while making the 


change, I realized that the clutch basket 
and hub had become very badly 
grooved as a result of the abuse I had 
given it in Idaho. If time had permitted, 
I would have replaced the damaged 
parts and started fresh, but I was forced 
to put everything back together. I also 
installed the 49-state spark-arrestor core, 
rejetted, and gave it a go Saturday 
morning. 

Washington was much tighter, much 
slicker, and much tougher than anyone 
had expected, but the XR's suspension 
was up to the task. The different exhaust 
core made a huge difference in power, 
which made it a lot easier to get out of 
sticky situations. Because the trails were 
so tight, much like a National Enduro, 
several riders geared their bikes down 
at the first gas stop of the two-day 
event. I could not. The XR could've used 
lower gearing as well. As a result, I had 
to use the clutch more than I would 
have liked, which perhaps led to the 
clutch's demise halfway through day 
two. 

Otherwise, I was very impressed 
with the XR250R's performance in 
Washington - and in Idaho, for that mat- 
ter. 

The severe conditions in Idaho and 
Washington, however, certainly did 
reveal one weak spot in the XR250R's 
durability: the clutch. A beefier after- 
market clutch would, no doubt, help 
this problem, but for less-severe riding 
conditions, I don't foresee this being a 
great concern. After all, Honda has 
relied on this same basic clutch design 
in all of its XRs over the years without 
having heard too many complaints. 

Needless to say, I won't be going to 
Australia this year - at least not as a 


member of the United States team. Ego 


aside, it wasn't really the bike's fault 
that I'm not going; no, that blame would 
have to be placed on the rider's right 
wrist. Maybe next year. 

I was not the only rider putting the 
1998 XR250R through a torture test this 
year. World Trophy Team member

Chris Smith rode his Summers Racing- 
prepped XR250 to fourth overall at the 
National Reliability Championship 
Finale at Loretta Lynn’s Dude Ranch in 
Tennessee. The Loretta Lynn’s event 
was longer and just as tough and 
muddy as the Idaho City and Belling- 
ham Qualifiers, but Smith and his little 
XR beat the likes of Summers, Kawasa- 
ki's Destry Abbott, and Yamaha's 
Randy Hawkins. 

But the true test is yet to come: the 
ISDE itself. Smith will tackle the Aus- 
tralian Six Days in November on the 
Honda XR250, and I have no doubt that 
the little thumper will do just fine under 
Smith's guidance. 

I just hope Smith brings a lot of 
clutch plates. €N

_ = eam Suzuki's Steve Hatch over- 
| came a dry, dusty track and took 
» advantage of the mistakes of his 
primary competitors to win the High 
Point round of the 1998 AMA Grand 
National Cross Country Series in mount 
Morris, Pennsylvania. 


Hatch bettered Kawasaki's Fred 







Andrews and his British teammate Paul 
Edmondson for his second win of the 
series, two-time AMA National Enduro 
Champion Mike Lafferty (on a KTM) 
and Kawasaki-mounted Jim Jarrett, who 
inched out Yamaha's Barry Hawk for 
the fifth-overall position. 

"What can I say? It was a basically a 
survival run," said Hatch, who kept his 
American Suzuki /FMF /Moose Off- 
Road entry on two wheels and out of 





the pit area long enough to secure the 
win. "It was a tough trail, and you had 
to ride smart the whole time. There was 
never a place to take a break, except for 
maybe thesmotocross track, because it 
was well-watered and prepped. The rest 
of the trail, you had to keep your eyes 
open because it was dusty and hard to 
see. There was a lot of stuff out there 
that could sneak up and bite you if you 
weren't careful."

^| felt like I was the fastest rider and 
should have won, but the breaks just 
didn't go my way," said Team Green's 
Andrews, who is also backed by 
Andrews Racing and Axo. "The first 
problem was bending my bark-buster 
back until it pushed back into my clutch 
lever. Then I guess I went into too many 
dust berms and my air filter got 
clogged. That kind of ruined my 
chances at that point." 

Hatch's Suzuki teammate Rodney 
Smith, who has already wrapped up the 
'98 championship - the first-ever GNCC 
overall title for Team Suzuki - was an 
early contender before a big crash left 
him off the podium for the first time in 
the entire series. Smith was joined on 
the sidelines by outgoing champion 
Scott Summers, who sat out the event 
with broken ribs suffered last weekend. 
Rounding out the top 10 in the Pro class, i 
behind sixth-placed Hawk, were the 
Garrahan brothers from California 
(Brian and Patrick, respectively), KTM- 
mounted Eric Bernard, and Connecti- 
cut's Josh McLevy. 

The High Point race is often marred 
by bad weather, usually in the form of 
rain, though in one memorable case the 
event was held in the middle of an unex- 
pected snowstorm. This race was no dif- 
ferent, though the snow was replaced by 
a thick layer of powdery dust as a result 
of a month-long drought. Trail boss Jeff 
Russell and the Racer Productions crew 
did their best to avoid the dust, includ- 
ing dropping truckload upon truckload 
of water on the motocross track. Still, the 
dust was unavoidable, even in the tight 
woods sections, and the poor conditions 
would take a toll on many of the 320 rid- 
ers in the field. 

One twist that the race organizers 
added to the race was a tight section right 
after the start. Rather than put the large 
field through the tight woods, they decid- 
ed to add the section after the first lap 
when traffic died down a little. The 
change offered Team Suzuki a chance to 
do a little strategic planning toward the 
middle stages of the three-hour-long race. 

As usual, it was a Suzuki at the head 
of the pack when the green flag dropped 
for the lead row of Pro-class riders. 
Hatch was the man out front, but his 
lead would be short-lived, as his team- 
mate Smith made a quick pass for the 
lead on the motocross track, which was 
being run in the.same direction as the 
annual 125/250cc Outdoor National at 
High Point. But it was the first bad day 
in a long time for Smith, who had 10° 
podium finishes in a row going into the 
High Point race. 

"There was a new section that was 
really tight, and I gót bottlenecked in 
there," Smith said of his race-ending 
crash. "I tried to go around a lapped 
rider and we got tangled up going down 
into a ravine. We were hung up in some 
vines and branches and all, and by the 
time I got out of there, my clutch was 
smoked and the leaders were gone. I 
already have the championship won, so I 
decided to just wait for the next time." 

With Smith out, Hatch picked up the 
flag for the Suzuki team and held the 
lead, though Andrews would have his 
Kawasaki out in front before too long. 

^We decided to gamble on our pit 
stop at the end of the fourth lap," Hatch 
said later. "We knew that Freddy was 
going to stop for gas, so we gambled on 
making it five laps before a fuel stop.

We figured that it was going to Бе а 
nine-lap race, and the first lap was a 
mile shorter because of the section they 
left out off the start. I passed Fred while 
he was getting gas and tried to make a 
break right there.” 

The strategy did not work at first 
because Andrews was able to eat up 
Hatch’s advantage before the end of the 
next lap, and when the Suzuki rider had 
no choice but to stop for fuel after five 
laps, Andrews was right back in front. 

For the next two laps Andrews held a 
strong lead, actually pulling away from 
Hatch a little bit at a time until the for- 
mer GNCC number one had a run-in 
with a lapper of his own. The collision 
left Andrews with a bent bark-buster 
that would require yet another pit stop, 
but the Kawasaki rider was still in the 
hunt. However, the dust had taken its 
toll on Andrews’ air filter, and his 
KX250 began coughing late in the race. 
(The filter became so clogged that 
Andrews actually stopped to change the 
unit, dropping back to fourth in the 
process.) 

"| should have changed the air filter 
when I stopped the first time," 
Andrews said later. "My bike could 
barely run and Steve got away. The 
Team Green guys got me out of there 

| 
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quick, but I was going so slow, the 
other guys caught me. I really had to 
fight to get going again. I floored it and 
caught Eddy (Edmondson), and then 
Lafferty just let me by.” 

That was the last break Hatch would | 
need, and the New Yorker opened up a | 
lead of nearly two minutes on Lafferty | 
before cruising through the settling | 
dust clouds into the winner's circle. 
Hatch led Andrews across the line by 
about a minute and a half, and 
Andrews in turn led a cruising 
Edmondson home by 25 seconds. Laf- 
ferty was another 40 seconds back, and 
then came the Jarrett-Hawk battle, the 
two crossing the finish line virtually 
side by side - advantage Jarrett.

‚ efending 800cc National Champi- 

jon James “Jammer” Large took 
=” his sixth win of the season and in 
so doing wrapped up his second 
straight number-one plate in the AMA 
National Championship Hillclimb 
Series. Large was joined by fellow 
Ohioan Chad Disbennett in the winner's 
circle. Disbennett scored his first-ever 
Pro win, taking the 540cc-class victory at 
the White Rose Motorcycle Club-hosted 
event. 

With the 800cc title decided, the 
focus shifted to the 540cc class, where 
David Watson used a fourth-place finish 
to come within two points of securing 
his first Pro title. Thompson Racing's 
Toby and Terry Thompson took second 
and third behind Disbennett, and five- 
time and defending National Champion 
Paul Pinsonnault took fifth overall. 

In the 800cc class, Glen Petty Jr. con- 
tinued to ride with a broken hand, and 
his second-place finish has him in con- 
trol of the number-two spot in the series 
points. Bobby Templeton took third 
place to keep his mathematical hopes of 


second place for the year alive as the last ° 


round approaches. Steve Dresser took 
fourth and Bob Castledine matched his 
season's best finish to round out the top 
five. 


540cc 


Disbennett wheeled his John Hamil- 
ton-tuned Triumph twin to the line at 
precisely 1 p.m. for the day's first ride. 
Disbennett eased over the starting-line 
ramp, trying to keep his rear wheel 
down and driving; then he cranked it on 
for the run. After getting a little side- 
ways over the camel hump, he gunned 
it to the lights for a 6.407, a time that

turned out to be one of the day's best 
rides. 

"We're in our second year and we've 
had our share of downs, but we're start- 
ing to get the bike setup together," Dis- 
bennett said. "John Hamilton has 
worked on the bike so much. John 
Hamilton Jr. got hurt racing motocross 
but John Sr. still came with us." 

The next rider who broke into the 
six-second bracket was 16-year-old Toby 
Thompson, who was putting in his first 
ride at York. | 

“Dad told me to put in а good опе on 
the first ride because the hill wouldn’t 
stay together,” Toby said. 

The young Thompson handled the 
bottom of the hill perfectly and then 
cleared the jumps to stop the timers at 
6.319 seconds. 

Terry Thompson, winner of five hill- 
climbs this season, was next into the 
sixes, riding his Thompson Racing /Pro- 
Action/White Brothers-backed BSA. 
Terry had been sick with the flu all 
week and he was just trying to get up 
the hill. 

"| was slow across the breaker and I 
shut off too soon at the top,” Terry said 
of his 6.466-second run. “I was fortunate 
to do as well as I did." 

Pinsonnault has had many wins at 
the White Rose hill, and he had a fast 
ride going until he wheelied near the 
top. He had to back off to get the front 
wheel down, and that cost him some 
time. Still, the 6.990-second time was the 
fifth fastest of the first round. 

The hill toughened up as rider after 
rider missed out on a six-second ride. 
Then points leader Watson brought his 
Mac's Cycle Supply /KAP-backed nitro- 
burning Honda CR500 to the line. Wat- 
son launched straight and was quick 
over the first jump, carrying the front 
wheel partway up to the second Kicker 
to cross the line in 6.771 seconds, mak- 











ing up for a tough day last June here in 
York. 
3 "At the spring race here, we 
just didn’t have the bike set up 
right,” Watson said. “It’s good 
to be close to these guys on a 
horsepower hill." 

Roger McNeely, also on à 
Mac's Cycle Supply Honda, 
almost caught Watson, 
checking in with a 6.758 run. 
Howell Triumph-backed Phil 

Libhart came to the line hop- 
ing to add to his second-place 
points in the championship chase, 
but it wasn't going to be his day. 

“1 got too much air over the first 
breaker," he said. 

His 7.043 put him in seventh, behind 
Harry Schreiber Jr., to end the first 
round. 

Disbennett's best ride ever came at 
the 1997 All-Star Challenge, held at 
York, and he was ready to go for. it on 
his second ride. 

^We left the gearing alone and start- 
ed in a groove. The bike hooked up just 
enough to carry the front wheel on the 
first part of the hill," Disbennett said of 
his quick run up the hill. ^I hit a bump 
before the last jump and my chain came 
off - I coasted through the lights." 

Despite that fact, he turned in a 
6.200-second run that put him out front. 

McNeely also clicked it up a notch 
with a 6.792 pass to finish the day in 
seventh behind his son Scott. 

Disbennett's lead was in danger 
when Toby Thompson blasted up the 
hill. Toby's run at the win ended 
halfway up, however. 

"| was happy with the first part; then 
it went down to one cylinder," he said. 

Toby's first-round 6.319 would hold 
up for second overall. 

Terry Thompson was the next front- 


runner to ride, but he couldn't put it ` 


together and finished off with a 7.530 on 
his second ride. Terry's first ride was 
good for third place, though. 

Paul Pinsonnault nearly always goes 
faster on his second ride, and he 
checked in with a 6.544 to move up a 
couple of spots, though he thought he 
might have done better. 

“Т hit the one little kicker in the mid- 
dle of the hill and got sideways - it cost 
me a little time, spinning the wheel," 
Pinsonnault said. 

Pinsonnault could have used the 
extra fractions of a second. Watson was 
fifth when he came to the line for his 
second run, but he rose to the challenge 
on the drying, ever-more-difficult hill. 
Riding smooth and fast, Watson edged 
Pinsonnault for fourth with a time of 
6.476. 

McNeely shaved .083 seconds off his 
time to take sixth with his second pass 
of 6.673 seconds. 








With that, Disben- 24 

nett’s comeback from a life-threatening 
crash last year was complete: He had his 
first win. 

“Т can't thank John Hamilton enough - 
he has put in so much-time on my bike,” 
Disbennett said. “Me and John Jr. run the 
same setup, but it is still a lot of work for 
him to do. Today we got our first taste of 
victory. I hope we can do it again."

Indianapolis Southside Harley- 
Davidson/Buell's Russ VanderVeen 
was the first 800cc rider up but he ran 
into problems at the 240-foot mark and 
didn't get a time. Former National 
Champion Steve Dresser opened up the 
real action with a smoking ride on his 
Thompson Racing/Thor-Parts Unlimit- 
ed /Pro-Action/Pirelli-backed Harley- 
Davidson XR750. 

“I dialed the first breaker real well 
and I hit the middle breaker where I 
wanted to, but I must have hit a rock,” 
Dresser said. “I got sideways just a little, 
just enough to cost me a win.” 

Dresser’s 6.322 put him up front in 
the round. 

The first real threat to the leader 
came from none other than the number- 
one bike - Large’s Harley-Davidson. 
Large won the 1997 championship in his 
first year on the circuit but he only won 
one National. This season, Large had 
five wins including a four-race winning 
streak and he was poised to repeat on 
the title-winning Reiser Cycle Service/

Large wasted no time setting the fast 
time of the day, a 6.096-second blast that 
looked perfect.

motocross has a hero for you. It 
matters not the era, they'll all be there:

The list is impressive - and long, 
with close to 50 of yesterday's and today's 
motocross giants expected to attend. 

The event will be held on October 31 
and November 1, beginning with the 
Ironmen of Motocross Charity Banquet 
on Halloween night. The following day, 
many of those Ironmen will take the 
race track in the Vintage Iron World 
Championships at Glen Helen Raceway 
in San Bernardino, California. 

The man in charge of putting all this 
together is Vintage Iron International 
owner Rick Doughty, himself a vintage 
racer of note and the man who started 
the Evolution class in vintage 
motocross. We caught up with Doughty 
recently to discuss the upcoming 
"Woodstock of Motocross." 


“What is the hardest aspect of this 
».. undertaking? 
Ensuring that it is a quality event. It 
would be easy to just put on anoth- 
er vintage race and be done with it, but 
we want this to truly be something spe- 
cial - so attention to detail is essential. 
The big problem comes in when you 
consider that we (Vintage Iron and its 
group of volunteers) are doing this for 
the love of the sport and nothing more. 
We have no budget to hire all the addi- 
tional staff a regular for-profit promoter 
may have. As a consequence, everyone 
involved is wearing a number of differ- 


ent hats. Luckily, we have quality indi- 


viduals with extraordinary capacities. 
The organization/administration of the 
event should be one of the best around, 
but it doesn't come without a great deal 
of sacrifice and commitment. 


“œ How is the gathering of the riders 
^.^ coming? 

^ Here again, we are fortunate to 
4 *.have enlisted the help of a few very 





capable and well-connected people. 
Roger DeCoster is coordinating the 
European contingent, while Lars Lars- 
son is working with the Swedes. I have 
been working on the Americans with 
the help of guys like Jody Weisel, Scott 
Wallenberg, Eric Johnson, Dick Miller 
and others. Finding the guys wasn't as 
difficult as I would have thought. Once 
that whole thing started to gain momen- 
tum, it kind of also became magnetic 
and people started to become attracted 
to it. We might have one guy who three 
months ago was going to make it and 
now can't - and we have three guys 
waiting to take his place. It has gone 
from the Ironmen of Motocross to the 
history of motocross. I think this will be 
the motocross party of the millenium. 
We have riders from the '60s, '70s, '80s 
and we're now discussing bringing guys 
in from the '90s.

. It is going to run basically along the 
lines of motocross chronology. We 
are going to run a Pre-'65 class as the 
first race of the day and we'll have an 
Evolution class - which is any bike that 
is pre-disc brake, pre-water-cooling and 
pre-rising-rate rear suspension - to be 
the last race of the day. Then there will 
be everything else in between. There are 
basically five-year increments where 
motorcycle design changed significantly 
enough where performance was greatly 
enhanced. For example, the pre-’65 era 
was one of British dominance; the pre- 
'70 era was when the European two- 
strokes took over; рге-'75 was the Japan- 
ese invasion; and pre-78 was the onset 
of the suspension revolution. The Evolu- 
tion class is really when they got the 
suspension together and it really 
bumped up against what we have today 
in modern motorcycles. 


yy, Will spectators have the opportu- 

às nity to see these legends of the 
sport actually racing? 

| We have asked them to attend the 

.banquet, which is a charity banquet 

to benefit the Feed The Children Foun- 










dation. We've also asked them to come 
out and do some autograph signings on 
Sunday - so that is where the bulk of the 
legends will be. We have not made it a 
requirement of them to race because 
many of them, for various reasons, just 
don’t ride anymore and they aren’t 
interested in racing. If we had made that 
a requisite, then maybe they wouldn’t 
have shown up for the banquet. Having 
said that, there are probably a good 30 
percent of the guys who still ride, who 
still feel competitive and want to go out 
and be a part of the program. We are 
going to have one separate moto just for 
the celebrity riders and they can ride 
whatever bike they feel comfortable on. 


“So for the fan who mainly wants 
\ to do a little bench-racing with his 
or her hero, the banquet may be the 
best bet. 
That's where we can guarantee that 
*they will get to see a lot of these 
guys - and without their helmets on. 
Fans will have the opportunity at the 
banquet to walk up and talk to these 
guys. And there will be at least two 
hours when these guys will be brought 
up on stage to talk about their racing, 
their lives, etc. АП the guys will be there 
for the banquet and we're hoping the 
majority of them will come out to the 
race track on Sunday. 


Is Feed The Children a charity that 
/ you've supported in the past, or is 
this new for you? 
I have always wanted to tie motor- 
cycling in with some sort of charita- 
ble organization. It's great to put on an 
event, it's great to be a parts supplier, 
it's great to be involved in motorcycling, 
but I wanted to do something that bene- 
fited something more than just motor- 
cycling. I waited until we had a primary 
sponsor, and in this case that's Yamaha. 
Then we checked with them and they 
were already tied in with the Feed The 
Children Foundation - so it made it a 
natural connection. 


/^ Сап we expect this banquet to be 
ly held annually? 


‚ I think there is a common miscon- 
~ ception out there that the banquet i$ 
going to be an annual event. I think 
some people may be hanging back and 
if they hear that it’s cool, then they'll 
make plans to go next year. But there 15 
not going to be a next year. This іѕ;а 
one-time shot, a once-in-a-lifetime 
event. This isn't an event that should 
happen every year. With some of these 
riders, we're getting 40 years out of their 
era. Some of these riders probably won't 
have the inclination in their 70s or 80s to 
want to do this again. To take the histo- 
ry of motocross in the United States and 
lay it out, well, this is really the most 
opportune time to get it done. 


Are there any heroes you haven't 

been able to locate? 

Unfortunately, yes. Brad Lackey 

and Danny "Magoo" Chandler are 
two who come to mind immediately. If 
there are any other heroes out there who 
we haven't contacted who want to 
attend, all they have to do is call us. 
Currently we have almost 50 invitees, 
but the more the merrier. 


; How has the event been received by 
^... the vintage community in general? 
. In a word - enthusiastically. Many 
of the competitors have said it was 
high time we had a special event to look 
forward to, while others are glad to see 
the lack of hair-splitting rules. The best 
comment I have heard is that this is 
going to be the "Woodstock of 
Motocross." I would agree, but we sure 
could do without the rain. 


¢ >How did the Evolution racing 
à come about? I know it differs 
greatly from the classes we generally 
associate with vintage motocross. 

^ We are in the third year of a three- 
fk year plan with Evolution racing. 
What we essentially did was to want to 
bridge the gap between pre-'75 racing - 
which is known as vintage - and modern- 
bike racing, because there was a big gap 
there. If you look at the sales figures for 
motocross bikes in the United States, the 
highest sales figures were in the latter 
part of the "705 - not the early part of the 
"705. That's one reason. The second rea- 
son for Evolution racing is that for guys 
who are entering their 305, their associa- 
tion is not with pre-75 motorcycles. It's 
with post-'75 motocross bikes. It's for 
those guys and those machines that we 
decided to put together this class of rac- 
ing. We wanted to make it absolutely as 
simple as possible. One of the things I 
think has happened with vintage racing 
is that it is so overregulated by the cur- 
rent bureaucracy that is controlling it that 
it boils down to too much hair-splitting. 
Guys go to the races with a level of anxi- 
ety about their bike eligibility - and they 
never should have to. What we've said is 
simple: If it doesn't have a radiator, if it 
doesn't have disc brakes and if it doesn't 
have a rising-rate, single-shock rear sus- 
pension - and the Yamaha monoshock 
prior to 1982 did not - then you can ride 
it. We don't care if it's a pre-75 bike - we 
just use these simple parameters and we 
just want to get the emphasis back’on 
riding and having a good time. That 
wasn't really well-received in the vintage 
world and there was a lot of controversy 
about how those post-’75 bikes were 
going to tear up the tracks. We found 
that to be a red herring, because it just 
doesn't happen. 

Another thing that the vintage com- 
munity thought was a downside to Evo- 
lution racing was that those riders in 
their 30s were going to be aggressive. 
They were going to come into our semi- 
sedate sport and ruin the field. We've 








found that to be the exact opposite. 


Because it’s a more casual atmosphere, 
lacking a lot of the regulation and so 
forth, the atmosphere is more casual. 
The guys who ride Evolution bikes are 
much more kicked back and much less 
uptight. They’re not worried about 
whether they have an eighth-of-an-inch 
too much rear travel, whether he’s got 
the proper fork, the proper hub. If 
you've got somebody looking over your 
shoulder, then you tend to get uptight. 
The Evolution riders are there for one 
reason: to ride their old bike and have a 
good time. Nobody is going to get a fac- 
tory ride out of this deal and_nobody is 
going to make money. They dre usually 
in this for two reasons: One, they like 
riding the bikes; and two, they like 
working on the bikes. 


You were a trustee of AHRMA 

and were heavily involved with 
what is generally regarded as the vin- 
tage sanctioning body in this country. 
What led you to leave and start Evolu- 
tion racing? 

I still attend an occasional AHRMA 

race, and I don't have any animosity 
towards the organization as an entity. I 
certainly don't see eye to eye with some 
of the controlling figures there. AHRMA 
didn't want to come to grips with the 
fact that it was going to need to be pro- 
gressive in order to survive. There will 
come a point in time that anybody who 
has an interest in pre- 75 motocross 
bikes will be dead - although that's 
exaggerating a point to make a point. 1 
didn't, as a trustee in the organization, 
want to put my time, effort, energy and 
money into an organization that was 
headed towards a dead end. I would 
like to, at some point, think that my sons 
would be interested in геѕіог о and 
racing noncurrent motorcycles. But the 
motorcycles they will be interested in 
will be the motorcycles that they rode 
when they were 16 to 20 years old. 
Those motorcycles for my sons, who are 
8 and 10, are still on a drawing board in 
Japan somewhere. Everything becomes 
vintage within time, but the organiza- 
tion didn't want to recognize that - in 
the motocross arena. They have includ- 
ed more-modern bikes in their road rac- 
ing, dirt track and trials. Their 
motocross is pretty firmly held by Dick 
Mann and he subscribes to only one the- 
ory, and that is that after 1974, with the 
advent of long-travel suspension, the 
sport was no longer the sport that he felt 
was worth preserving. We came to a 
philosophical impasse. 


Jumping back to the upcoming 
banquet and the motocross at 
Glen Helen, is there one man you look 
up to as being your motocross hero? 
Roger DeCoster - to me, as a kid 
growing up - epitomized every- 
thing I ever wanted to be in a 
motocrosser. He was fit, he was 
mechanically astute, he was professional 
in his approach, tidy in his appearance... 
he was everything. I’ve been fortunate 
enough to become friends with him in 


the past few years and it feels a little bit. 


odd to say that he’s still an idol. There 
are going to be a lot of other riders there 
who I really look up to - guys like Dave 
Bickers, who was a two-time European 
Champion. There wasn’t a World 
Championship then, so he was really the 
World Champion. He’s a two-time 
World Champion in my mind. Gerrit 
Wolsink, Bengt Aberg - the list goes on. 
There are probably 100 heroes that I 
have out there and 40 of them will be 
showing up. €N

26 
ho says close only counts in 
horseshoes and hand 
grenades? In round six of the 
seven-race AMA National Hare & 
Hound Championship series, Ty Davis 
proved that close also counts in desert 
racing. 3 

Stiff competition and an off-the- 
course excursion halfway through the 
92-mile race in southwest Idaho knocked 
Davis back to fourth overall when the 
checkered flag fell on the second-to-last 
race in this year’s seven-event series, but 
fourth was close enough to give the 
Yamaha-mounted rider his second 
National Championship title in two 
years. With two wins and two second- 
place finishes under his belt going into 
the race, Davis knew that almost any fin- 
ish that paid points would be enough to 
sew up the title in the best-five-out-of- 
seven points race, and he was all smiles 
when he brought his Yamaha Motor 
Corporation / Montclair Yamaha-backed 
YZF400 across the finish. 

"Two in a row feels good, and it feels 
even better because I’ve given Yamaha

their first National Hare and Hound 
championship,” Davis said. “It’s also 
great because I was riding a four-stroke, 
and a 400 four-stroke, too. I’m not 
knocking it down, but there’s more 
weight to deal with, and it’s just not a 
two-stroke, and it’s not like this bike 
was proven in the desert like the 
Kawasakis have been for years. I took a 


bike and did the best with it I could, апа 


this is what happened. It’s great.” 

Out in front of Davis, the round-six 
finish was KTM all the way. Nevada 
racer Nick Pearson overalled the race on 
a KTM 380MXC, and his younger broth- 
er, Russ Pearson, took second on a KTM 
250 to top the 250cc Expert class. Curtis 
Dice topped the Four-Stroke class on a 
KTM 620SC in 10th overall, just ahead 
of Eric Hallgath, who piloted a KTM 125 
to victory in the eighth-liter division, 
and KTM-mounted Alan Deyo topped 
the Over 40 Experts in 13th. 

The second-to-last'race in this year's 
series was originally slated for Yering-

ton, near Reno, Nevada. Idaho's Dirt 
Inc., which hosted round two of the 
series back in March, stepped up to the 
plate when the Yerington club's last- 
minute cancellation threatened to cut the 
series back to six rounds and seriously 
impact the still-too-close-to-call points 
race. The course started on private land 
owned by Paul Nettleton, a sympathetic 
nonrider whose family is the oldest in 
the Murphy area, and consisted of one 
92-mile loop with two remote pits and a 
variety of challenging terrain. 

Heavy rain the night before the race 
had made the course slick and muddy 
in the higher elevations, and it was 


` pouring when the field of more than 80 


racers left the line at 10:30 a.m. 

“I had a pretty good start," said Nick 
Pearson, who made short work of the 
scrubby bomb run that was littered with 
small hills, ditches and rocks. Brian 
Brown just barely edged me out and I 
was in second. I followed Brown for a 
little while; then Ty Davis got by me 
and it was the three of us." 


Destry Abbott tucked his Kawasaki 
KX500 in behind the lead trio as the 35- 
mile dash to pit one began, and Russ 
Pearson and Yamaha YZ250-mounted 
Donnie Book were close behind them. 

The ®tarting area taught Hallgath a 
lesson about horsepower and how, 
sometimes, bigger really is better. 

“I had a really bad start and then it 
was a horsepower thing the whole 
way,” Hallgath said. “I was short on 
horsepower on the hills, and it was real- 
ly bad in the high altitudes, but the 
course was exceptional, and I had a 
good time. These guys are incredible. I 
like coming here.” 

Hallgath was one of many racers 
who praised both the course and the 
club’s markings. 

“1 thought the course was great and I 
had a real good time on it,” he said. 

If you 
didn’t see a ribbon, you knew you 
weren't on course, so you looked for it 
real fast. I think they did a good job."

“That was so frustrating,” Davis said. 
"I'd pulled out a lead, and here comes 
Brian about 50 feet over, going like... 
whooom, right by me, not even in the 
tight wash. So I figured, ‘I’m getting in 
the train, too.' I pulled out of the wash 
and we all just followed him." 

Brown led the way, with Russ Pear- 
son in second and Davis riding furiously 
in third. A tipover in the whoops had 
knocked Nick Pearson back a spot or 
two, and he was dicing it out with Book 
in the trees.

“I had got up into second and we

"| just tried to stay smooth and not 
make too many mistakes," said the 
KTM /Dunlop/ Acerbis-backed pilot, 
who overalled a round of the National 
series once before, when he was just 17. 
“I kept looking back every once in a 
while, and Russ would be there, but I 
just had a really good time. The club did 
a really good marking job, especially 
with the weather as bad as it was - I 
never got lost once, and my bike was 
great. It’s my second ride on it, and the 
thing works awesome." 

Russ Pearson finished less than a 
minute behind his older brother to take 
second overall and first in the 250cc 
Expert class. 

“I was right behind him the whole 
last section," Russ Pearson said. "He'd 
leave me, and I'd catch him, and he'd 
leave me again. He ended up beating 
me by a little bit, but I had fun. Pro Cir- 
cuit just hooked me up with a pipe, and 
it just worked so well. I was happy 
today." 

Donnie Book brought his YZ250

home three minutes behind the Pearson 
duo to claim third overall. 

“That was cool. It was a major mud 
race, and we don't get to see that very 
often," Book said. "The Pearson boys 
ride real great, and they did a good job. 
I just couldn't catch them at the end." 

Davis survived his carburetor prob- 
lems to cross the line in fourth. It wasn't 
the finish he had been hoping for, but it 
did sew up the overall championship 
and make up for some of the weekend's 
trials. 

^We were driving to the race site this 
morning in the dark and someone in а 
car coming the other way threw what 
we think was a cup full of rocks at us. It 
nailed my windshield right where my 
face was and it was like, Wham," Davis 
said. "I thought the truck had exploded 
- that's what it felt like. It was such a 
loud sound. I couldn't see a thing, and I 
had glass all over me. That was my 
wake-up call for the morning." 

Davis continued on to the event and, 
with some help from the local racers, 
located a repairman who would come 
out to replace the Windshield while he 
raced. 

"It cost me a pretty penny, but I 
expected that," Davis said. "I was in the 
middle of nowhere, and it was raining, 
but it was worth it not to have to drive 
like that. The race finished okay for me, 
and I could just load up and go home." 

Davis was followed in by KX250- 
mounted Oakley Lehman. 

"| was probably about seventh off the 
start; then my arms pumped up so 
everyone kind of got away from me, but 
everything was looking good by the 
time Davis caught me and I just tried to 
stay with him," Lehman said. "We rode 
together pretty much the whole second 
half. There were places where it was 
hard to follow the course but I think a 
lot of it had to do with the goggles and 
the fog. I liked the course."

honors in 1997, the racer suddenly found himself without a ride as the 
new year of racing was about to begin. "Kawasaki let me know they 


didn't need me so late I couldn't have a good deal for the following 


year," Davis said. "They just sent me a letter and, by the time I got it, I 
had a week and a half to put a deal together before people went on a 
two-week vacation." Davis high-tailed it over to Yamaha and lay his 
cards on the table. “I told them the position I was in," Davis said. “I 
said, ‘I have no offers, and I’m not trying to get one from you so І can 
go back and get more money out of somebody else." Davis talked to 
Yamaha Motor Corporation and Montclair Yamaha and came away 
with a deal for him and 250cc co-rider Donnie Book. "Everything just 


worked out,” he explained. "It's a joint sponsorship. Yamaha Corpora- 


tion supplies the four-strokes and Montclair Yamaha supplies the two- 
strokes. l've ridden а four-stroke all year in the Hare and Hounds, but 
it was a joint deal with Donnie (Book) and he rides the two-strokes, 
plus I ride one in events like the Adelanto Grand Prix. They are just giv- 
ing me bikes, parts and bonuses - no salary," Davis continued. "And I 
didn't sign a contract all year. It's all been a verbal deal, and it shows 
you what Yamaha would do. I really respect them for doing what they

agreed to. They are a really good company to ride for." Davis describes.

“I build all the bikes, plus try to ride and train, order parts, and make 
travel arrangements at the same time. It's probably been the toughest

It isn't 
the fastest bike out there, and I’m at a disadvantage on the starting line, 
and I have to work my butt off and outride them, but I can do it on this 
bike. I feel better about my wins because I know I've really done some- 
thing. “It’s been a lot of hard work but it's paid off, and Donnie (Book) 
and | are in the hunt to win the Best in the Desert series this year, too,” 
Davis said. “We are really looking forward to that. This could end up 
being a really good year."

In event 11, Man- 
chester was the first away when the 
starting tapes rose, but the red flag 
came out when Hicks and Schwartz got 
together in the turn-two dirt. Schwartz 
was replaced by reserve rider lan Fer- 
ris, and Manchester once again put 
himself out in front. Hicks claimed sec- 
ond after a brief lap-two battle with 
Diem, who faded and was also passed 
by Ferris. 

Larsen watched his perfect score go 
by the wayside in the next heat, when 
his quick start propelled him wide into 
turn two, allowing Tommy Hedden and 
then Bobby Hedder to work ahead of 
him on the inside line. Bobby then con- 
tinued into the lead ahead of his brother 
by staying tight on the pole. Tommy 
had second place wrapped up until the 
last lap, where he swapped in turn two, 
allowing Larsen to steal back second 
place. 

After three complete rounds, Bast, 
Hancock and Larsen were all tied for the 
lead with eight points. 

Faria opened round four with a win 
over Sisemore and Shawn McConnell. 
In heat 14, Venegas used his inside start- 
ing position to good advantage, getting 
ahead early and holding off the 
advances of Bast, who got his worst 
start of the meeting, but he was able to 
slide his way into second place early in 
the event after Manchester once again 
was the victim of mechanical frustra- 
tions. Larsen also saw his overall score 
deteriorate when he was unable to work 


back after a poor start and he had to set- 


tle for third place. 

Hancock made short work of the 
field in his next ride, leaving Tommy 
Hedden to hold off Hicks and claim the

second-place points. Schwartz led event 
16 for the first 3 ^ laps, but when he 
driffed wide in turn two on the last lap 
to block Bobby Hedden's outside 
advances, Janniro jumped on the oppor- 
tunity to take the lead, blasting down 
the back straight with a deft inside 
move. Hedden shed Schwartz at the 
same time and was all over Janniro as 
the two negotiated the final turns, but 
the young star managed to hold off the 
elder Hedden to get his second win of 
the meeting. 

After four complete rounds, Hancock 
now sat alone at the top with 11 points. 
Bast was a mere point behind, and Faria, 
Larsen and Venegas were just two 
points off the pace with nine points 
each. 

Manchester continued his up-and- 
down night with another win to open 
the final round. Shawn McConnell ran 
second for 2 ^; laps, only to have Linn 
and Tommy Hedden work inside of 
him, pushing him back to fourth. Linn 
tried to block the advancing Hedden, 
leaving Tommy sprawled in the turn- 
four dust and allowing the alert 
McConnell to retake second place. 
Although no call was made by referee 
John Grant at the time, later in the 
evening, Linn admitted to his fault in 
Hedden's downfall, and the third-place 
point was awarded to Hedden. 

Venegas continued his winning ways 
in heat 18, taking the top spot ahead of 
Sisemore, who worked himself past 
Schwartz as the two negotiated turn 
three on the second lap. Faria kept pace 
with Venegas in the night's penultimate* 
heat race, when he led Larsen and 
Hicks from the start. Hicks fell to fourth 
when Janniro got past after the white 
flag waved. 

Hancock got one of his textbook 
starts in the final heat, leaving Bast to 
work the inside line and Bobby Hedden 
the outside as they looked for a way to 
catch the leader. Bast's second-place fin- 
ish left him in a flat-footed tie with 
Venegas and Faria for second place 
overall at 12 points apiece. 

With three riders scheduled to trans- 
fer straight into the A main, and Han- 
cock already- there with his 14-point 
night, much discussion ensued about 
how to resolve the tie. Since none of the 
riders wished to participate in a run-off 
to see who would have to contest the B 
main, it was decided that all three riders 
would indeed transfer directly to the A, 
and the winner of the B would join them 
for what would become a five-rider 
main to determine the AMA National 
Champion. 

Determining the four riders that 
would make up the B main created 
another matter to resolve. Larsen was 
already in with 11 points, as was Bobby 
Hedden with his nine-point total. 


Tommy Hedden was also seeded direct- 
ly into the B with nine points. That left 
Sisemore and Janniro with eight points 
each and in a runoff for the last spot in 
the B, which in itself wagybasically a last- 
chance qualifier for a chance to run for 
the National Championship. Sisemore 
drew gate two and beat Janniro in the 
ensuing four-lapper. 

Larsen had the most points going 
into the B main and thus had the choice 
of starting positions; he predictably 
picked the pole. Bobby Hedden took 
lane two, while Tommy Hedden opted 
for the outside, which left Sisemore in 
starting grid three. Larsen got out first, 
but Bobby Hedden was not to be denied 
and swept around the leader and on to a 
spot in the A main, with a chance to 
claim all the marbles. 

Hancock had first pick of starting 
positions for the A main and, to Bast's 
surprise, he picked lane three. 

"| was amazed when he wanted to 
start from lane three," Bast said later. ^I 
would have picked the pole to not be at 
anyone's mercy. I guess that's why he 
was the World Champion." 

Venegas came away with the usually 
coveted pole position, with Faria next to 
him in lane two and Bast in four. B-main 
qualifier Hedden assumed the outside 
spot. Hancock turned what should have 
been a very busy first turn into а rout as 
he performed starting-gate surgery on 
the rest of the field. Saving his best for 
last, the British League veteran launched 
himself into a two-bike-length lead by 
the time the finalists entered the first 
turn. The race was immediately on for

second place, as Faria was off the line 
next and in pursuit mode, with Bast close 
behind. Venegas and Hedden weren't as 
fortunate on their starts and found them- 
selves arguing over fourth place. Bast 
soon worked past Faria and made a 
valiant try to reel in Hancock, but the 
deed was all but done. Hancock rode 
flawlessly to the National Championship 
aboard his dialed-in Exide/ Power 
Bar/Troy Lee Designs/Silkolene GM. 

"| managed a couple of peeks back 
during the main, 'cause I knew it 
wouldn't be easy against these guys 
tonight," Hancock said. "I'm just lucky I 
got a good start. My good starts paid off 
all night. This is even a better feeling 
than winning the (U.S.) National the 
first time. I guess it just proves that first 
one was no fluke." 

Bast finished in second and Faria 
held third, while Bobby Hedden held off 
Venegas to claim the fourth spot. CN

GALENA, MO, SEPT. 24-28 
eam Chaparral’s Danny Carlson 
cleaned up at this year’s Branson 
USA Motocross Championships 
by posting four out of four moto victo- 
ries in both 125cc and 250cc Pro classes 
during the Branson USA Motocross 
Championships in Galena, Missouri. 

“We have riders here from 27 differ- 
ent states,” NMA founder Ron Henrick- 
son said. “This year, we have close to 
800 racers in attendance for this three- 
day event.” 

The racers were treated to an awe- 
some all-natural-terrain racecourse that 
was similar to a European grand prix 
track. The track was built by former 
Mini champ Kurt Henrickson. 

Danny Carlson set the weekend’s fast 
lap time and was far and away the top 
pro in the house, dominating all four 
motos in both the 125cc and 250cc Pro 
classes. Carlson battled Bryan Emig dur- 
ing both 250cc Pro races, while Mike 
Kann gave chase in the 125cc division. 
When all was said and done, Carlson 
ran off and hid in most of the motos, 
riding at least two seconds per lap faster 
than his competitors while aboard his 
FMF/Shift-backed Yamaha. 

If Carlson had a good weekend of 
racing, then local Midwesterner Chad 
Johnson had a great one, as he won 
three separate classes and almost 
claimed a fourth overall win. Johnson 
scored the gold in the 250cc Open, 250cc 
Stock Intermediate and 125cc Modified 
Intermediate divisions. Johnson even 
battled a hard-charging Dusty Emerson 
during both 125cc Open-class motos, 
and he won the first moto when Emer- 


son fell 10 feet before the checkered flag. 
But Emerson rebounded in the all- 
important second moto, this time lead- 
ing the race from the drop of the gate to 
the finish line. Despite heavy pressure 
from Johnson, Emerson kept it together 
to post the moto win and the overall vic- 
tory. Johnson fished second on his 
Team Green Kawasaki, while Travis 
Young, Brent Miller and Levi 
Humphrey rounded out the top five. 

Emig re-emerged in the Vet classes 
and smoked the field on his 1996 Jeff 
Emig works replica KX250. Emig topped 
Darryl Wills and Shaun Martin in the 
Over 30 A class, and Mike Luoma and 
Brian Sorenson in the Over 25 A class. 

Current AMA B-class champ Nick 
Metcalf rode his last 125сс Intermediate 
race and left a winner by winning all 
three motos of the 125cc Stock Interme- 
diate class. Metcalf endured a muddy 
course and bad starts in his first heat to 
score the win over Dusty Emerson, Jake 
Gottas and former California boy Aaron 
Baker, who said his move from the big 
city to the farm has done him some 
good. Metcalf motored away in the 
remaining motos for the overall victory 
and said he will make his move into the 
Pro ranks as early as his next local race. 

The Mini ranks saw numerous dou- 
ble class winners, including Mike Alessi 
in the 60cc (9-11) Stock and Modified 
classes, Justin Ashburn in the 60cc (6-8) 
Stock and Modified classes, Dennis 
Jonon in the 85cc (0-11) Stock and Modi- 
fied classes, Nathan Davenport in the 
85cc (12-13) Stock and Modified classes, 
Colt Humphrey in the 85cc (14-16) Stock 
and Modified classes, and Vince Friese 
in the 50cc (7-8) Stock and Modified 
classes. 





For some mini pilots, such as Pee 
Wee (4-6) Stock-class winner Nic 
Paluzzi and Pee Wee (4-6) Modified 
winner Arthur Cofield, Branson marked 
their first-ever amateur championships.

WEDGEFIELD, SC, SEPT. 13 · 
TM's Allen Gravitt was seeking 
revenge after losing last year's 
Long Cane Enduro to AA rider 
Jason Chancey. After posting a score of 
10 this year, revenge was his. 

“1 really wanted to win this race," 
Gravitt said. "I don't know how many 
races I will be able to ride this year with 
the twins coming. (Allen and his wife Jill 
are expecting twin girls.) Who knows? 
This may be my last win in a while." 

Neeley Racing's Chancey would drop 
11 points, one shy of Gravitt's score. 

"It was a really good, fun enduro," 


Chancey said. "I messed up in the first 
section, and that pretty much cost me 
the race. I had fun, though." 

Rounding out the top three was 
Team Green rider Tommy Veator, who 
also tallied an 11. 

“It was a good race," Veator said, “a 
little dusty, but I rode good and had 
fun." 

This was the 30th running of the 
Long Cane Enduro. The course was 
quite a bit shorter this year due to land- 
use problems - problems they are hoping 
to resolve before next year's event. The 
course would feature 46 actual trail 
miles, divided into four sections: two 
before the gas stop and two after. The 
first check was at 4.4 miles and it led into 








a 6.4-mile section. Dust was bad in areas, 
especially on the red-clay jeep roads. 

Gravitt and Veator had the fast time, 
however, dropping two points. 
Chancey, meanwhile, dropped three. 

“I was just off the pace,” Chancey 
said. "I got some arm pump, but I was 
just not pushing hard enough. I should 
have dropped a two." 

Gravitt's run was virtually trouble- 
free. 

"The first section was fun; I was just 
trying to get warmed up," he said. "I 
didn't have any problems, but it was 
dustier than I expected." 

Former Kawasaki rider Doug Masen- 
cup was trying out his new ride, a KTM 
250 EXC. He ended up burning the first 
check by a minute. 

“I love the KTM,” Masencup said. “1 
was trying to get used to the bike all 
day. In the first section, I missed a reset. 
1 just wasn't paying attention. I’ve got 
$400 worth of timekeeping equipment 
on my bike and I burned a check." 

After the reset, it was off to the sec- 
ond section of the morning, with racers 
putting in some miles on pavement 
before reaching section two. The going- 
in check was at 27.2 miles and featured 
10 miles of good, fast trail. Gravitt 
cranked things up a notch on his 200, 
posting low score with a one. 

“I felt good,” he said. "I tried to stay 
focused and ride smooth." 

Chancey ended up dropping two in 
the section. 

“I felt better in the second section,” 
said Chancey. "I got warmed up, but I 
had a few problems getting around 
slower riders." 

Moose-sponsored  Veator 
dropped two points in the section. 

“I hit a tree hard in the section before 
the gas," Veator said. "I was tapped out 
in third. I think it knocked me out. I 
remember hitting the tree and I remem- 
ber getting up off the ground. I was on 
the ground for a least a minute. I snuck 
into the check with a two." 

MSR-backed Masencup ended up 
dropping three points in this section. 

"I had some problems with the 
dust," he said. "This was the first time I 
raced my bike, so I was trying to get 
used to it and go as fast as I could at the 
same time." 

After section two, it was on to the gas 
stop and a short break. The stop was 
back at the starting area, with the third 
section being made up of a redo of sec- 
tion one - at least 6.5 miles of it. The club 
added another four miles of new terrain. 
The going-in check was at 62.8 miles, 
with the following trail clocked at 13.2 
miles. 

This time it was Chancey who picked 
up the pace and posted the low score 
with a three-point loss. 

“I knew Allen (Gravitt) had me by a 
point and that I had to speed things up," 
he said. "I tried to concentrate and go as 
fast as I could. This was pretty much the 
same trail as the first section of the day. 
This one was about three or four miles

longer. I dropped the same amount of 
points as I did the first time through. И 
goes to show how bad I rode it the first _ 
time through." 

Gravitt, meanwhile, dropped four. 
Ditto for Veator. 

"This section just kicked my butt;" 
Gravitt said, "plain and simple. I think I 
overexerted myself in the morning and 
used up too much energy. The first six 
miles of trail we had already rode, it 
was kind of beat up. The last four or five 
miles was real good stuff." 

“Tt got real dusty in the last two sec- 
tions," Veator said. "They were the ones 
I had the most trouble passing riders in. 
They were tighter." 

The final section of the day was at 
91.6 miles and it was a bit over 10 miles 
long. Chancey, Veator and Gravitt each 
dropped three points in the section. 

Gravitt came into the final check with 
a 3:05. 

“I could have done a lot better in the 
last section,” he said. "It was fast апа I 
checked my computer too much - it cost 
me. I also had problems passing. There 
were just a few guys that would not 
move. I don't expect riders to jump off 
the trail - just move over when they can. 
But it irritates me when you come up 
behind them and you see that throttle ` 
arm drop. They want to race you." 

“I had а good race," Chancey said. ^I 
was off the pace earlier in the race; I 
would have liked to have won, but any 
time I can get close to Allen's score, I'm 
happy. Allen is just good - he's the stan- 
dard." 

The way things are shaping up so far 
this season, it looks as though it's going 
to be a Gravitt/Chancey battle. CN

, ormer NETRA Champion and local 
favorite Scott Phelps made his 
once-a-year appearance at his 

home track and dusted the competition 

at the NETRA Stateline Hare Scrambles. 

The Stateline MC laid out a 9-mile 
course, which started in a cow field on 
the side of a mountain. The course took 
the riders across the face of a hill several 
times before shooting them straight up 
the hill and into the woods. Most of the 
track consisted of cow paths that ran up 
and down the mountain. The terrain 
was mountainous with both single- and 
double-track trails. Some sections were 
very rocky and moist and others were 
very dry with soft, sandy hillclimbs. 
There were a few really fast off-camber 
field sections, and any section that was 
exposed to direct sunlight was extreme- 
ly dusty. 

Only one row of Novice riders made 
the first steep incline off the start. Once 
one rider went down, it was a domino 
effect, with bikes and riders cartwheeling 
to the bottom or off into the brush. It took 
over 10 minutes after the final row went 
off before all the riders cleared the section. 
Yamaha 250cc rider Eric Kipp made the 

‘hill without any trouble and went on to 
take the Novice-class High Point honors 
with almost a minute on second-place fin- 
isher and fellow 250cc rider Craig Colvin. 

At 1 p.m., 115 Expert and Amateurs 
lined up for the start of the main event. 
Nine AA riders were on the front row 
when the flag dropped. The riders came 
right off the start, down a hill, then had 
to take a 90-degree turn straight back up 
the hill before veering to the left and 
across the face of the hill. Midtown 
Kawasaki's Patrick Timothy grabbed the 
holeshot, with Phelps, Putnam’s Luke 
McNeil and Tom Norton hot on his tail. 
But Phelps was on the gas, and, as they 
made the first turn up the hill, Phelps 
had taken over the lead. 

Being out front was definitely an 
advantage off the line. By the time the 
fifth bike came across the hill, it was a 
complete dustbowl. The trail of dust 
stayed with the riders until they hit the 
woods. 

Phelps’ lead was short-lived. Timo- 
thy was hanging on in second place and 
had no intention of letting off and, 
before they hit the first hillclimb, Timo- 
thy was out in front. 

The riders didn’t go far into the 
woods when many realized they had 
the wrong suspension settings. The club 
has used this course only two other 
times in the past nine years, so many 
riders were at a loss as what to set up 
for. Both Timothy and Norton had a 
problem right off the bat. 

Timothy managed to hold off Phelps 
for the entire lap but lost the lead when 
he came into the pits to adjust his sus- 
pension. 

“1 definitely had the rebound too 
fast,” Timothy said. “I needed to slow it 
down but when I came into the pits no 
one was ready and I was in too much of 
a rush to wait. When I finally adjusted it 
(the suspension) the next lap, it was so 
much easier to ride.” 

Phelps didn't get to put too much 
distance on Timothy before he was right 
back on his tail. 

"| caught Phelps at the hill and got 
right on him," Timothy said. "I wanted 
to get past and put as much distance on 
Norton as possible for year-end points. 1 
finally got the chance and went for it in 
a muddy rut section and instantly 
knocked my chain off." 


Luckily it was a quick fix for Timothy 
and only Pub Racing's Brian O'Neil got 
past. Norton was back in fourth place 
down one minute, with McNeil in fifth 
down another 15 seconds. 

At the end of the second lap, it was 
Phelps way out in front with almost a 
minute on second-place Timothy. O’Neil 
was still hanging on to third place. 

About halfway into the second lap, 
Ken Valentine and Brian Lawson both 
caught and passed fifth-place McNeil. 
Valentine was able to pull away from 
the two riders, putting 30 seconds on 
them by the end of the third lap. Norton 
was also passed by the three riders, 
coming around in seventh place at the 
end of the second lap. He then called it a 
day. 

“I went down hard on the first lap, 
knocking me back a few places," a dis- 
appointed Norton said. "Then, on the 
second lap, I hit a rock and had a near- 
death Superman save. Between that and 
seeing all the carnage earlier in the day, 
I decided that this just isn't going to be 
my day." 

Timothy found out about his rival's 
downfall at the end of the third lap and 
pulled back the reigns a little for the 
remainder of the race. After having an 
all-out battle for two laps, McNeil and 
Lawson also decided to slow it down 
going into the final two laps. 

"It was just too nasty out there; my 
bike was pounding me, and I know 
Lawson was having the same problem," 
McNeil said. "You just couldn't keep it 
full-on all day like that without getting 
hurt." | 

Someone should have told that to 
Phelps. Phelps continued to pull away 
from the pack every lap. After six laps 
and almost 2 1/2 hours of racing, Phelps 
took the checkered flag with just under 
five minutes on second-place finisher 
Timothy. Valentine moved his way into 
third place on the fourth lap, taking a 
top-three finish, down less than one 
minute. O'Neil finished in fourth place 
with Expert Open rider Chris Panzella 
taking fifth-place honors. Panzella also 
earned the Expert-class overall, the sec- 
ond time in as many races. 

Expert 250cc rider D.J. Lis was the 
second Expert rider to cross the finish 
line, taking seventh overall and first 
place in his class.

12-13 
treme/Suzuki Sports-backed 
Charley Bogard repeated last 
year’s performance at the fourth 
annual RM Cup Challenge by sweeping 
both the 125 and 250cc Pro events, tak- 
ing home a cool $4000 portion of the Pro 
payout funds. 

“Гуе been having kind of a rough 
year,” Bogard said. “I’ve been hurt a lot 
and have pretty much missed a lot of 
the year. I started back riding and got a 
whole new idea on how | look at things. 
I go out and try to have fun each time 
and that’s all I think about. It seems to 
work a lot better for me and I go faster.” 

Guy and Wanda Cooper outdid 
themselves when they played host to 296 
all-Suzuki-mounted racers at the RM 
Cup Challenge at Cooperland Raceway 
for the second year in a row. The key 
word was “challenge.” 

“With the dry weather we had for 
Saturday’s heat races and then the wet 
weather that moved in Sunday, this has 
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been the most challenging RM Cup 
we've had so far," said American Suzu- 
ki's motocross support manager, Pat 
Alexander. "But everyone had fun and 
that's what our goal was." 

This year, 35 states were represented 
at the RM Cup Challenge, competing for 
$102,225 in Suzuki contingency payout 
to the top 20 riders in each class. 

The only other multiclass winner on 
the weekend was Maryland's Travis 
Pastrana, who took the top podium spot 
in both the 125cc and 250cc Intermediate 
events. 

"Being from Maryland, the mud on 
Sunday was actually a blessing for the 
win," Pastrana said. "I guess the Califor- 
nia guys aren't quite used to it. But we 
had a lot of fun out there. I did my best 
and it was good enough for the win." 

The first Pro main event saw Jacob 
Martin take the holeshot out of the 125cc 
gate and lead the first lap, in spite of 
getting the last gate pick when he 
DNFed the heat race the day before with 
a broken motorcycle. 

“I got off the gate good, but the mud 
played a big part in my race," Martin 
said.

the start and felt pretty good. I rode a lit- 
tle tight, but I’m pretty happy with the 
ride. I’ve improved a lot since last year.” 

Bogard returned to the 250cc Pro gate 
and was out front from wire to wire. 
Jacob Martin once again finished sec- 
ond, with Upton rounding out the podi- 
um in third. 

Pastrana was unbeatable in the B 
divisions. Nick Metcalf chased Pastrana 
in the 250cc main event, but was only 
able to capture a fifth-place finish in the 
125cc class. With mud flying every- 
where, it was difficult to see exactly who 
was in what position unless you could 
identify the individual rider’s race form 
and riding gear. 

Barry Carsten made the trip from New 
Jersey to win the Vet (Over 30) event. 

“1 came out here last year and fin- 
ished second,” said the MSR/Pro Cir- 
cuit rider. “I got a good start this year 
and stayed out front.” 

When asked if the mud was a factor, 
















Carsten simply replied: “We don’t go 
home when it rains up north. It's just a 
different-color mud here.” 

Pennsylvania’s Gene Stuff won the 
80cc (12-13) class. 

“It means a lot for Suzuki and for 
myself to come out here and race the RM 
Cup Challenge,” Stuff said. "We've been 
traveling а lot this year, but you have to 
do that to stay on top in your class." 

Kelly Quinn was one of two riders 
from California to take a first place, win- 
ning the 250cc C event. 

McFly Scheel got the holeshot but 
Quinn took the lead out of the first turn. 
By the time they reached the bottom of 
the straightaway, Scheel charged into the 
next turn to take the point. By the end of 
lap three, though, Quinn was again in 
the lead. 

“I had to battle with McFly to win 
this one," Quinn said. "He put on a 
good battle through the mud. I was try- 
ing to keep it consistent, but he kept 
charging and charging on me. He'd 
make a little mistake, but then he'd 
catch back up. I just tried not to make 
any mistakes." 

“It means a lot for me to win here,” 
Quinn said. "It's something for the fac- 
tory to see you race and see how you're 
riding. You kind of feel like a factory 
rider." €N

TURLOCK, CA, SEPT. 27 

usty Holland started right 
where he left off - with another 
clean sweep of both the 125 and 
250cc Pro classes at the second round of 
the GFI California Fall Series, sponsored 
by MSR and Yamaha of Modesto. After 
sweeping both classes at round one, 
held at Hollister, this time the setting 
was Oatfield Raceway. Holland found 
the technical track to his liking even 
though mediocre starts in both races 
saw the Honda rider working hard for 
the wins. With a single-20-minute-moto 
format, the AMP-prepped track was at 
its finest, challenging the full field of 
Pros with plenty of doubles, triples and 
a whoop section that gave the 350-plus 
riders in attendance fits. 

The 125cc Pro class race saw Team 
Green / Axo/FMF-backed Jeff Northrop 
take the holeshot with Yamaha of 
Modesto /Goat/]N Innovations-backed 
Dan Paladino in tow. Paladino made the 
move for the lead with a left-hand 
inside-line pass on Northrop. Holland 
was back in fourth off the start and 
quickly passed Jeff Pestana for third and 
set his sights on Northrop. As the two 
went over the spectacular step-up jump 
side by side, Holland nearly clipped 
Northrop with a rear-tire whip that had 
the crowd on edge. With no contact, 
Holland moved ahead to secure second. 
But a subsequent off-track excursion by 
Holland just before the triple on the next 
lap gave Northrop an open door to 
retake second. 

However, two turns later, Holland 
struck back as Northrop got hung up in 
a left-hander behind front-runner Pal- 
adino. Holland seized the opportunity 
and passed Northrop with an outside 
line. Although Paladino barely held off 
Holland in the ordeal, the upcoming 
whoops would change that as Holland 
motored right through them and into 
the lead. 

Northrop was still on the move in 
third until a crash ended his day early. 

By the halfway point, Pestana had 
made his way up to third, with Nathan 
Woods and Richard Stephens in tow. 
Pestana then made a power pass on Pal- 
adino in the whoop section to secure 
Second. With the race coming to a close, 
Pestana appeared to still have some- 
thing left down deep as he started reel- 
ing in Holland. But when Holland exit- 
ed the whoop section, he looked over 
his shoulder to see that Pestana was a 
bit too close for comfort and he turned it 
up a notch. Pestana matched him turn 
for turn, jump for jump, but ran out of 
time and had to settle for a well- 
deserved second behind winner Hol- 
land. Paladino finished third, followed 
by Woods and Stephens. 

"| was catching Rusty (Holland) at 
the end but had trouble passing early 
on," Pestana said. "The track is pretty 
one-lined, making it hard to pass." 

The first 250cc Pro race started off 
with Northrop again taking the 
holeshot. Northrop had looked fast in 
practice on his 250 but a crash just a few 
turns later put him at the back of the 
pack. 

With that, Paladino took the lead and 
had the challenge of keeping Holland, 
temporarily back in fourth after a mid- 
pack start, behind him. Holland first 
made his way past Travis Marks and 
then reeled in Yamaha-mounted Zeb 
Armstrong. 

Paladino did his best disappearing act 
and was riding smoothly but Holland 
slowly crept up and, with a better drive 











out of the turn leading onto the 
whooped-out straightaway, took the lead. 

Holland put his head down and 
started clicking off consistent laps. A 
battle for third developed behind Pal- 
adino, with Auggie Rodriguez, Arm- 
strong and Pestana all in the mix. Pes- 
tana, who also suffered from a poor 
start, had slowly been making his way 
up though the pack and put a move on 
Armstrong to take over fourth. 
Rodriguez came over a little jump out of 
shape and hit the deck, handing over 
third place to Pestana. 

At this point, Holland had a com- 
manding lead and Paladino appeared to 
have a lock on second. However, Pes- 
tana cruised by a downed Paladino, who 
had crashed after a downhill triple when 
he cross-rutted in the following turn. 

Armstrong went by, as well as the 
Yamahas of Mark Workéhtine and 
Marks. Holland rode on to the win, with 
Pestana second, followed by Armstrong, 
Workentine and Marks. 

The 250cc Intermediate race saw 
Merced Powersports/Yamaha /Chapar- 
ral-backed Corey Morais take a hard- 
fought first-moto victory over Turtle 
Wikoff. Morais used the jump-filled 
track to his advantage after taking a 
third-place start, passing Randy Nor- 
man and then Wikoff over the spectacu- 
lar step-up jump. 

“I was going to pass Turtle (Wikoff) 
on the downhill triple but played it 
smart and set him up over the step-up,” 
said Morais. 

The second moto wasn't so kind to 
Morais, as a bad start saw the Yamaha 
rider back in fifth, while Randy Norman 
and Wikoff were up front. With a little 
help from Wikoff, who held Morais to a 
third-place finish, NCY Yamaha/FMF/ 
Wiseco-backed Norman took the win 
and the overall for the day with a 3-1 
moto score. 

In the 125cc Intermediate race, DH 
Cycles of Modesto/Thor/Parts Unlimit- 





ed-backed Jesse Ketcham took a wire-to- 
wire victory in the first moto over Nor- 
man. Moto two had a different ending. 
Ketcham got off to a third-place start 
and turned it into a lead by the second 
lap. Disaster almost struck as a long 
downhill double caught him hitting 
neutral just on the takeoff. Ketcham 
crashed and broke his clutch perch, end- 
ing his hopes for an overall win. 

Jesse Olson seized the opportunity 
and won the moto and the overall. 
Kenny Heess finished second for fifth 
overall. 

"| almost hit Jesse (Ketcham) as he 
was going down," Olson said. "I just 
held my line and made it by him." €N

Kopp's 
triumphant 
return!

SPOKANE, WA, SEPT. 12 
ational number 43 Joe Kopp 
№: his return home to the 
Northwest with a two-class deci- 
mation during AMA Pro-Am half mile 
action at the Spokane Play Fair Race 
Track in downtown Spokane. 

Kopp’s sentimental journey - one 
which brought the longtime Mica, 
Washington, rider back home after 
spending much of the year in Missouri - 
ended with his impressive wins in the 
600cc and 750cc Expert main events. It 
was Kopp's debut at the facility, after he 
missed all of the previous 11 events here 
in the past three years, due to his GNC 
commitments. 

In front of a crowd of 2000 spectators, 
Kopp topped his cousin Lonny Kopp 
and Steve Liberty in the 750cc Expert 
final, but his 600cc Expert win would 


. come in a much harder-earned come- 


from-behind fashion, as Kopp had to 
first overtake National number 40 Jeff 
Annen before his win was finalized on 
the five-eighth-mile track - a track to 
which he took an immediate liking. 
Kopp put a wheel underneath Annen 
coming out of turn four on the final lap 
to lead Annen and Lonny Kopp across 
the line. 





Riders from several western states 
were on hand for the Joe Kopp home- 
coming, which was billed as the "Joe 


"m 


Kopp Challenge," an event in which 
promoter Bert Marsh put up $200 in 
each class to anyone who could beat the 
Missouri transplant, Kopp, as well as a 
$3500 purse in what was the final race of 
the season here. 

Two 600cc Expert heat races were 
utilized to form the grid for the final, 
followed by a lone 750cc heat. Kopp 
won the first of the two heat races in 
600cc action, beating Liberty and Steve 
Smith to the finish. Annen topped heat 
two, in which he led Lonny Kopp and 
Californian Toby Jorgensen to the line. 
Liberty won the lone 750cc heat, ahead 
of the two Kopps, Lonny and Joe. 

Annen survived tough challenges 
from Joe Kopp, Liberty and Lonny Kopp 
to win the 600cc Experts’ Dash For Cash 
and pocket the $250 prize for first, 
although the Joe Kopp Challenge money 
was for the main event only - which was 
unfortunate for Anner, given his bril- 
liant performance. 

Kopp won the crowd-funded 750cc 
Dash For Cash, beating Liberty, multi- 
time AMA National Amateur Champi- 
on Royal Adderson, and Lonny Kopp to 
also add $250 to his pockets. 

In the 10-rider, 12-lap 600cc Expert 
final, it was the Lopko/Shoei/Thor- 
backed Wood Rotax of Annen blurring 
to the head of the field, leading the pack 
in a 100-mph rabbit chase. Annen was 
trailed by the two Kopps, Liberty and 
rookie Expert Jorgensen, who made а 
move up through the ranks after over- 
taking fellow rookie Todd Somers and 
veteran Steve Smith. | 

Up front, the incredibly close trio of 
Annen, Joe Kopp and Lonny Kopp - 
which rode in this configuration for 
much of the 12-lapper - saw little 
change, as Annen put together a string 
of flawless laps to fend off the duo

behind him. However, things changed 
on the final lap as, coming down the 
home stretch, Joe Kopp put a wheel 
underneath Annen to nip the Seattle 
area rider at the finish for a win, leaving 
second to Annen, who barely edged 
Lonny Kopp. 

Liberty ran fourth, ahead of Stockton, 
California’s Jorgensen, who continues to 
crank out veteranlike performances. He 
beat Smith, Somers and Spokane's Larry 
Marsh to the line. 

Joe Kopp got revenge for the 750cc 
heat-race loss by holding off a barrage 
of advances from both Lonny Kopp and 
Liberty. Lonny got around the National 
number 72-plated XR750 of Liberty late 
in the final, and then he set out after Joe, 
slashing Joe's once-large lead. 

Lonny Kopp's final push, though, 
was thwarted by a small hole coming 
out of the final turn - one which sent 
Lonny Kopp's foot bouncing above his 
gas tank. 

“I hit a hole with my foot and it just 
threw it almost over my gas tank," said 
Kopp. 

Lonny netted second behind Joe 
Kopp, this coming a week after he had 
led much of the 600cc Hot Shoe National 
final at Castle Rock, in which Liberty 
finished third. Triumph rider Matt 
James, the former National number 99 
motocross plate holder, broke up what 
would have been a Harley-Davidson 
sweep of the top four by leading Cana- 
dian Royal Adderson to the line for 
fourth. 

Keeping the Kopp family win streak 
intact, Rob Kopp scored a convincing 
win in the 12-lap 600cc Pro-Sport final, 
in which he beat former Expert Frank 
Becker (who was riding Jeff Annen's 
backup bike) and the veteran rider 
Adderson to finalize the podium order. 
Trailing the trio were Jim Monagen, 
Brian Watson, Montana's Justin Young 
and Eric Beers. 

Joe Kopp's weekend-long domina- 
tion was finalized after the Arai/H-D of 
Missouri / Dave Burke Motorsports- 
backed Washingtonian won the 600 and 
750сс Expert main events during half 
mile action at the Missoula County Fair- 
grounds in front of a crowd of approxi- 
mately 500 for the Montana Hot Shoes- 
sanctioned event. 

Liberty, aboard the Liberty Tire/ 
Bell/Latus H-D entry, pushed Kopp for 
most of the 750cc final, although Kopp 
did hold up under the incredible pres- 
sure from Liberty. Lonny Kopp finished 
third. i 

Joe Kopp stormed to a win in the 
600cc Expert final, this coming after an 
impressive performance from Salmon, 
Idaho's Tom Sherman in the 600cc Pro- 
Sport class, in which Kopp again 
dodged Liberty’s challenges to cap off 
his dominant weekend. Another of the 
many Spokane riders on hand, Larry 
Marsh, rode to third on the slippery 
track, followed by rookie Expert Todd 
Somers and Lonny Kopp, the fifth-place 
finisher. CN

espite temperatures in the mid-90s, 
р than 450 riders showed up to 

do battle at round nine of the Win- 
ters / Amway Team Carolina Ultra Series 
at Birch Creek Motorsports Park. This 
race marked the first-ever Ultra Series 
event held at the popular Danville facili- 
ty. If turnout was any indication, surely 
Birch Creek will play host to future 
events. Ken Ferrell and company had 
the track in excellent condition, which 
set the scene for a tremendous day of 
racing. When the dust settled, Stephen 
Shoaf had taken the win in the Super 
Mini class and a hard-fought second in 
80cc (12-13) racing. 

The first moto of the Supermini class 
saw 20 hungry riders blast out of the 
gate, with Suzuki-mounted Shoaf lead- 
ing the way. Behind the Concord, North 
Carolina, rider was Yamaha of Lumber- 
ton's Jason Bryant, Kawasaki-mounted 
Dustin Oates, fellow Kawasaki rider 
Andrew Williams and Suzuki rider 
Zachary Kutschenko. Shoaf opened а 
small lead on lap one and looked to 
have the field well in hand, but Loretta 
Lynn's standout Bryant had other plans 
and set his sights on the rear fender of 
the Suzuki rider. 

The two front-runners were setting a 
pace that carried them away from the 
rest of the pack. Third-placed Oates had 
his hands full trying to hold off the pack 
behind him. 

As the moto entered its final stages, 
Bryant was applying heavy pressure 
and looking for a place to pass for the 
lead. Bryant found the opportunity and 
made the pass before the checkered, tak- 
ing the moto victory, with Shoaf second. 
Williams managed to move into the 
number-three position by the end of the 
moto, towing Kutschenko along with 
him in the process. Oates rounded out 
the top five. 

As moto two left the line, it was 
Shoaf once again grabbing the holeshot, 
with Bryant in tow. Performance 
Honda's Blake Hovis was third, with 
Kutschenko and Oates charging behind. 
This time Shoaf did not want a repeat of 
moto one and he opened up a small lead 
over Bryant. Shoaf maintained his lead, 
taking the win and the overall. Bryant 
came home in the runner-up position. 
The order of the rest of the top five was 
not decided until the final lap. Hovis 
held third entering the last lap, but he 
faltered, allowing Kutschenko and 
Williams, who was charging hard to 
make up for a poor start, to slip by. 
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Hovis managed to recover in time to 
take fifth. 

In the 80cc (12-13) class, Shoaf looked 
to have control going into the final 
moto, after taking the win in moto one. 
But fellow Suzuki rider Matt Miller had 
other plans and took the second-moto 
win - which, combined with his second 
in moto one, gave him the hard-fought 
overall. Shoaf took home second with 
his 1-2 scores. Hovis made up for his 
poor performance in the Supermini class 
and garnered third overall with his con- 
sistent 3-3 finishes. 

The Over 30 A class also had its share 
of action. Jeffersonville, Indiana's Larry 
Gessner made the most of his long trek 
and shot out to an early lead in the first 
moto. Suzuki of Gastonia/Tecnosel / 
Reikon’s Billy Liles, DASCO’s Scottie 
Shipley, Suzuki of Gastonia/ Baker’s 
Cycles’ Joel Baker and Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Alan Painter were all close behind. 
Liles was pushing to get around Gess- 
ner early on, but the KTM rider was 
going to have none of that and held off 
all of the Morganton, North Carolina, 
rider’s advances. As the moto drew to a 
close, Liles made a valiant effort, but 
Gessner held fast for the win. Liles took 
the runner-up position, and the rest of 
the top five remained unchanged. 

Moto two proved to be just as excit- 
ing as the first, with Gessner again 
grabbing the early lead. Liles, Honda 
rider James Morris, Shipley and Baker 
gave chase. Once again the two front- 
runners set a pace that took them far 
away from the rest of the pack. Liles 
made an early miscue, allowing Gess- 
ner to open a small lead. This was all 
the advantage the KTM rider needed to 
take the second-moto win and the over- 
all. Liles recovered for second and 
made a charge for the lead but ran out 
of time. Baker finally came to terms 
with the winding Birch Creek facility 
and took third from local hometown 
rider Shipley on the final lap.

GRATTAN, MI, SEPT. 19-20 

ool weather and hot lap times 

were on the menu for the fans who 

witnessed the record-breaking 
times at Grattan Raceway during the 
last round of GLRRA racing. Round 
nine was the last to be raced this year, 
and three riders put all the marbles up 
for grabs in the Michigan Grand Prix. 

The overall Expert champion for this 
year, Jamie Hanshaw, chose a 600cc 
Suzuki as his sidearm for the shootout. 
Canadian star Kevin Graham chose a 
135-hp Yamaha R1 supersport to pilot. 
Rad Greaves. unpacked his 140-plus-hp 
Suzuki superbike to corner around the 
due-to-be-resurfaced Grattan track. 
With bragging rights up for grabs, and 
all three very capable of winning, the 
flag was dropped. 

Graham bent it into turn number one 
first, with Greaves and then Hanshaw in 
tow. The track was coming apart on the 
inside of turn five, so everyone had to go 
wide there. Down the straightaway came 
Graham, Greaves and Hanshaw to repeat 


turn one. Greaves came through it first, 
but Graham was able to take the point 
back by turn two. Hanshaw was only a 
bike back in third and peaking around 
for a shot at the lead. The chance came on 
the fourth lap when, in turn two, Gra- 
ham blinked - and Greaves got by to take 
the lead, taking Hanshaw with him. Han- 
shaw was behind Greaves and got by 
him in turn five. Hanshaw was now 
leading, with two of the largest guns on 
the block behind him. Down the 3000- 
foot straightaway, Greaves’ muscles 
were too big for the 600 to hold off. 
Greaves gave Hanshaw the thumbs-up 
as he took the lead from his Dega Racing 
teammate. Hanshaw was able to master- 
fully draft Greaves for one lap until the 
Canadian R1 got its legs under it down 
the straight to take second. Greaves held 
the spot for the checkered, with Graham 
taking second and Hanshaw third. All 
were close, and after the smoke settled, 
two records had been set. 

Greaves had broken the longtime 
record set by Rich Oliver. Oliver had 
turned the track in one minute, 21.89 
seconds. Now the 28-year-old Michigan- 
der had turned in a 1:20.87. 

The second record to fall was the 
600cc lap record. Jamie Hanshaw, 


GLRRA's overall champion, turned ina . 


1:22.03 in the heat of battle. Hanshaw is 
no stranger to taking the lead: He won 
nine out of the 10 classes he entered. 
Hanshaw is planning to run AMA next 
year. 

The last race of the season ended in a 
serious accident in the bowl. GLRRA 
amateur rider Charlie Vaughn was 
struck by a rider when he low-sided. €N

CLINTON, SC, SEPT. 6 
eam Yamaha's Randy Hawkins was 
trying to get in as much riding as he 


could before the ISDE, so he com- 


peted in an enduro - the Little Brown 
Jug Enduro - and took home the overall 
win in the process. Hawkins blazed 
through the course on his 400cc four- 
stroke, dropping only 13 points along 
the way. 

“Т had a lot of fun. I don't know 
when the last time someone's overalled 
a SETRA race on a four-stroke,” 
Hawkins said. “I think this is the 10th 
time I have won the Jug. Once I quit rac- 
ing, this is the club I will join. This is my 
home club. I don't get to help them 
much because I'm always racing. 
SETRA is home for me." 

Filling out the number-two position 
was Gas Gas pilot and two-time SETRA 
Enduro Champion Franklin Ramey III. 


Ramey won last year's event but came” 


up a little shy this year, dropping 17 
points for the day. 

"I had a good race; my bike ran 
great," Ramey said. "I think the heat just 
got to me. I got sick after the gas, and it 
was all I could do to finish." 

KTM's Jason Chancey claimed the 
number-three spot with an 18-point 
drop. 

KTM's Allen Gravitt got fourth, 
dropping 20 points along the way. 

This was the 45th running of the 
enduro, which was promoted by the 





Greenville Enduro Riders. The club laid 
out 63 actual ground miles, with three 
timed sections before the gas and three 
after. The checks were known controls 
and each going-in check was a restart. 
Basically, it was run almost like a quali- 
fier, with free time between each timed 
section. The club has used this format 
for three years now, and most everyone 
seems to like it, though it does take the 
timekeeping aspect out. It becomes a 
true test of speed. 

Recent hurricanes along the South 
Carolina coast dumped plenty of rain on 
the area, so dust was not a problem. 
There were a few mudholes to be found, 
but, for the most part, things were just 
right. It seems the major problem riders 
experienced was the heat. The tempera- 
ture made it to the high 90s and, coupled 
with the high humidity, made the run 
brutal. Most of the riders who did not 
finish attributed their DNF to the heat. 


Riders got no warmup trail, as the: 


enduro started at the beginning of the 
first woods section. The section was fast, 
with several bridges to cross. Unfortu- 
nately, the bridges collapsed early in the 
race, making things interesting. By the 
time the AA riders came through, they 
had to find their own way across. Lucki- 
ly, the creeks were small, but the sides 
were steep. The section was 4.85 miles 
long, and Hawkins, Ramey, Gravitt and 
Chancey would each drop a point here, 
as would most of the faster riders. 

After a reset, it was on to section 
number two;.at 12.8 miles. It was long 
and tighter than the first section; luckily, 
there were no bridges to give anyone 
any trouble. Hawkins had the fast time 
through with a two, followed by Ramey 
and Gravitt, each with a three. Chancey 
dropped four points. 

Section three, a 13-miler, ran to the 
gas stop. This trail would be the tough- 
est of the first section. The temperature 
had increased considerably and the trail 
was longer. 

“Dale has gotten my bike working 
great, but I started to have clutch prob- 
lems in the section," Hawkins said. "At 
the gas, another rider, Wayne Goodman, 
gave me the clutch out of his bike." 

Hawkins was the only rider to post a 
three in the section. Ramey had the 
next-fastest time with a four-point loss; 
then Chancey slid in with a 4:53. 
Gravitt's luck with the flip of the cards 
was not good, and he went 5:01 on his 
first tie-breaker check. | 

After the gas, it was on to the first 
section of the second half. The terrain 
was much the same as in the first half. 
The trail was nine miles of tough, rooty 
ground. Hawkins again poured it on 
and posted the fast time with a three- 
point loss. Ramey and Chancey were 
next with a four, followed by Gravitt 
with a five. 

"The first section after the gas is 
when I started to get sick,” Ramey said. 
"This has happened to me before. I just 
tried to ride the best I could and finish." 

The next section was almost identical 
to the previous one. This time Gravitt 
matched Hawkins' score of three 
through the section. Chancey and 
Ramey dropped four points each. 

"] knew I was down on points and 
had to make up some time," Gravitt 
said. “I just cranked it up a notch." 

The final section of the day was the 
first one run backward. It was 5.6 miles 
long, and all the top riders went 
through with a one-point loss. 

Overall A honors went to Yamaha-

Derschan dusts up 
Cedar Raceway

CEDAR CITY, UT, SEPT. 12 

Cedar Raceway in Cedar City, Utah, hosted a 
special Saturday double-points event. Heavy 
rains preceding the event had turned the track 
into one of those Eastern-type quagmires, but 
the sun came out and, although practice was a 
messy adventure, by race time the track had 
dried to a pretty good, dust-free racing surface. 
The race, sanctioned and run by the Zion 
Motocross Association, attracted a good field. 

One of the more interesting contests was 
the 125cc Junior bash, with a field that was 
speckled with several hotshoes. Yamaha- 
mounted Derek Puffer blasted out to the early 
lead as Red Carpet's Clark Abecassis quickly 
passed Jason Derschan for second and just as 
quickly went down in the first set of doubles. 
As Derek whistled around the first lap, Willie 
Ungerman, Clark Ungerman, Boe Krahenbuhl, 
Jason Derschan and the now-remounted 
Abecassis stayed in very close pursuit. Puffer 
dropped it in the back section of the course, 
allowing Willie Ungerman to take the lead. 
Clark Abecassis - who had in the meantime 
passed the rest of the lead pack - was breath- 
ing down his neck. Clark Ungerman was also 
matching the scorching pace of the leaders, 
and the top three were pulling away from the 
rest of the field. In the wild action on the last 
lap, Clark Ungerman went down hard in the 
whoops, and Derek Puffer also went down, 
which moved Jason Derschan up to third place 
- where he would finish, behind winner Willie 
Ungerman and second-placed Clark Abecas- 
sis. 

It was a determined Jason Derschan who 
started off the second moto, as the T and T Rac- 
ing/Vegas Power Sports-sponsored ace lasered 
to the first turn ahead of Abecassis, Willie 
Ungerman and Richard Buhler. Abecassis kept 
the heat on, whipping past in the whoops for the 
lead. Derschan went down in a turn while 
Abecassis disappeared in the back section, giv- 
ing Ungerman Meat-backed lead-foot Willie 
Ungerman the lead. Pro Cycles' Jace Kirk was 
on the prowl, moving into third. 

Derschan caught up to the leaders on the 
Ludicrous Freeway and put some heavy heat on 
point màn Willie Ungerman. Willie soon located 
a gear which didn't exist, which didn't do much 
for his momentum, while Derschan flashed past 
for the lead and Kirk took over second. Puffer, 
who had been quietly hiding out at the back of 
the lead pack for most of the race, made his 








move on the last lap, muscling his way into sec- 
ond and putting the lumber to Derschan for the 
rest of the race. Jason Derschan and Derek 
Puffer flew over the finish line in close forma- 
tion, but it was Derschan taking the win - and 
the overall 125cc Junior crown. Clark Abecassis 
(4-2) earned second overall, while Derek Puffer's 
(5-2) just edged out Jace Kirk's (4-3) for the final 
podium spot.

On September 5, at Carlsbad Raceway, the clock 
was turned back to the heyday of classic 
motocross action. The bombers ran as if they 
were new, letting older racers recollect memo- 
ries of younger days.

Tiffany Holtman shocked the 
Women's Novice Class by shooting out to the 
front and leading the other veteran riders 
around the track. 

The Veteran's classes had some tight motos. 
Paul Vogelsang, Veteran Over 40 Expert, fin- 
ished first in the first moto, but in the second 
moto, he saw a 16-second lead evaporate into a 
last-lap second-place finish. Rudy Castaneda, 
racing in the Veteran's 40 Intermediate, didn't 
let a poor sixth-place finish in the first moto 
determine the rest of his day. Hustling for an 
early lead in the second moto, Castaneda forced 
the throttle wide open and finished first in the 
second moto, while points leader Daniel Dave- 
los finished the race in third place.

NASB and CCS Florida riders competed during 
World Cycle Fest at the Miami-Dade Homestead 
Motorsports Complex and provided fans with an 
action-filled weekend of racing. Grant Lopez won 
the Shootout after passing local favorite Shane 
Prieto. They were followed by Todd Harrington, 
Mike Luke and Doug Gross. Prieto maintained 
his lead for the first lap but couldn't hold back 
the charge of Lopez's GSXR750. By the third lap, 


the race leaders were no longer clustered together 


and positions were set, with Lopez leading sin- 
gle-file riders Prieto, Harrington and Gross.

Shimp and Tocco faced off against one 
another right from the drop of the gate during 
the first 125сс Intermediate moto. 

Shimp’s reaction time was a little bit better, 
and he shot into the lead, followed closely by 
Tocco on his Simi Valley Cycles-sponsored 
YZ125. 

The two former mini champions waged all- 
out war during the length of the moto, with 
Shimp faster in some sections and Tocco faster 
in others. When all was said and done, Shimp 
held the Team O’Neal-backed Tocco at bay for 
the length of the race to score the victory. Travis 
Smith rode fast but could only muster a distant 
third, and Joel Nelson and Raymond Smith 
rounded out the top five. 

The second moto saw the two future pros 
switch roles, with Tocco taking the lead at the 
start, just ahead of young Shimp. Tocco 
appeared to be faster and seemed to pull away 
from Shimp in some of the track’s faster sec- 
tions, but that would change as the race pro- 
gressed. Near the halfway point of the race, 
Shimp began to get very serious about passing 
Tocco and created a line that would ultimately 
allow him to pass Tocco and win the race. 
Shimp cut a corner tight and then doubled out 
and over a small tabletop, which set him up for 
the inside of the following turn. 

This track positioning was all that Shimp 
needed, as he went on to score the moto win 
(and the overall victory), followed by Tocco, 
Travis Smith, Nelson and Raymond Smith. 

Team KTM rider Bryce Terzian was the top 
small-bore rider, posting four out of four moto 
wins en route to class titles in both the 50cc (7-8) 
and 60cc Beginner classes. Terzian took no pris- 
oners and simply ran away and hid from the 
competition in each moto. 

Terzian topped high-flying Tylor Hemme 
and Danny Gonzalez in the 50cc (7-8) class and 


Nicholas Sanchez and “Wild Billy” Ballestero in 
the 60cc Beginner class. 

The Open Pro class witnessed a showdown 
between newly signed Pro Circuit/SplitFire- 
backed Billy Payne and Team Honda Support- 
sponsored Chris Gosselaar. The two battled 
closely all night and even took turns poking and 
shoving at one another on the track. But both 
riders may have forgotten that they were actual- 
ly racing each other for second place, which 
allowed local pro Jeremy Chaussee to get away 
and go on for the victory. Payne ended up fin- 
ishing second while Gosselaar rounded out the 
top three.

Don Mullen took a pair of wins in the 250cc and 
600cc A finals, and three other rides also left 
Trail-Way Speedway with a pair of wins: Evan 
Baer took his usual 50cc Oil-Injected and 50cc (4- 
6) wins, Joey Tyeryar topped the 250cc and 
600cc B classes, and Rick Winsett reigned in the 
600cc Pro and Sportsman mains. 

Other winners included John Henderson in 
the Over 30 class, Bruce Miller in the Over 40 
class, Nick Taylor in the 750cc A contest, and 
Dave Smith, who topped a hotly contested 500cc 
Two-Valve race. A resurgent Jeff Haldeman 
topped the 50 (7-8) class, Brandon Robinson 
topped the 65s, Zach Calcutt finally took an 85cc 
win, and Chris Klinefelter took another closely 
fought 125cc B-class victory.

Davis moved into 
third off the second turn on lap two, while Bill 
Bromley dropped Hyde to fifth as they ended 
the fourth lap. 

The real competition came in the Sportsman 
final, which is primarily a way for the Pros to 
race for more money, but it is open to anyone 
who wants to try their skill against the best in 
the area. After falling while leading the 600cc 
Pro final, Rick Winsett stormed back to claim 
the lead before the completion of the first lap 
and pulled away to a fairly easy win over Phil 
Libhart and Mike McKee. Mullen was on a roll 
as he grabbed the lead from McKee, Winsett 
and Libhart. Winsett started his charge by get- 
ting by McKee off the fourth turn on the open- 
ing lap and pressuring Mullen. He slipped 
under him coming off the second turn on the 
third lap as the front three traveled the fast one- 
third-mile track in close formation. They got a 
little too close and McKee and Mullen touched 
coming off the fourth turn on the fifth lap, with 
McKee going down; he would be unable to 
make repairs for the restart. The order remained 
the same off the restart, with Mullen staying 
close.

Andris perfect at 
Hollister Hills Trans-Cal

HOLLISTER, CA, SEPT. 6 

Kelly Andris aced both 250cc Professional-class 
motos to win handily at the CMC Trans-Cal 
Nationals North event at the famous Hollister 
Hills GP track. The Motowest-promoted event 
was well-attended and, as always, the series' top 
guns put on a great show in all classes of compe- 
tition. The 30-year-old Andris, originally from 
Stockton, California, has been a pro racer since 
1986, but he has rarely been sighted on the 
tracks of the United States. 

Axo/Factory Effects-backed Andris started 
his race to the top of the podium by absconding 
with the holeshot in the first 250cc Pro moto, 
ahead of Trevor Meagher, Daniel Blair, Jake 
Windham, Ben Shank, Cliff Cook, David Loder- 
meier and Dennis Stapleton. The leaders all bat- 
tled close together until Windham took a costly 
spill, dropping numerous places. 

As the leaders settled into position, Shank 
was coming on strong, throttling up behind 
Blair; after dicing briefly, Shank stormed past 


Blair. Throughout the race, the pace was 
thrilling and the racing close, with bar-banging 
position swapping and side-by-side action all 
the way back to last place. 

Shank continued to race aggressively, and 
once he caught up to Meagher, a very intense 
battle for second ensued. Shank kept at it and 
after a full lap of motocross combat he overtook 
Meagher. Out front, Andris opened up his 
Yamaha YZ400 and raced away unchallenged, 
clicking off the remaining laps flawlessly to take 
the moto win. Shank was second, followed by 
Meagher. Stapleton came on strong late in the 
race to eventually grab fourth, with Lodermeier 
rounding out the top five, followed by Blair, 
Windham and Cook. 

Cook grabbed the holeshot in the second 
moto, with Andris, Meagher, Shank and Wind- 
ham in tow, but Andris took over the lead in the 
next corner. By the end of the first lap, Meagher 
and Shank had also passed Cook, dropping him 
to fourth, with Windham rounding out the top 
five. Second-placed Meagher stayed close to the 
leader for several laps, but by midrace Andris 
had pulled away to build a comfortable lead. 
Shank shadowed Meagher, looking for a way 
past, with Cook and Windham also right there 
in the hunt. Suddenly Shank took а spill, and he 
retired from the race. 

With Shank out, Cook moved up to third 
place, with Windham in fourth. Meanwhile, 
Lodermeier wag moving up after a last-place 
start, and in the closing laps Lodermeier passed 
Blair and Stapleton to capture fifth. The order 
stayed the same for the final lap, with Andris 
leading Meagher, Cook, Windham and Loder- 
meier across the finish line.

Gates on the gas at 
Spring Creek

MILLVILLE, MN, SEPT. 7 

Longtime Minnesota speedster Bruce Gates was 
on the gas at Spring Creek, winning the Vet A 
class by winning both motos. He then took sec- 
ond in the Over 25 A class to Cory Keeny, and 
finished third in the 250cc A class, behind 
Keeney and Brandon Backes on his RBP-backed 
CR250. Gates, this year's National number 98, 
will soon be losing his top-100 number after nag- 
ging injuries have kept him from being 100 per- 
cent for part of the year and kept him off the 
national circuit. Today it looked as though his 
speed and his health are definitely back on track. 

About 450 entries came out for the first ama- 
teur race at the track since the pro race a few 
weeks ago. A lot of the jumps retained their 
height for this race, which is part of the Spring 
Creek Super Series, with two rounds left to go in 
that series for 1998. 

At the start of the first moto in the Vet A class, 
it looked as though Scott Steinle would grab the 
holeshot on his big, Sinisalo/Scott/CTI/ 
Dale's/LCR/Durelle Racing /GK Photo-backed 
CR500. Gates held the gas open on his CR250 to 
steal the lead through turn one, with Steinle sec- 
ond, Jim Scott third and Bryan Hunt fourth. After 
the sand-wash section, however, Gates apparent- 
ly went down, as Hunt emerged the leader, with 
Steinle, Scott, Bill Engstrom and Dan Luloff fol- 
lowing, in that order, and Gates emerging in sev- 
enth place in the 13-rider field. By the end of the 
second lap, however, Gates was in third and 
putting the pressure on Steinle in second, with 
Hunt leading. Gates made the pass on Steinle 
early on lap three and set his sights on the leader. 
By the end of the third lap, Gates and Steinle had 
displaced Hunt for the top two spots; the trio was 
well ahead of the rest of the pack. Gates, Steinle 
and Hunt finished in that order in the moto, with 
Luloff fourth and Scott fifth. 

Moto two saw Steinle out front off the start, 
using his big-bore advantage on Millville's long 
start straight, with Engstrom, Hunt and the rest 
of the field trailing. Gates moved his way to the 
front of the pack after the sand whoops. After 
two laps, Gates was in control of the lead and 
Steinle was in second, but he had a loose handle- 
bar, which slowed him down and dropped him 
back to 10th at moto's end. That meant good luck 
for Scott: He inherited second place, which he 
would carry to the finish line, behind Gates. 
Third in the moto was Hunt, followed by Bern- 
loehr in fourth; Don Bonnickson would take fifth.

Dupree 
could close the gap in three and four, pulling 
alongside Briggs going into turn one, but Briggs 
had Temecula's tricky turn two dialed in, pulling 
five bike lengths on the four-stroke of Dupree. In 
a last charge, Dupree drove hard into turn three 
and carried his speed, getting a drive off of four 
and pulling off a win - just a wheel ahead of 
Briggs at the checkered flag . Pollock had the best 
view of the two from the third spot, with Steffen, 
Frauenberger and Ron Garcia in tow.

Keeney, Dretzka Consistent at 
Aztalan Seniors MX C'ship

LAKE MILLS, WI, SEPT. 12 

The Aztalan Cycle Park was pleased to host the 
sixth annual “Dirty Old Blasters” North Ameri- 
can Seniors MX Championship event, which 
drew 272 entries from various states and Cana- 
da. The event, organized by local Vet rider Mike 
Micheli, is sponsored by Torque Center and TUF 
Racing, SunStar, and Silkolene. 

Killer trophies and sponsor products were 
given out to the top 10 riders in each class, with 
additional cash going to those in the Expert 
classes. The most coveted award, which was 
being chased all day, was the Terry Woosley 
Memorial Prize: a $100 gift certificate from 
Torque Center, to be given to the rider with the 
highest total point score on the day - a true test 
of the ultimate "iron man" rider and representa- 
tive of the Terry Woosley approach to racing. 

The initial pre-race favorites for the Terry 
Woosley Memorial Prize had to be Larry Wit- 
mer, Tom Dretzka and Roy Nafzger - each of 
them top contenders in three Expert classes. In 
the sport of motocross, anything can happen and 
it usually does - as was the case with the ebb and 
flow of the moto action throughout the day. 

Cory Keeney, displaying AMA National 
number 96 and backed by Gary's Racing Prod- 
ucts, Xtreme, Pro-Action, FMF, Sunstar and 
Pirelli, displayed the speed and consistency one 
would expect from a national-caliber rider by 
taking the holeshot and leading both motos 
uncontested to the finish in the Over 25 Expert 
class on his four-stroke Yamaha. Freeport, Illi- 
nois' Mark Wright was a consistent second in 
both motos, but he couldn't match the speed or 
pace of the Minnesota rider. Behind these two 
riders, the scoring was mixed up, with Brent 
Stevenson (on a tapped-out YZ125), Tom Dretz- 
ka and Mike Luoma rounding out the top five 
overall. 





After being plagued with problems in the 
Over 25 Expert class, Scott Steinle - backed by 
Larson Cycle, Throttle Jockey, CTI, Scott, FMF 


and Rick Blei Performance/Pro-Action = put _ 


together two consistent moto wins in the Over 
30 Expert class to take the overall, ahead of Dret- 
zka, Jeff Lois, and Freeport Honda/Kawasaki- 
backed Roy Nafzger. 

After the first set of motos, Larry Witmer 
was їп а commanding position to claim the cov- 
eted Terry Woosley Memorial Prize. However, 
after finishing third in the first Over 30 Expert 
moto, the Lorettà Lynn's 1997-98 Amateur 
National Champion in Over 40 A (backed by 
Answer, FMF, Boyesen, Maxima, Power Bar, 
Forward Motion / Мах Power Cylinders, Classic 
Racing Trailers, and Pro-Action Suspension) 
landed on a lapped rider over the gator-pit dou- 
ble while putting in a consistent second moto. 
Battered and bruised, Witmer maintained his 
poise when asked about the situation. 

"He (the other rider) felt really bad about 
coming across into my line, but I’m just relieved 
he's okay and I'm okay," Witmer said. “It could 
have been a lot worse for both of us." 

Witmer remounted to back up his first-moto 
win in the Over 40 Expert class with a hard- 
fought second-moto win over Ron Downen and 
Jim Nelson. Nelson was pumped for the oppor- 
tunity to compete against the National Champi- 
on, but he could only put together a consistent 
3-3 finish for the day. 

"In the first moto," said Nelson, ^I passed 
him (Witmer) in the back section and then he got 
me back. I’m just having one of those days 
where things just aren't clicking like they 
should." 

With Witmer out of the running for the Terry 
Woosley Memorial Prize, Tom Dretzka, backed 
by Torque Center and Johnny V's Cafe, was in a 
position to take the award. The only one left to 
potentially challenge him was Roy Nafzger, if 
Dretzka were to have major problems in the last 
Over 35 Expert-class moto. Nafzger may have 
won the battle by winning the second moto, but 
Dretzka won the war and took the Terry 
Woosley award. 

"I've missed some races and it's been an up- 
and-down year," Dretzka said, obviously 
pumped, ^but today I finally put together good, 
consistent motos." 

A few other Vet riders dominated their class- 
es by convincingly acing both motos. These 
included Mike Micheli in Over 60, Jim Neupert 
(backed by:Bob Barr Kawasaki) in Over 30 Inter- 
mediate (Division One), Bill Vanvugt in Over 50, 
TUF Racing's Dave Antolak in Over 40 Interme- 
diate, Susan Salsman in Over 25 Women, Harold 
Gooch in Over 45,and Freeport Honda /Kawasa- 
ki's Terry Hahn in Over 30 Intermediate (Divi- 
sion Two) and Over 35 Intermediate. 

The Seniors MX Championships draws 
senior riders together for their own event, and 
clearly has a more laid-back atmosphere. Mike 
Micheli summed it up best during the riders’

D: Francisco X. Bultó Marques, the 
founder of the Bultaco factory, 
died in early August at 86, just a 
week after receiving the news that his 
grandson, works Repsol Honda rider 
Sete Gibernau, had finished second, 
along with Alex Barros, in the Suzuka 8 
Hours endurance race. 

The results, faxed and e-mailed to the 
world, listed Sete with his complete 
name (his father’s surname followed by 
mother's surname), Sete Gibernau Bultó. 
When Sete got back from Japan, family 
members thanked him for using his full 
name because it gave his grandfather, 
known affectionately in Spain as Don 
Paco, great pleasure to see it. 

“But I didn’t use both names on my 
entry,” said Sete. 

And then they all realized that 
Honda, organizers of the Suzuka 
marathon, had done this out of respect to 
the ailing industrialist. The late Sochiro 
Honda knew Don Paco. Both men had 
built their factories up from postwar rub- 
ble and, although Honda is today the 
world’s largest manufacturer and Bulta- 
co is just a memory (although some 
Derbi machines carry the Bultaco 
thumbs-up logo), the veteran brass at 
Honda remember when the fiery-red, 
piston-ported Spanish singles were com- 
petitive at the 125 and 250cc Grand Prix 
level - and when Bultaco worked out of 
the sprawling, smoky little factory at 
Sant Adrian de Besós. It was there that 
they ran the trials bikes hard over the ties 
on the mainline railroad tracks to test the 
suspension, and where they would take 
the road racers out into the country to do 
plug chops on the backroads. 

There is no country in the world 
where motorcycling is so much a part of 
everyday life, and where there is such 
smiling tolerance for the speed and roar 
of fast bikes. 

In Spain, Grand Prix road racing is 
huge and is an integral part of Spanish life, 
like soccer and bullfighting. I have lived in 
Spain for about 30 years, my entire adult 
life, and for you to understand why bike 
racing is so revered in Spain, you will need 
to know just a little more about Don Paco 
and the legend of Ramón Torras, and a lot 
more about Spain. 

Last month, the Boletin Oficial del Esta- 
do of Spain, an official publication which 
communicates major government rul- 
ings to the nation, announced that 
Grand Prix motorcycle racing had been 
classified as "of national interest" - 
meaning that it is the right, the sovereign 
right, of every Spanish citizen to have as 
direct an access to news about the 
Grands Prix as is possible. This means, 
among other things, that TV rights can- 
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not be sold to a codified channel, but 
must be "directly available by. terrestrial 
TV to all Spaniards wishing to view 
from the Iberian Peninsula, the Canary 
Islands or the North African provinces." 

When something is classified "of 
national interest," it means that no one 
can legally be deprived of exposure. So 
you can imagine how well-known and 
how revered the top Spanish road racers 
are in this country of 44 million persons. 
If Spain had a Wheaties box, Alex Criville 
would be on it. 

If there were justice, and if the true 
measure of an athlete's worth were rec- 
ognized regardless of the commercial 
value of his sport in the USA, Kenny 
Roberts would have been on the 
Wheaties box by the beginning of 1979. 
Freddie Spencer would have been on 
the box in 1985, Eddie Lawson would 
have been on the box by 1989, and 
Wayne Rainey would have been on the 
Wheaties box of 1991... etc. But, as far as 
I know, none of America's 500cc World 
Champions has ever even had his pic- 
ture on a box of brake pads. 

АП of these great American racers are 
more known and more revered in Spain 
than in the United States. Spain is a 
country of legends, and all the truly 
important activities of Spanish life - art, 
literature, soccer, tennis, bullfighting 
and Grand Prix motorcycle racing - have 
their great legends. 

Don Paco Bultó, a legend himself, the 
man who was the co-creator, along with 
Pedro Permanyer, of Montesa fame, had 
such a passion for all forms of motor- 
cycle sport (he was a road racer, 
endurance racer, motocrosser, trials rider 
and enduro rider) that when his partner 
Permanyer insisted on closing down the 
competition department at Montesa dur- 
ing a Spanish financial crisis in 1958, 
Bultó rebelled. For Don Paco the motor- 
cycle was really a racing machine that 
could be civilized for the road, and he 
believed that the race department was 
the heart of Montesa, and that without 
racing and racing development, Montesa 
would lose its soul. 

When Bultó left Montesa he was fol- 
lowed by the best engineers, mechanics 
and by the abandoned factory racers. It 
wasn't his original idea to start a rival 
factory, but, urged on by the staff of the 
doomed Montesa competition depart- 
ment, he did. : 

Bultaco, a combination of "Bultó'" 
and "Paco," was the cable address of a 
small family business that Don Paco ran. 
It became the name of racing in Spain. 

In his last interview, Don Paco talked 
one last time to the press about Ramón 
Torras. | 
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When I first came to Spain in 1967, 
the name of Ramón Torras was in the air 
in racing circles and beyond racing cir- 
cles. This young man, who never won a 
Grand Prix, was considered the greatest 
of all road racers - the one, at least, who 
would have been the greatest if he had 
not been killed when he crashed his Bul- 
taco and hit an unprotected tree at the 
side of the street circuit of Comarruga, 
Taragona in 1965. 


I never saw Torras ride, but I did see = 


Spain's other great legend, the furious 
and daring Santiago Herrero, the man 
on the single-cylinder Ossa, who lost the 
250cc World title on the last day of the 
season to Australian Kel Carruthers on 
the Benelli four-cylinder four-stroke. 
And I rode up to the Isle of Man on my 
BSA Thunderbolt in 1970 to see Herrero 
ride. That was his last race. When he 
died against the bare guardrail, he was 
already riding with a broken screen 
after a first-lap crash and had just taken 
second place back from Rodney Gould 
(on a Yamaha) on corrected time, and 
had his head down, chasing after Car- 
ruthers (on a Yamaha). "Santi" was on 
the little Ossa, that beautiful aluminum 
monocoque single with the integral 
steering dampener and the cobby welds. 

Herrero almost won the 250cc title in 
1969, and he was recognized worldwide 
as one of the greatest, but the real dark 
legend of Spanish racing is Bultaco's 
Ramón Torras. He was the rider Don 
Paco Bultó chose to lead Bultaco into the 
Grand Prix arena in 1965. In 1964, Tor- 
ras, on the Bultaco TSS 125, had finished 
third, on the same podium with Yama- 
ha's Phil Read and Mike Duff at the 
West German GP at Nurburgring. Then 
at the beginning of the 1965 season, Tor- 
ras, on the TSS 250 Bultaco, repeated 
that result at the same track and behind 
the same two riders - but this time in 
250cc. And two weeks later at the Span- 
ish Grand Prix round, on the beautiful 
(and lethal) old Montjuich circuit, Torras 
managed to split the factory Yamahas, 
finishing second behind Read but in 
front of Duff. Torras and Bultaco split 
the works Yamahas! 

Shortly after that, he died at a 
National against the tree of Comarruga, 
a tree which still stands and which is 
occasionally visited by motorcyclists. 

Jaime Alguersauri, the poet-owner of 
Solo Moto, wrote, "All that came after 
Bultaco, the wonderful, shining toy that 
gave dimension to his dreams, we owe 
to Don Paco. Everything that came after- 
ward, Angel Nieto, Ricardo Tormo, Tar- 
rés (Bultaco's seven-time World Trials 
Champion), “Aspar” (Jorge Martinez), 
Sito Pons, all of these and those who 
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will come are the consequence of his tal 
ent, his genius and his vision." 

In his last interview Don Paco spoke 
of Alex Criville, and he said something 
extraordinary, something heartfelt, anc 
at a time when Alex was under grea 
pressure from Mick Doohan and fro 
the Spanish press. Don Paco said of Ale 
“He is the successor to Ramón Torras.” 

And as soon as we read that, we 
knew it was true. Criville will be 500cq 
World Champion. He's 28 (Doohan wo 
his first title at 29) and already has seve 
years' experience and eight wins. "Es e 
sucesor de Ramón Torras" - a prophesy. 

When Don Francisco X. Bultó Mar 
ques, died, his death was treated with 
the solemnity of the passing of a nation 
al figure and, with his passing, all of 
old enough to remember the glory days 
of Bultaco realized that without Bultaco, 
without Don Paco, there would never 
have been the love and passion for 
motorcycling that thrives today ir 
Spain, where the government has see 
fit to decree that Grand Prix road racing 
is "of national interest." 

There isn't time and there isn't space 
enough to really tell you what Don Раса 
and Bultaco mean to Spain, but I can tell 
you this: 

The Bultó family is a wonderful fa 
ly, and the stories they tell are wonde 
as well. One close member of the cla 
told me how Don Paco died. “His heart 
had seized a couple of times, and it wa 
beating like a TSS cylinder, noisy, the 
rings broken, running way too lean. Не 
had medication, but he refused strong 
drugs. He said that would be for the end 
Well, we knew it was time. He was i 
pain. We told him, 'Papá, we're going to 
have the doctor come and give you some 
thing to let you breathe easily so you ca 
get some sleep.' Years ago we had a fami 
ly doctor named Dr. Mata (Dr. Kill), and 
the name had scared the little ones 
Whenever any of the little ones played 
sick to stay home from school, Don Pace 
would say, ‘I’m going to call Dr. Mata, 
and they'd be out of bed in a flash and 
down the stairs, running to school. Sa 
when we told him that, he smiled anc 
said, 'So, it's finally time for Dr. Mata, is 
it? Well, bring me my moustache wax 
and my best Bultaco shirt. For a trip like 
this, you want to be at your best.” 

That's how he passed away, his mou 
tache waxed, wearing the shirt with the 
Bultaco thumbs-up logo, surrounded b 
his 10 children and his many grandchil 
dren, among them the two young stars 
Miky Arpa, Spanish National Enduro 
Champion, and Sete, who rides a works 
Grand Prix Honda because there are n 
works Bultacos anymore. Ch 
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| Soteros leaped onto our cover, as they nearly went
